David Trout. 1. 

David Trout was horn in Newtown, Frede- 
rick county, Va., December 25, 1795. He 
died on the 6th of December, 1869, at Front 
Royal, Va. He had almost reached his 74th 
year. His parents were members of the Lu- 
theran Church. In early life, in the town of 
his nativity, he was converted. His brothers 
and sisters, with himself, became members of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. These children, 
in after years, constituted a family rarely 
equaled, and perhaps never excelled, for relig- 
ious integrity. The eldest of this pious family 
still survives, in his 80th year, and is one of the 
first examples of pure and pious devotion to God. 
David Trout entered the ministry of the Meth- 
odist Church in the year 1837. He retired 
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from the active work of the ministry in 1856, 
and settled with his family in Front Royal, Va. 
Here, in the closing years of life, he furnished 
an example, privately and publicly, of solid 
piety, scarcely surpassed and rarely equaled. 

It is due to the memory of such a man, to 
speak of his life and death in terms of truth 
and encouragement. Truly, if there ever lived 
in the Church a man who, by unobtrusive, sim- 
ple piety, pointed out the way to heaven, it was 
this excellent minister of Christ. He proved, 
during a long and successful ministry, his devo- 
tion to the Church and the work of saving souls. 
The period of his superannuated ministry — a 

f ierioa that intervenes between the more active 
abors of earth and the rest and enjoyment of 
heaven — spent in this place, was one of almost 
uninterrupted prayerful communion with his 
God. His place of secret devotion was regu- 
larly and frequently sought. When no longer 
able to preach in the public sanctuary, on ac- 
count of nis peculiar indisposition and increasing 
infirmity, he went there, assisted often, to listen 
to other ministers of Christ, in their efforts to 
perform a work that had once been the delight 
of his own heart and life. At his home he was 
a man of prayer. Here nothing was allowed 
to interrupt nis stated devotions or prevent 
their observance. It is well known to those 
best acquainted with his private life, that during 
the last few months of his earthly existence much 
of his time was spent on his tnees in prayer, 
for the more complete consecration of himself 
to God. It was with difficulty that he was pre- 
vented, by the advice of his family and friends, 
from kneeling by his dying-bed. He thought, 
from this accustomed attitude of prayer, he 
might have increased success in sending to 
heaven the appeals of his mighty trust in the 
truth of God. He exhorted his family daily to 
rneet him in heaven. It was his habitual prayer 
that in eternity they might be an unbroken 
family, and he died with the blessed assurance 
that the anticipation cherished on earth would 
be in heaven an eternal certainty. During the 
closing months, and especially the closing days 
of his life, his sufferings were intense. God 
gave this finishing touch to the grand moral 
picture furnished by his life. The application 
of this wise but severe test of both the depth 
and purity of his faith in God brought out fully 
to view the attractive features of the mind which 
was in Christ Jesus. As his life was closing he 
remarked to his family and Christian friends 
around him that “ the adversary seemed to be 
pursuing him down to the Jordan of death;" 
when his pious wife responded that “the adver- 
sary coula go no farther.” This response gave 
new strength to his courage and direction to his 
faith, and realizing that, as a great warrior, his 
was a grand struggle for a final and glorious 
triumph, he expressed his thanksgiving to God 
in view of this cheering prediction. He felt 
himself to be a conqueror through Him who had 
loved him, and gave the assurance of the fact, 
by asking his Christian friends around him to 
sing — as the last hymn he would hear on earth 
—“Jesus, Lover of my soul.” This precious hymn 


described his faith and pointed to its glorious 
object. It unfolded the principle that started in 
early life his youthful feet in the road to heaven, 
and assured him, in the struggle of death, that 
the sympathizing hand of Jesus was under his 
sinking head. He seemed to feel that he was 
midway between two worlds ; thought he heard 
the music of heaven commingling with the 
music of earth, and, arousing himself suddenly, 
he listened, and asked : “ Who was it that had 
the harp ?” “ No one,” was the reply. When he 
said : “ I thought I heard the sweet music of a 
harp.” Soon after, he exclaimed: “Glory to 
God! he giveth me peace!” and, in an effort to 
append some expression in reference to those he 
would meet in heaven, his voice faltered, his 
words became indistinct, and, with the last ex- 
pression of his long, exemplary, and useful life 
but partially heard, his spirit took its flight to 
the bosom of its God. His remains were taken, 
on the day of his burial, to the Methodist church, 
followed by his beloved family and the commu- 
nity, where appropriate services were had, and 
his body committed to the grave in the hope of 
a glorious resurrection and heaven.

Joseph Speigos was the son of Ephraim and 
Sarah Sprigs, and was born in Lancaster county, 
Virginia, July 6, 1804. He was converted and 
united with the M. E. Church in 1824. He was 
licensed an exhorter on Lancaster Circuit in 
1826, and a local preacher in January, 1828. 
In March following he was admitted on trial in 
the traveling connection by the Baltimore Con- 
ference, and was received into full connection 
and ordained deacon by Bishop Soule in March, 
1830, and elder by Bishop Hedding, in 1832. 
Berkeley Circuit was his first field of labor. From 
Berkeley he was sent to Greenbrier, then to Lex- 
ington, and then to Augusta. While on this 
circuit, in the year 1840, his health was pros- 
trated by his arduous labors, and was not fully 
restored until 1850. The M. E. Church having 
divided, he adhered to the Southern branch, 
and now applied for admission, and was cor- 
dially received, into the Virginia Conference of 
the M. E. Church, South. After ten years of 
zealous and successful labor in the Virginia Con- 
ference, he was compelled, (in the fall of 1860), 
by failing health, to seek rest in the supernu- 
merary relation, in which he continued for five 
years. In the fall of 1865 he returned, much 
improved, to the hard work of the itinerant 
ministry, and was appointed to the North Bed- 
ford Circuit. Campbell Circuit was his next and 
last charge. In 1869 he was again compelled to 
retire from the active ministry. Thus, for nearly 


forty-two years, he ministered the word of life 
with unfaltering fidelity. He loved the itiner- 
ancy of the Methodist Church, of which he was 
one of the brightest ornaments. He received 
his appointments cheerfully, and was always 
successful and popular in his pastoral charges. 

Of him it may be truly said : 

None knew him but to love him ; 

None named him but to praise. 

In the ptilpit he spoke fluently, affectionately, 
earnestly; he was always practical and thor- 
oughly evangelical ; frequently his discourses 
were powerfully and effectively eloquent. As 
a pastor, in social life, in the family circle, at 
home and abroad, he was ever courteous and 
kind, free of access to all; yet ever prudent and 
dignified in his manners, impressing every one 
by the earnestness of his piety, and the charm- 
ing felicity and purity of his interesting and in- 
structive conversation. He was emphatically a 
man of prayer, and in holy communion partook 
of the Spirit of Christ, and went forth to his ar- 
duous duties strong in the strength of Omnipo- 
tence. He won many souls to Christ, and re- 
plenished and built up the membership of the 
Church in our most holy faith. By precept and 
example, he taught them the useful lessons of 
faith, hope, and charity ; and, in his own well- 
formed character, gave them an almost faultless 
model of moral excellence. He died of typhoid 
fever, after a painful illness of eight weeks, 
which he bore without a murmur. He has left 
a widow and eight children to mourn their irre- 
parable loss; but they sorrow not as others who 
nave no hope. About ten days before his death 
he took an affecting leave of his loved ones. To 
each of them he gave a parting blessing, and, 
calling the physician who had so kindly and 
skillfully ministered to him, he placed his hands 
upon his bowed head and said, so lovingly, 

“ Bless you ! ble.ss you ! bless you !” He talked 
but little after this, but gave gratifying assur- 
ances that Jesus was ever increasingly precious. 
On the night of January the 17th, about ten 
o’clock, he seemed to be resting sweetly, when, 
opening his eyes, he said, in an audible and dis- 
tinct tone (he had spoken in a whisper before!, 
“Wake me at twelve ;” and then, seeming to fall 
asleep, his family and friends were quietly watch- 
ing at his bedside, when, just at twelve o’clock, 
he awoke, but at the call of the Master: “Enter 
thou into the joy of thy Lord.” 

The voice at midnight came, 

He started up to near ; 

A mortal arrow pierced his frame, 

He fell, but felt no fear. 

A veteran soldier of the cross, he joyfully ex- 
changed his well-worn armor for the crown of 
life. 

Soldier of Christ, well done 1 
Ihraise be thy new employ ; 

And, while eternal ages run. 

Rest In thy Master’s joy. 

His funeral-service was attended by a large con- 
gregation ; the sermon was preached by his Pre- 
siding Elder, the Rev. A. G. Brown, and his body 
was committed to the grave by his brethren of 
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the Masonic Fraternity, a few 'hundred yards 
from his late residence, in Campbell county, Vir- 
ginia, a spot selected by himself. 

Isaac M. Arnold was born in the county of 
Brunswick, June 13, 1804; ; entered the ministiy 
in 1835, and died June 23, 1870. Brother Ar- 
nold’s early advantages were quite limited, and 
his education, both literary and religious, much 
neglected. Possessed of a lively disposition, an 
even temper, and popular manners, he became 
among his associates a leader in those ways, the 
remembrance of which in after years caused 
him much regret. By force of circumstances, 
he was early deprived of parental counsel and 
guidance, and, being denied those home influ- 
ences which so greatly tend to restrain the way- 
wardness of youth, it is no wonder he went far 
astray. But, like Saul of Tarsus, he was over- 
taken and smitten by the power of God, and 
Lis wandering steps directed to the great high- 
way that has led so many from earth to heaven. 
His call to the ministry was as unmistakable as 
his conversion, and his prompt and decided an- 
swer was, “ Here am I, send me.” His preach- 
ing was characterized by simplicity and plain- 
ness, and was often wonderful in its effects. 
Brother Arnold’s piety was of no ordinary type. 
It threw a luster on every circle in which he 
moved. It consisted not in cant and mere ideals 
of Ohurch-conformity, but was a grand exhibi- 
tion of religious principle and scriptural ethics. 
Like most Christians, he had a large share of di- 
vine chastisements. In sunshine he was happy ; 
under the cloud he was not afraid. The dignity 
of his bearing challenged the respect of all, and 
his chiding smile was often a savor of good to 
the thoughtless and the young, who revered him 
as a father. He was a member of the Virginia 
Conference for nearly forty years, and was al- 
ways true to the trusts committed to him. He 
staggered not under responsibility. His great 
aim was to glorify God by striving earnestly for 
the salvation of sinners. More than two thou- 
sand souls were brought into the Church under 
his ministry, and Christians of every name were 
the beneficiaries of his abundant labors. During 
the last ten years of his life he was on the non- 
effective list, but he continued to exercise his 
gifts, and preached nearly every Sabbath. His 
work is finished ! The grave holds his mortal 
remains, and heaven contains his redeemed 
spirit, so long consecrated to the service of God. 
Those who were with him in his last moments 
send to us the glad intelligence that his death 
was triumphant, and that his end was peace. 

William I. Hunter was born in Gates county. 
North Carolina, in March, 1826, and died in 
Bedford county, Virginia, September 10, 1870. 
He was converted in Norfolk county, Virginia, 
in 1858, and united with the M. E. Church, 
South. He entered the Virginia Conference in 
1859. ‘During the period of his ministry — 
nearly eleven years — he served Patriarch Mis- 
sion^ Buffalo, Fluvanna, Beaver Dam, Nelson, 
and South Bedford Circuits. He was returned 
the second year to every appointment but one. 


His labors resulted in the conversion of more 
than thirteen hundred souls. His last days 
were full of peace. Day by day the blessed 
Saviour was with his servant to soothe and to 
sustain, to cheer and to gladden. Our dear de- 
parted brother entered the valley of death with \ 
the sunlight of the Divine Presence streaming 
all around him. His end was a victory — a 
glorious triumph. 

Devereaux J. C. Sl.\.ughter was born in 
Dinwiddie county, Virginia, November 8, 1817, 
and was “born again August 16, 1835, while 
alone in the forest calling on God for mercy. 
He was awakened through the instrumentality 
of the Rev. Anthony Dibrell. He joined the 
M. E. Church in May, 1836, was licensed to 
preach September 25, and was received on trial 
in the Virginia Conference at Petersburg, No- 
vember, 1842. He was received into full con- 
nection, and ordained deacon by Bishop Andrew 
at Lynchburg, Virginia, November, 1844. Or- 
dained elder by Bishop Capers, at Randolph 
Macon College, November, 1846. He was effect- 
ive and highly efficient until 1862, when, with 
shattered health and a broken constitution, he 
asked for and obtained a supernumerary rela- 
tion, in which relation he remained until the 
Master removed him from the Church militant 
to the Church triumphant He died at half- 
past one o’clock p.m., November 6, 1870, and 
was interred on the 8th of November, the fifty- 
third anniversary of his birth. In the various 
appointments filled by Brother Slaughter, he 
was very successful, and enjoyed a high degree 
of popularity, both as a preacher and pastor. 
He was peculiarly gifted in prayer, and preached 
in demonstration of the Spirit, and witn power. 
He always spoke to the hearts of his hearers, 
while the truth, uttered in a voice of much sweet- 
ness, and with great pathos, would often move 
them to tears. His sterling integrity, genial 
manners, and warm heart, made him many 
friends wherever he went. He was cordially 
and tenderly loved by his brother ministers. 
During the last eight years of his life he en- 
dured great bodily affliction. Although unable 
to do the full work of an itinerant preacher, he 
was never idle, but used liis remaining strength 
to promote the cause of Christ. In his last in- 
terview with the Rev. J. D. Blackwell, only a 
few days before his death, he spoke of his firm 
trust in God, and of his unabated love for his 
brethren, and also sent to the Conference by the 
Rev. W. G. Williams the assurance of his perfect 
peace with God through Jesus Clirist. Some 
days before he expired, he suffered most severe 
paroxysms of pain, and at the close of one of 
these a friend present inquired how he felt, to 
which he replied, “All is well! all is well!” He 
turned himself on his bed, and his eye kindled 
with unearthly brightness, as though it caught 
some object above — a smile played on his face, 
and then the angels received him.

As a Christian minister, the am- 
bition of his life (if he had anyl — at least, its 
governing purpose — was to be ana do good. It 
was a cardinal tenet in his creed, that a man 
could do good only as he was good. He was a 
faithful and efficient chaplain. In the army he 
never lowered the dignity and purity of either 
his vocation or his character as a man of God. 
Officers and men uniformly bore testimony to 
his fidelity and consistency. He came out from 
that fiery ordeal unscathed, and with no stain 
upon his honor as an embassador of Christ. 
He remembered and obeyed the commands of 
his great Captain. In all the relations of life 
he was exemplary. As a son he was dutiful, 
respectful, and reverential; as a brother, affec- 
tionate, forbearing, devoted, and confiding; as 
a friend, true and faithful. He never married. 
He had but a few months labored in the Col- 
lege at Asheville, his last appointment. Though 
comparatively a stranger in our midst, he had, 
by his pulpit and college labors, deeply im- 
pressed the community with his great moral 
worth and capability for extensive usefulness. 
His sudden death created a profound impression. 
It was mysterious to us that one so gifted and 
young, and so full of promise to the Church, 
should be cut down in a day. He was never 
conscious, but at moments, during the raging 
violence of the disease. There were two points 
on which he seemed self-possessed — the recogni- 
tion of friends and religion. In many ways he 
manifested a readiness for his change, and al- 
ways seemed to be delighted with references to 
God, faith, Christ, heaven. For a short season 
before his death, he became perfectly quiet, and 
gently and peacefully breathed out life as a babe 
going to sleep. His funeral - sermon was 
preached by the Rev. John Boring, in Asheville, 
Before a very large audience of friends and ac- 
quaintances, on Sabbath, June 5, from 2 Tim. 
iv. 6, 7, 8; and his remains were interred in the 
cemetery of the M. E. Church, South, with Ma- 
sonic honors. His work is done, his sufferings 
are ended, and he peacefully sleeps in Jesus, 
awaiting the “crown of rejoicing,’ for which 
he toiled while living, and for which he now 
lives, though dead.

William H. Wheeler was born in Darling- 
ton, S. C., August 7, 1837. He was convert^ 
to God in the year 1856, and joined the North 
Carolina Conference on trial in 1858. His health 
was feeble for several years prior to his death, 
and in several instances it became necessary for 
him to leave bis work. In the summer of 1869 
his health totally failed, and he returned to his 
father’s house to die; but, reviving somewhat, 
he was Wne to the Conference in Newbern to 
shake hands and hold sweet communion wdth

his brethren for the last time. Desiring, as a 
good soldier, to die in the harness, he asked and 
obtained a supernumerary relation, andieturnad 
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to his father’s house in Leasburg, N. C., where 
his pure spirit passed from earth to heaven on 
the :25th ot December, 1869. His character was 
lovely — an humble and meek follower of Jesus, 
a dutiful son, a faithful Christian minister. “ He 
was a good man, and full of the Holy Ghost and 
of faith,” and died in great peace. 

OEonoE W. Deems was born in the city of 
Baltimore on the 29th of September, 1789; 
married April 2, 1811, and was converted the 
year following, through the instrumentality of 
Ins wife, who was a daughter of Rev. Zachary 
Roberts, a cousin of Bishop Roberts. He was 
licensed to preach 14th July, 1829, by Rev. 
Christopher Frye; was received on trial in the 
Baltimore Conference in 1835, and was, at the 
same time, ordained a deacon by Bishop Emory; 
was ordained elder by Bishop Waugh in 1838. 
He continued to travel in the Baltimore Confer- 
ence until the year 1850. From 1850 to 1859 
he was a meraoer of the Virginia Conference. 
He became a member of the North Carolina 
Conference at its session held in Beaufort, De- 
cember, 1859. At this Conference he was ap- 
pointed to Topsail Circuit; in 1860 to Snow Hill 
Circuit, where he remained two years, and in 
1862 to Kinston and Lenoir Institute. He 
then, for two or three years, received nominal 
appointments, apd was at length placed in a su- 
perannuated relation, in which relation he was 
continued to the close of his life. In all the 
Conferences in which he traveled he was suc- 
cessful in winning souls to Christ; and in some 
instances very powerful revivals crowned his 
labors. The latter part of Brother Deems’s life 
was spent in the city of Baltimore. For nine 
months previous to his death, as we learn from 
his son, the Rev. Dr. Deems, his bodily suffer- 
ings were very excruciating, but his soul was 
most happy. During his affliction he desired to 
he affectionately remembered to his brethren of 
the North Carolina Conference. His death oc- 
curred on Sunday, July 3, 1870. He was a 
good and useful man, and we doubt not has en- 
tered into rest. 

W. G. Tuttle was born on the 14th Septem- 
ber, 1846, and departed this life in great peace 
on the 20th of October, 1870. He joined the 
M. E. Church, South, in the year 1864, at about 
the 18th year of his age. His early childhood 
life was blessed with a pious mother’s training 
and prayers, the fruits of which were shown in 
his early youth, being remarkable for his amia- 
bility and a fine and delicate sense of moral ob- 
ligation. So conspicuous was this trait of char- 
acter exemplified in his youth, that it seems 
almost strange that he did not, in earlier life, 
identify himself with the Church and God’s peo- 
ple. When, however, he was converted, and sol- 
emnly dedicated his heart and life to God, he 
felt impressed that up’on him was laid the duty 
of preaching the gospel. So clear and urgent 
was this conviction, that he immediately en- 
tered upon such a persevering course of mental 
training and discipline as no doubt overtaxed 
his physical powers and contributed much to- 


ward the early development of the pulmonary 
disease which so rapidly terminated his life. 
Brother Tuttle was admitted to trial in the 
South Carolina Conference, at their session in 
Abbeville in the fall of 1868, and appointed to 
Columbus Circuit. His labors here, though per- 
formed in some feebleness, were very acceptaole ; 
and in the year 1869 he was appointed the junior 
preacher on the Marion (McDowell county) Cir- 
cuit. Very early in the year his health failed 
so much and so rapidly that he returned home 
in Caldwell county to die. In his deportment 
he was pure and upright ; in his estimate of him- 
self, remarkably diffident and unassuming — so 
much so, that nothing but a clear conviction of 
his duty in regard to the ministry could ever 
have induced him to undertake so great a work ; 
but when having yielded to these convictions 
of duty, his preaching evinced that his heart 
was in the work. His preaching was plain and 
practical, pointed and instructive, and was made 
instrumental in building up and increasing the 
membership of the Church in these fields of la- 
bor. His last illness was protracted for several 
months. When, however, it became apparent 
that he must die, he at once set about arranging 
his business and his work — called to his bedside 
the Rev. P. L. Herman, the pastor of Lenoir 
Circuit, who visited him from time to time, and 
to whom he expressed his feelings and pros- 
pects in immediate view of death, evincing great 
calmness and resignation. When asked if he 
had any message for his brethren in the min- 
istry, he replied, " Tell my brethren of the Con- 
ference that had I my life to live over again, I 
would spend it all in preaching Christ and him 
crucified.” Again, at another time, he remarked, 
in great peace and hope, “All is well ! Jesus is 
near !” He then called all around him to prayer, 
requested the prayers to be audible, and joined 
in with great earnestness and fervor. Still 
again, as he passed down into the river, and the 
waters and waves gathered around his bark, he 
called all around him to prayer, requesting that 
their petitions be special that “ his faith fail not,” 
quoting in clear voice the promise, “Be thou 
faithful unto death, and I will give thee a crown 
of life.” Finally, with perfect rationality, and 
seeming to comprehend that the very moment 
of his departure had come, he reached forth his 
arms, already chilled and benumbed by death, 
pulled up his 'oed-covering, adjusted his hands 
across his bosom, opened his eyes, ran them 
around his bed as if to take a last view of earthly 
friends and scenes, and almost immediately fell 
asleep in Jesus — a death so sublimely triumph- 
ant that as to elevate most forcibly.

to its triumphant close, gives evidence that he 
was no ordinary man. VVhat a fearful struggle 
did he have for eight years against that insidi- 
ous disease — paralysis — to which at last he fell 
a victim! What years of alternating hope and 
fear these must have been ! How fearful to feel 
himself gradually encircled in the icy arms of 
death ! And yet it was to him a time of resig- 
nation and triumph. How sad to his friends to 
look upon his disturbed features and wasted 
form at the last session of the Conference, and 
yet witness the brilliant flashes of an intellect 
apparently growing brighter by contact with a 
decaying body, ana a zeal for the cause of Christ 
intensified by the near approach of death! We 
hardly realize that it was the increased bright- 
ness of a consuming candle just before it ex- 
pires. With tears he asked for a superannuated 
relation, which with tears was granted. Ho 
came to his own home at Chester, where, having 
made his wife comfortable, he gradually fadea 
away until the 15th day of March, 1870, when 
he passed into the spirit-land. Some of his last 
words were expressive of his entire submission 
to the will of God, not fearing death, but regret- 
ting only to leave his wife to grieve over his 
departure. And when she prayed that his life 
might be prolonged, he tola her that this was 
wrong; that she ought to pray for the will of 
the Lord to be done, and that this was his 
prayer. 

Evak a. Lemokd was born in Union coun- 
ty, N. C., September 3, 1825. He was admitted 
on trial in the South Carolina Conference in the 
year 1856, and in the following year served 
the Lexington Circuit. In 1858 and 1859 he 
was on the Greenville Circuit. In 1860 and 

1861 he served the Wateree Mission, and in 

1862 and 1863 the Sandy River Mission. In 
1864 and 1865, he traveled the Monroe Circuit, 
and in 1866 he was returned again to the Sandy 
River Mission. In 1867 and 1868 he was ap- 
pointed to the Mt. Pleasant Circuit, and in 1869 
ne received his last appointment, which was to 
the Pineville Circuit. During this year the 
progress of his disease — pulmonary con.sump- 
tion — admonished him that he could not long 
continue in the active work of the ministry, and 
drew from him expressions of regret that he 
must cease from a work so dear to his heart, for 
he loved to preach the gospel. At our last Con- 
ference session at Cheraw, ne received a super- 
annuated relation. He then returned to his 
old home, where he continued to decline till 
exhausted nature sunk, and he entered into rest 
on the 17th of February, 1870. During his last 
illness he was always cheerful and hopeful, con- 
fident of his acceptance with his heavenly Fa- 
ther, and calmly waiting till his change should 
come. He was a good and faithful man, and a 
successful laborer in the vineyard of the Lord. 

Edward G. Gage, on the 21st of May, 1870, 
at Graniteville, S. C., ceased at once to work and 
live. His death was most unexpected. Of all 


the members of the South Carolina Conference, 
he would have been one of the last, it might 
have been supposed, who would have been so 
early called to resign his commission with his 
life. In the prime of manhood, already a tried 
and proved minister of the New Testament, of 
robust frame, indicating health and longevity, 
his habits and manners being promotive of 
these, his style of preaching logical rather than 
emotional, his manner calm and collected rather 
than excited and impassioned, active but tera- 
erate, zealous but prudent — it would scarcely 
ave been supposed the wheels of life with him 
would BO soon have stood still. But how vain 
are all human calculations! On May 10th, but 
eleven days anterior to his death, he wrote 
thus: “My arrangements are such that I cannot 
give you a Sabbath before the fifth Sabbath of 
this month. If this will be any service to you, 

I think now that I can give you that Sabbath.” 
On the Sabbath before the one on which he 
had promised to be in Columbia, holding forth 
the word of life from the pulpit, he lay coffined 
beneath it, with death’s everlasting impress of 
silence upon his lips. But that lifeless corpse 
of God’s minister, who was so suddenly cut off, 
but so in readiness to go, may have preached a 
sermon to the immense congregation in the 
church there and then assembled, and its appro- 
priate text might well have been, “ Be ye also 
ready.” Brother Gage was born in Union Dis- 
trict, S. C., June 11, 1832, joined the M. E. 
Church, South, in 1844, and was admitted into 
the South Carolina Conference in 1856. He had 
filled acceptably many of the most important 
appointments in the Church. He was an atten- 
tive and sympathizing pastor, and an increas- 
ingly-improving preacher, studying closely the 
word of God, while bringing to its elucidation 
his own experience, and all the light that pro- 
ressive science and literary research are sned- 
ing on its truths. Somewhat eccentric, ho 
mi^t have been called, as a preacher, but it 
was the independence of an original mind, 
speaking out its own convictions in such a man- 
ner, as he believed, would best recommend them. 
His was an intellect cast not exactly in a stereo- 
typed mold, but the deviation at least saved 
his sermons from sameness and insipidity. While 
they sometimes provoked criticism, they always 
evoked thought and reflection. He is gone, this 
able and promising young minister; gone, when 
the Church so much needed laborers. But we 
bow to God’s will, mysterious as it is. We bless 
Him for giving this minister grace to work for 
Him so long, to do His will in life, and then 
suffer it in death, even in the last hour attuning 
his heart to the following lines, which he at- 
tempted with a dying effort to repeat : 

“There ’s the city to which I journey ; 

My Redeemer, my Redeemer, is its light. 

There is no sorrow, nor any sighing, 

Nor any sin there, nor any dying. 

I ’m a piigrim, and 1 ’m a stranger, 

1 can tarry, I can tarry but a night” 

And then, at the last, when asked if that Re- 
deemer’s name was precious to him still, he im- 
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uaediately raised his right hand and bowed his 
head in assent. He leaves a widow and two 
children, the oldest a boy, who he said he 
trusted would fill his place as a minister in the 
Church of God.

Wesley P. Arnold begun his itinerant life in 
the South Carolina Conference, January, 1827. 
Two years afterward he was ordained deacon by 
Bishop McKendree. He received his ordination 
as elder from the hands of Bishop Hedding, at 
the first session of the Georgia Conference, in 
January, 1831. As the stations of preachers do 
not appear regularly in our early records, wo 
may simply say that he labored, for the first 
twenty-three years, in the eastern and middle 
portion of Georgia. He was in charge of Eaton- 
ton Circuit in 1850; Lincolnton, 1851 and 1852; 
Wilkes, 1853 and 1854; Columbia, 1855 and 
1856; Lincolnton Circuit was faVored with a 
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second full term of his pastoral service in 1857 
and 1858; he served Madison Station in 1859 
and 1860; Griffin Station, 1861 and 1862; Thom- 
aston Circuit, 1863, 1864, and 1865: Clinton Cir- 
cuit, 1866, 1867, 1868, and 1869. At the Rome 
Conference, last December, he was appointed to 
Milledgeville Station. At that time he and Dr. 
Jesse Boring were the two oldest effective trav- 
eling preachers in the Conference. Although 
forty-three years of abounding labor had been 
performed, yet he retained so much of the fresh- 
ness and zeal of his younger days, that we hoped 
it would be many years before his genial face 
and manly form would pass away from us. As 
he returned from Conference, he visited his new 
charge and made arrangements for an early re- 
moval. But the Master was pleased to change 
his appointment from the toil of the harvest- 
field to the heavenly rest. Only four days of 
happy reunion with his family, in the Clinton 
parsonage, had passed when the transfer was 
made. On Christmas night his heart was gra- 
ciously blessed in the family devotions. In 
prayer his faith beheld the manger and the 
cross, the humbled and exalted Saviour, the 
heavenly city and its blessed inhabitants, and 
he wished himself among them. His prayer 
was soon answered : before the morning light, a 
fatal stroke of apoplexy loosed the silver ^ord, 
ended his sufferings with a single groan, and let 
his pure spirit go home to God. 

His tent at sunrise on the ground, 

A darkened ruin lay. 

Several here said, “ Brother Arnold was the no- 
blest type of a Christian gentleman that we 
have ever seen." This remark seems just, for 
in him was happily blended exalted dignity 
with the gentlest love; while he commanded the 
respect of the most refined, the humblest child 
could approach him with perfect confidence. As 
a husband and father, he was full of tenderness 
and affection. He was twice happily married — 
first to Miss McIntosh, and, after ner decease, to 
Miss Julia Candler. A minister of ability in 
word and doctrine, by diligent study he contin- 
ued to improve to tne end of life. We would 
hold up his example as a pattern of ministerial 
fidelity. Submitting witn child-like trust to 
the judgment of the Conference, he accepted his 
appointments as from the hand of God. He 
went to his w'ork, feeling that God had called 
him to it. No field of labor was too humble for 
him. No difficulties which he could overcome 
could keep him from his appointments; hence 
we find him, when over sixty years of age, reg- 
ularly walking around his circuit. He was 
greatly beloved by his people, as may be in- 
ferred from his frequent return to the same fields 
of labor. His memory is enshrined in the hearts 
of the Conference. We shall miss this heroic sol- 
dier of the cro.ss; we may seldom look upon his 
like again ; but we hope to see his smiling face 
on the other side of Jordan. 

Edward W. Reynolds was the father of John 
W. Reynolds, of recent connection with the 
North Georgia Conference. The death of the 
father is so late an event that we have received 


the only intelligence of the fact since the Con- 
ference assembled. We can give, therefore, but 
a tew facts of history, and devote only a few 
lines, to the memory of a father in Israel whose 
life and services might afford pages of interest- 
ing matter to his surviving contemporaries, and 
give inspiration to those wno follow in the paths 
of Christian duty. He had his residence, we 
are informed, for some length of time, in Wal- 
ton county, where, perhaps, he married the 
daughter of Brother Sentelt, in 1834. For sev- 
eral years past he has resided in Fayette county, 
Georgia, five miles from Fairburn, and ten or 
twelve from Jonesboro. At the time of his 
death, about the i3th of November last, he was 
probably about 70 years of age. The circum- 
stances of his death are uncertain, as they reach 
us only by rumor, and are afflictions indeed, as 
he died suddenly, away from home and without 
the kind ministry of friends and relatives. If 
we are correctly informed, he and his son-in-law 
had gone out in the country on business, and 
were retuniing home together (driving a cow 
which was purchased or had strayed away). 
For some purpose the son-in-law came home in 
advance. Brother Reynolds lingered behind, 
saying he would come in due time. For eleven 
days thereafter he was missing, and when found 
he was discovered lying dead upon his back and 
on his blanket, his hat upon his face, and near 
a spot where the mule on which he rode had 
been evidently fastened. As Brother Reynolds 
was a man of large proportions and full habit, 
and there were no visible marks of violence on 
his person, it may be a reasonable presumption, 
from the circumstances, that he died a natural 
death from apoplexy. At the last information, 
the coroner’s inquest was called to decide the 
manner and means of his death, but no other 
facts were discovered. From the records of the 
Church and Minutes of the Conference, we learn 
that at the fourth session of the Georgia Annual 
Conference, which convened January 8th, 1834, 
at Washington, Wilkes county. Bishops Emory 
and Andrew presiding, he was admitted on trial 
to the traveling connection with such classmates, 
and associates as Wesley P. Arnold, Windsor 
Graham, John Yarborough, James Payne, and 
others, some of whom have served their genera- 
tion and fallen asleep in Christ years ago, and 
others more recently. In 1835 he traveled the 
Waynesboro Circuit; in January, 1836, at Eaton- 
ton, Ga., he was admitted to deacon’s orders; in 
1837, at Athens, Ga., he was elected to elders’ 
orders, and was appointed to Clinton Circuit; 
in 1839 he traveled the McDonough Circuit; in 
1840 he was on the Cuthbert Circuit; in 1845, 
at the Conference held at Eatonton, he was ad- 
mitted to a supernumerary relation ; in 1848 he 
traveled the Hamilton Circuit as preacher in 
charge; in 1851 and 1852 he served the Buena 
Vista Circuit, and at the close of the year 1852 
he was superannuated. Again, in 1857, he was 
effective, and we find him associated with J. M. 
Marshall on Butler Circuit, in Columbus District; 
and, in 1858, in charge of Palmetto Circuit, since 
which time we have no definite account of any 
active and regular services in any relation to 
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the Church, but for the last few years, we are 
informed, he has been preaching occasionally, 
with much of his former ability, at^ethel Church, 
in Forsyth Circuit, near his own home, where 
his family have their membership. He was a 
strong, athletic man, inured to hardship and 
labor, and his mind and character were in cor- 
respondence with his physical development. He 
was naturally strong in will, and thought, and 
feeling — made stronger still by experience and 
conflict with the natural and moral difficulties 
of a preacher’s life in the days and in the coun- 
try in which he served the Church. His educa- 
tional advantages were limited, but his natural 
mental endowments had been increased in vigor 
by reading and study, unfavorable peculiarities 
had been overcome by grace — difficulties mas- 
tered by eSbrt, and in adaition to his good stock 
of common sense, which is valuable capital, ha 
bad acquired such stores of scriptural knowledge 
and general information as made him a good 
and effective preacher — a sound theologian and 
a Arm and fearless defender and advocate of the 
truth. His house was a home of piety, charity, 
and hospitality, and here the weary itinerant 
preachers often found a Christian welcome — in- 
struction, encouragement, and sympathy were 
afforded, and all his wants supplied. If he had 
faults, they were those natural to a strong char- 
acter. If he had virtues, they, too, partook of 
his general tone of mind. Strong in his opin- 
ions, he was bold to express them. Firm in his 
nature, he was frank and faithful in his friend- 
ship. Grace — ^he needed much — that ^race he 
received and manifested in the modification of 
his character and softening of his nature — in 
the subduing and regulation of his will — in a 
heart-regenerator — in a life in some degree sanc- 
tified and devoted to God and the Church. 

John W. Reynolds, son of Edward W. Rey- 
nolds, joined the itinerancy in Americus, Octo- 
ber, 1856 — was admitted into full connection 
and elected to deacon’s orders at Columbus, Ga., 
December, 1858, during which year he had served 
the Church on the Stewart Circuit, associated 
with James T. Turner. In 1859 he served the 
Jonesboro Station ; in 1860 he was on Carrollton 
and Smyrna Circuit, at the close of which year 
he was ordained elder by Bishop Pierce ; in 1861 
he was on the Jackson Circuit, Griffin District; 
in 1862 and 1863, on the Cave Spring Circuit, 
where he labored successfully and left many 
friends; in 1864, on Franklin Circuit; in 1865, 
on Buena Vista Circuit; in 1866 and 1867, he 
served the Thomaston and colored charge; in 
1868 and 1869 on Culloden Circuit. Brother 
Reynolds was a man of good natural abilities 
and of active mental qualities. He, like his 
father, had a good store of practical common 
sense, and by diligent study, observation, and 
culture, he had enriched his mind with thought, 
and acquired a fluency of expression which 
made him easy and agreeable in conversation, 
and gave liberty and force in all his pulpit ex- 
ercises. His sermons were not devoid of method 
and arrangement; they were sound and scrip- 
tural in doctrine and forcible in argument, and 
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were delivered often with zeal, fervor, and per- 
suasive power. He was simple and earnesc in 
manner, and seldom failed to interest and im- 
press his hearers. He was instructive as a 
teacher — faithful but kind in rebuke, and ever 
diligent and persistent as a worker. Prompt 
and punctual, he labored to do all his work, 
and to do all equally. He loved the Sunday- 
school work, and labored most successfully in 
it, winning the hearts of parents and children 
to himself for Christ and the Church. As a pas- 
tor, he had qualities which eminently adapted 
him to the care of souls. He loved his people, 
placed himself in sympathy with his flock, iden- 
tified himself with their interests, joys, and sor- 
rows, and had a kind word of greeting or coun- 
sel for each and all. He was kind to all, but 
kindest to the poorest, and therefore was loved, 
useful, and successful. The Minutes show his 
last appointment was Zebulun Circuit, which he 
would nave served, if God had spared him, dur- 
ing the present year. He returned home to 
Culloden, from the session of the last Conference 
at Rome, in more feeble health than usual, and 
was impressed with the idea he was soon to die, 
and in one short week his premonitions were 
realized. Brother John W. Reynolds, unlike 
his father, was not a strong and bale man con- 
stitutionally — was afflicted much and variously, 
but persevered in his work ; he was always fee- 
ble, but always faithful — infirm in body, but 
firm in purpose, even to the end. He was ac- 
customed to think of death and of the grave as 
affording sweet repose from the labors and suf- 
ferings of life. During his last illness his suffer- 
ings were intense, but constant prayer and grace 
sustained him and brought peace and resigna- 
tion. A little while before he died he said many 
things which affectionate and bereaved friends 
may well cherish as full of comfort and conso- 
lation. To his wife he said, " You have been to 
me all that a wife could be to a husband ; you 
have never hindered me from going to an ap- 
pointment; give our children a good education, 
and train them for God.” To his eldest 
son he said (calling him to his bedside), “Be 
a good boy, and take care of mother and sis- 
ter, and little brother will help you, and God 
will help you.” His last words for the Church 
and Conference were these : “ Tell my brethren 
I loved them in life, and I love them in death, 
and I die in peace, and not to forget my two 
boys.” After these words and similar expres- 
sions addressed to kind friends who ministered 
to him, he turned himself once more upon his 
bed, and in a moment died without a struggle, 
and passed from earth to heaven. 

W. H. Evans was born in Wilkes county, Ga., 
11th of August, 1814, and died at his home in 
Oxford, July, 1870. He was licensed to preach 
November, 1832, and joined the Georgia Confer- 
ence December, 1841. He traveled the Coving- 
ton and Monroe Circuit, 1842 ; Marietta Circuft, 
1843; Warrenton Circuit, 1844; Wrightsboro, 
1845; Gainesville, 1846; Habersham, 1847; 
Greensboro Circuit, 1848 and 1849; Lexington, 
1850; Washington, 1851; Atlanta Station, 1852 
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and 1853; La Grange, 1854; Newnan, 1855 and 
1856; Home, 1857; Agent La Grange Female 
College, 1858 ; La Grange District, 1859 and 1860; 
Oxford Circuit, 1861 and 1862; Atlanta, 1863; 
Lexington Circuit, 1864 and 1865; East Newton, 
1866; Monroe, 1867; Warrenton, 1868; Troup, 
1869; Decatur, 1870. How simple the record 
of thirty years of itinerant life ! Brother Evans, 
in his pulpit ministrations, was characterized 
by simplicity of manner, singleness of purpose, 
and earnest zeal. Lifting himself by grace to 
the true gospel stand-point, Christ crucined was 
his theme, and the anointing Spirit his power, 
as a preacher. He preached the word and his 
hearers went away to pray, thereby paying 
homage to the truth and not to the diction ot 
the speaker or the force of his logic. The pul- 
pit, however, was not the only or chief field of 
his labors. Faithful and earnest in the pulpit, 
he was earnest and faithful elsewhere. A good 
shepherd, he cared not only for the ninety and 
nine already gathered into the fold, but he went 
after the lost, and, preaching by the wayside, in 
the gift of a tract, or from house to house, as 
he prayed and talked with the inmates, many 
did he bring back upon his shoulders rejoicing. 
Brother Evans was not a great man, as the 
world measures greatness; but he was more — a 
good man, full of faith and of the Holy Ghost, 
and by the hand of the Lord upon him, many 
were turned to righteousness, and with him shall 
shine forever.

Charles L. Hayes was born in Tatnall 
county, Ga., February 9, 1804. He wsw licensed 
to preach in 1832, and admitted on trial in the 
Georgia Conference in 1835, and appointed as 
junior preacher on the Perry Circuit. He was 
admitted into full connection in the Conference 
and ordained deacon in 1837, and elder in 1839. 
He was superannuated in 1849, and restored to 
the effective ranks again in 1850. He was again 
superannuated in 1854, after which his health 
was too feeble ever again to admit of his under- 
taking to do active service. In 1856 he was 
transferred to the Alabama Conference, but re- 
turned to the Georgia Conference in 1858. He 
died in Russell county, Ala., September 9, 1870, 
after about eighteen hours of extreme suffering. 
He had been married forty -two years, and 
brought up eight children, and was himself the 
first case of mortality in his large family. 
Brother Hayes, though by no means an edu- 
cated man, was a very useful and successful 
preacher, and a faithful and laborious pastor. 
The fields of his active labors lay in the middle 
and southern sections of the State, and God 
blessed him in all these fields with many seals 
to his ministry. And, even when his failing 
health forced him from the active ranks, he still 
employed what time and strength^ he had in 
efforts to recover the waste and destitute places 
to God. making glad with the tidings of salva- 
tion many hearts that were otherwise in igno- 
rance and darkness. His unaffected piety, com- 
bined with the simplicity and earnestness of his 
manners and appeals, gave him access to many 
hearts that might never have received the mes- 
sage of the gospel from the learned and elo- 
quent. He died, as he had lived, triumphing 
over all his spiritual foes by a strong and child- 
like faith in a once crucified but now risen and 
a.scended Saviour, and is gone to an ample re- 
ward on high. 

James M. N. Lowe. — Of the time and place 
of Brother Lowe’s birth, and the circumstances 
of his early life, we are unable to gain any in- 
formation. As to his literary advantages, we are 
certain that they were very limited. The first 
knowledge that we have of him is in 1840, in 
Stewart county, when he resolved upon follow- 
ing what he felt to be the indication of the 
Spirit of God, in entering upon the arduous and 
responsible life of an itinerant preacher. After 


a few years given to preparing himself for the 
ministry, he was admitted on trial at the session 
of the Georgia Conference held in the winter of 
1845. This being the year of the setting off of 
the Florida Conference, and the circuit to which 
he was appointed falling within the territory 
assigned to that Conference, he became a mem- 
ber of it, and there performed all his service as 
an active itinerant preacher. He was ordained 
Deacon in 1847, and Elder in 1849, and con- 
tinued in the active work until 1858, when, in 
consequence of declining health, he was given 
a superannuated relation. His home being in 
South-western Georgia, when the Southern por- 
tion of the State was ceded by the Florida Con- 
ference to Georgia, he became a member of this 
Conference, to which he sustained a superan- 
nuated, relation until his death, which took 
place in Clay county, September 28, 1870. By 
those who were best acquainted with Brother 
Lowe, and knew most concerning his labors, he 
was regarded as a man of strong natural abili- 
ties and simple but earnest piety. As a 
preacher, he was quite successful in .building up 
and advancing the interests of the Church in 
the fields assigned to him. But his work was 
soon done ; and then, through years of physical 
debility and suffering, he waited till the sum- 
mons came to depart, and he is now gone to his 
reward.

Robeet I. McCook was bom in Wilkinson 
county, Georgia, January 5, 1817. He first pro- 
fessed religion and joined the Church when in 
his fourteenth year, and at this early age the 
impression was made on his mind that God had 
called him to preach the gospel. Resisting this 
impression, he lost his religious peace, and finally 
made shipwreck of his faith. At about twenty- 
two years of age, he again connected himself 
with the Church, and was restored to the divine 
favor, but still shrunk from obeying his call to 
the ministry until the year 1853. He was then 
licensed to preach, and was admitted on trial in 
the Florida Conference in 1854. From that 
time (except during the year 1866, when he was 
superannuated), he labored with devoted zeal 
and encouraging success, filling various impor- 
tant charges with great usefulness until, on the 
22d of November, 1870, the Master called him 
from labor to reward. He died at Key West, 
where six years of his active ministry had been 
spent, and Where he was greatly beloved. He 
was a godly man. “ Holiness to the Lord ” was 
his theme in the pulpit, and was illustrated in 
his daily life. His end was peace, and his works 
do follow him.

Thomas L. Densler was born in Savannah, 
Ga., September 4, 1804, and died in the 66th 
year of life, in Autauga county, Ala., in 1870. 
When sixteen years old he professed religion, 
and was received into the M. E. Church by the 
Rev. Samuel Jones of the Georgia Conference, 
and in 1838 he was licensed to preach, by 
Bishop Capers. In 1840 he removed from Geor- 
gia to Alabama, and the following year joined 
the Alabama Conference. With the exception 
of a short interval, caused by bodily infirmity, 
he traveled from the year 1841 until 1870, in 
the Alabama and Montgomery Conferences, and 
"ceased at once to work and live." For, the 
most part his fields of laboi: were in the eastern 
part of the State, including nearly every circuit 
from the mountains of Alabama to the ever- 

? lades of Florida. His first appointment was 
ones’s Valley Circuit, where he exhibited that 
ardor and zeal peculiar to his age, as a man and 
minister, and which ever carries with it convic- 
tion and wins soills to Christ. His last appoint- 
ment was Autauga Circuit, where, with great 
acceptability, he labored until he died. On this 
work he had many friends, and died regretted 
by his charge, with his name and memory em- 
balmed in the hearts of his people. His expo- 
sitions of Scripture were lucid and clear, bis 
language well selected, and correctly used, 
Sound theology, legitimate interpretations, and 
impressive delivery, were notable in all his 
preaching. In general terms, he was expository 
and hortatory, and capable of feeling that ten- 
der love that binds a pastor to the people of 
God. He was gifted in prayer and song, and 
often in the exercise of these gifts, in mmily 
worship, his own soul was stirred within him, and 
a halo of heavenly light burst upon the family 
circle, and all rejoiced together. He had but 
one purpose of life — it was to itinerate and bat- 
tle in these fields of conflict ; to be buried oh the 
fields through which he had fought, and from the 
toils of a traveling minister, to go to his reward. 
In this he was gratified. He died in the work, 
and at his post His last hours of life were 
peaceful and calm, and he was ready and willing 
to die. He died in a perfectly rational state of 


mind, giving every assurance that God was with 
him, and that he comforted him. At his request, 
his funeral-sermon was preached from 1 Thess. 
iv. 14: "For if we believe that Jesus died and 
rose again, even so them also which sleep in 
Jesus will God bring with him.” His dying 
message to the Conference was: "Tell the Bishop 
and brethren I died at my post, and to meet me 
in heaven.” 

John F. Dickinson, son of the Rev. John P. 
and Elvira E. Dickinson, was born in Henry 
county, Ga., August 8, 1828. He was converted 
and joined the M. E. Church in July, 1843, waa 
licensed to preach in 1856, and the same year 
was recommended to the Alabama Conference, 
and received ou trial. Brother Dickinson 
served the following works with uniform accept- 
ability and success: In 1857, Abbeville Circuit* 
1858-59, Union Circuit; 1860-61, Troy Cir- 
cuit; 1862-63, Union Circuit again; 1864, ’65, 
and '66, Perote Circuit; 1867, Brundige Circuit. 
At our last Conference he was sent to Rocky 
Mount Circuit, where he finished his work. He 
died of meningitis, at the residence of his father, 
in Pike county, Ala., March 31, 1870. His end 
was peace. No cloud arose to shut out the city 
of God or hide the face of Jesus. Going through 
the valley of death, he grasped firmly and trust- 
fully the rod and the staff of the Almighty, and 
was comforted. Brother Dowling, wmo stood 
by, as he passed through the dark waters, gives 
the following account of his last moments: " Five 
hours before he died, I entered his room and 
asked, ‘ How are you to-day ? ’ He answered, 
‘I am safe; I am safe!’ About half an hour 
before he died, I asked, ‘My brother, are you 
conscious of your condition? He said, ‘I am; 
I feel it.’ 'Then I remarked, ‘Do you realize 
the blessed consolations of the gospel?’ He 
said, ‘I do.’ Again he said, ‘1 am resigned to 
the will of God.’ A few moments after this his 
father approached him and said, ‘Have you 
peace with God?’ and was answered promptly, 

‘ I have.’ Once more I addressed him, by say- 
ing, ‘ Dear brother, have you any farther state- 
ments to make?’ He answered, ‘None.’ And 
in a few moments passed to his reward in glory.” 

1 As a preacher. Brother Dickinson combined all 
the elements of success. He walked with God. 
The divine love kindled in his heart, permeated 
I his being, was as a fire in his bones, impelling to 
■ constant activity in the cause of God. He be- 
lieved the truths he preached to others. He 
loved the human race, and hence sought, by all 
[ means, to pluck men as brands from the burn- 
- ing. To his religious qualifications for the 
[ work of the ministry w'as added a mind capable 
r of very fine lines of thought, a pleasing address, 
i an animated, forcible, transparent style, agreea- 
ble alike to the uncultivated and refined. 

) John Wesley Starr was born in A^ilkes couh- 
. ty, Ga., August 7, 1806. He was the subject of 
, religious impressions at an early period of his 
a life, and at fourteen years of age he professed 
y religion and attached himself to the M. E. 
f Church, of which he was ever after a consist- 
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ent and working member. In December, 1824, 
he married Miss Hannah Miller, with whom he 
lived very happily for forty-five years. In 1825 he 
was appointed class leader by the Rev. John Hun- 
ter, in which capacity he served the Church with 
great faithfulness and acceptability for three 
years, when he was licensed to exhort by the 
Rev. Wra. Steagall. He continued to labor 
an exhorter for two years, when the Church 
called upon him to preach, and, being impressed 
that this was his duty, he was accordingly 
licensed to preach by the Rev. Andrew Haraill, 
September 17, 1830. He continued to work for 
the Church as a local preacher for three years, 
when, in 1833, he was admitted into the Georgia 
Conference, at its session at La Grange of that 
year. In 1833 he traveled the La Grangie Cir- 
cuit; 1834, Talbotton Circuit; 1835, Zebulun Cir- 
cuit; 1836, ordained deacon by Bishop Andrew, 
and sent to Thomaston Circuit; 1837, Madison 
Circuit. At the close of 1837 he was ordained 
elder by Bishop Morris, and sent to Madison 
Circuit. In 1839 he was transferred to the 
Alabama Conference, and sent to Eufaula (then 
called Irwinton), where he continued for two 
years — 1841-42. In 1843-44 he was on the 
Montgomery District; in 1845-46 La Fayette 
Circuit; 1847, Crawford Circuit; in 1848, he 
was superannuated ; in 1849, he was Agent for 
the Oak Bowery Female Institute ; 1850, Craw,- 
ford Circuit; 1851, Talladega Circuit; 1852-53, 
La Fayette Circuit; 1854-55, Summerfield Sta- 
tion; 1856, Tuskaloosa District; 1857, ’58, ’59, 
and '60, Summerfield District; 1861, Greenville 
District; 1862, Randolph Circuit; 1863, ’64, and 
’65, Bibb Iron-works. In 1866 he was super- 
annuated, in which relation he remained until 
his death, which took place at his home, in Bibb 
county, February 24, 1870. He was a man of 
very limited education — indeed, so poorly 
qualified was he in this re.spect, that, even at the 
time of his joining Conference, it was thought 
by some to be very doubtful whether he could 
ever succeed. But by devotion to his books and 
to his work he became a very successful preacher. 
Nor was his influence confined to the ignorant, 
for we have heard some of the best educated 

E eople of Alabama speak with admiration of 
is power as a preacher. Brother Starr wm 
devoted to the Cnurch, and was an uncompror 
raising Methodist. He was ever a friend to his 
brethren in the ministry. He made it a point 
in life to govern bis family; and his children 
have grown ^ useful and influential members 
of society. He was remarkable for his devotion 
to the long-established usages of Methodism. 
He was constant in his attendance upon class- 
meeting, and the love-feast constituted a most 
important part of his quarterly-meeting exer- 
cises. We conclude this notice by an extract 
from an account of his death written by the 
Rev. Dr. Mitchell: “Brother Starr was a great 
sufferer in the latter part of his life. The sick- 
ness of which he died was dropsy of the chest, 
a most painful and distressing disease. When I 
last visited him, he had just passed through one 
of these severe paroxysms, which he and all his 
friends present supposed would be his last, and 


he said to me with great emphasis : ‘ Brother, I 
have just been down into the cold stream of 
death, and after wading around through the 
waters for some time, yet without fearj I found 
myself suddenly returning to the same shore 
which I had left, ana I confess to you that I 
was really sorry for it, for I had rather have 
gone over aj; once; but I have come back for 
some purpose, and here I am to await tlie good 
pleasure of my heavenly Father.’ Further- 
more, he said, ‘ Tell my brethren of the Confer- 
ence I shall see them no more, and say to them 
for me, as my last dying testimony, that the old- 
fashioned doctrine of holiness, as taught by our 
fathers, is true ; it is the doctrine of the Bible, 
and tell them for me to preach it to the people, 
but that they need not preach it unless they be- 
lieve it and love it.’ He desired me, farther, to 
make known to the Church what he considered 
an important event and incident in his life. At 
a certain time in the course of the administra- 
tion of discipline, he came in open conflict with 
that worldly-liberal view of the subject which 
claims for young people especially large license 
in the way of worldly pleasures ; and the press- 
ure from the Church, from parents, yea, and 
from preachers, was so great, he backed down 
and yielded the point, and, though his ministry 
in the early part of his life had at times been 
attended with great power and unction of the 
Spirit, he never afterward had the same power 
and influence over a congregation.”

Conference, 1870 . 

Thomas H. Whitby wa.s born in Spartanburg 
District, South Carolina, about February, 1811, 
and died at Galesville, Ala., lOth September, 
1870. He was converted and joined the Church 
at Antioch, Union Circuit, South Carolina Con- 
ference, in August, 1828. He had been a Church- 
member but a short time when he was appointed 
class-leader, in which capacity he served with 
faiUilulness and efficiency. His license to preach 
bears date, Griffin Circuit, Georgia Conference, 
December 7, 1844. He was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Andrew, December 27, 1847, at Marietta. 
Ga.; and in the same town, and by the same 
Bishop, on the 13th of January, 1850, he was 
ordained elder. No information has been ob- 
tained as to when or where he joined the travel- 
ing connection, except that he entered it in the 
Georgia Conference. In 1841 he traveled the 
Villa Rica Circuit. From this date no reliable 
trace of him appears till 1853, in which year he 
traveled the Carrollton Circuit, then the Camp- 
bellton Circuit. It is probable he transferred 
to the Alabama Conference, and was appointed 
to the Russell Circuit in 1858; then the Oak 
Bowery Circuit. He then served several col- 
ored charges in East Alabama. In 1868 he was 
appointed to the Ashville Circuit, which he 
^rved two years. In 1870 he was appointed 
Bible Agent in the Gadsden District. He was 
taken sick during a protracted-meeting in which 
he WM engaged. To (questions as to his spiritual 
condition in view ot death, his answer was, 
“ My hope is bright, my faith is firm.” He 
spoke of death as having no terrors for him, and 
closed his laborious and useful life with the con- 
soling reflection, which was among his last utter- 
ances : “ Though I walk through tlie valley of 
the shadow of death, I will fear no evil, for 
thou art with me." In the character of Brother 
Whitby there was a rare and beautiful combina- 
tion of simplicity, dignity, and firmness ; and 
while we regret that there is so little available 
from which to compile this memoir, yet we are" 
assured that, without a blemish, he toiled through 
his itinerant life, and finished his course with 
joy.

James M,\clenkan was a native of Scotland, 
and came to this country in early manhood. 
He was classically educated, and had a thor- 
oughly trained mind. His natural and ac- 
quired abilities were such as to guarantee success 
in whatever undertaking he chose. He was 
brought up in the bosom of the Established 
Church of Scotland, and believed fully all its 
doctrines. So literally and sincerely was her 
creed of election and predestination credited, 
that he give himself no personal concern about 
his salvation, thinking, as he said, that if he was 
to be saved, it would all be brought about in 
God’s good time. During a revival of religion 
in Pontotoc, Mississippi, a remark of a friend was 
blessed of God to his awakening. She was urg- 
ing the necessity of immediate attention to re- 
ligion, he replying by presenting his Calvinistic 
view. Just before separating from him, she re- 
marked : “ If your creed be right and mine 
wrong, I lose nothing — I am saved; but if mine 
be right and yours wrong, I am saved also; but 
you lose every thing.” It was like a nail in a 
sure place, and resulted in his conversion. Soon 
after attaching himself to the Church, he felt it 
to be his duty to preach the gospel. He was 
engaged at the time as an officer in the bank at 
Jackson. The friends of the bank, appreciating 
his excellent business qualifications, did their 
utmost to retain his services, but he resisted their 
importunities, and joined the Mississippi Confer- 
ence December 3, 1840. He took position at 
once in the Conference on account of his educa- 
tional advantages, his very first appointment 


being Jackson Station. His second appointment 
was to the Lake Washington country, on the 
Mississippi River. In 1849 he was elected Sec- 
retary to the Conference. From 1850 to 1852 
he was local. In 1857 he was located without 
his consent, and in spite of his earnest remon- 
strance. He urged that the proceeding was un- 
just and illegal. His opinion was proved to be 
correct, as his appeal to the General Conference 
was sustained, and he was restored to his posi- 
tion, having, in the conduct of his appeal, made 
reputation for himself as a constitutional jurist 
and pleader. In 1863, 1864, 1865, and 1866, he 
was Presiding Elder of the Granville District. 
In 1865 he was elected a delegate to the Gen- 
eral Conference, and occupied his seat in that 
body at the session held in New Orleans in the 
spring of 1866. At the time of his death he 
was supernumerary on the Lake Lee and Leota 
Circuit. Brother Maclennan w.as a man of strong 
character, and of a persistent determination to 
do what he thought right, though all the world 
should oppose him. As a natural consequence, 
such traits of character often brought him in 
contact with fierce opposition and sore trials, 
thus saddening much of the latter part of his 
life. It is confidently believed by those who 
knew him best, that his intentions were alwavs 
good. He was a simple-hearted Christian, dearly 
loved the Church of his choice, and literally 
laid his life a “living sacrifice upon her altars.^’ 
His death, which occurred in Greenville, Missis- 
sippi, in the latter part of the winter of 1870, 
was peaceful and triumphant. His last moments 
were soothed by the ministrations of kind breth- 
ren and faithful friends. 

William Winans Drake, son of the late 
Rev. B. M. Drake, D.D., of the Mississippi Con- 
ference, was born at Magnolia Spring, Jefferson 
county, Mississippi, November 12, 1843. There 
was nothing singular in his boyhood. He was 
only truthful, obedient, and affectionate. Horne 
life made him familiar with religious usages, and 
his sunny childhood grew brighter still as he 
learned to see God in the ever-patient mother 
who kept at home, and that godly father who 
went in and out before him a man of one work. 
Winans joined the Church in 1854. He was a 
mere child, but he was not too young to take 
God for his portion. His early education was 
acquired at a private school near his father’s. 
He was a memner of the senior class in Cente- 
nary College, at Jackson, Louisiana, in 1861, 
when the war suspended the exercises of that 
institution. The Board of Trustees thought 
him entitled to his degrees, and conferred on 
him that of Bachelor, and then, in due coor.se, 
that of Master of Arts. His college life was 
one of great diligence and purity. He seemed 
to set God always before him, not to frown him 
back from sport or cast a shadow over the path 
he was pursuing, but to guide him into all truth, 
and to make his cup of gladness to run over. 
Cheerful, cordial, and unselfish, he was fitted 
for companionship and usefulness. Although 
he felt called to the ministry, he believed that 
that work could be usefully pursued in the 
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army, and he accordingly epent about a year in 
that service. In 18(12 he was admitted into the 
Mi.'isissippi Conference, and was sent to Port Gib- 
son. In 1863 work was assigned him with refer- 
ence to liis position as a teacher in Port Gibson 
Female Academy. In 1865 he was sent to Green- 
ville District, where he labored and was loved, 
as pastor and then as Presiding Elder, until the 
27th of September, 1870, when he “ceased at 
once to work and live.” The war had made 
that garden a desolation ; the villages had been 
burned, and the people scattered. The Church 
sent him to rebuild and restore, and God honored 
his labors with great success. On December 
11, 1866, he was married to Miss Alice, daughter 
of Joseph Gordon, of Waterproof, Louisiana. 
God had joined them together. Her heart was 
as his, and now that she and her fatherless chil- 
dren tread in sorrow the path of life, shall not 
the Church prove a refuge? Brother Drake 
brought a rare combination of balanced virtues 
into his work. His preaching was with power, 
and yet the meek messenger only talked of the 
Saviour. He was ever moving onward, and yet 
his speed gave you no surprise. To him there 
seemed no rest or need of rest, and yet he ceased 
not, day nor night, to give himself to his work. 
He walked with God, and was not afraid to 
withstand a brother to the face who deserved to 
be blamed, and yet he was gentle, and patient, 
and forgiving. His was the work of the min- 
istry, and he laid both the cross and the crown 
at his Master’s feet. No man has more endeared 
himself to the people, and to none will these 
words be more truthfully applied, “ Servant of 
God, well done !” 

Burwell B. Whittington was born in Bul- 
lock county, Georgia, August 1, 1819, and died 
in Hinds county, Mississippi, November, 1870. 
Our information concerning him has been, in 
part, furnished by brief notes taken (as she says) 
from “an account kept since my earliest recol- 
lection,” by a surviving daughter. This may 
properly be styled a memoir, written by the 
daughter of an honored minister of Christ. In 
this noint of view, it is alike monumental to 
the wholesome influence of his life upon his own 
household, and creditable to the filial sentiment 
of a child who, from early youth, felt so lively 
an interest in the labors and sacrifices of her 
father in his holy vocation. She says; “My 
father was born in Bullock county, Georgia, on 
the 1st of August, 1819, and came with his par- 
ents to Mississippi when quite young. In his 
nineteenth or twentieth year he professed con- 
vention, and joined the M. E. Church, and soon 
afterward was licensed to preach. In the win- 
ter of 1843 he joined the Alabama Conference. 
On the 4th day of December of the following 
year he was married to my mother, then Miss 
Eliza C. Evans, of Washington county, Alabama. 
He located in 1849, and in the fall of 1851 was 
readmitted into the Mississippi Conference, and 
appointed to the Paulding Circuit.” Brother 
Whittington’s subsequent appointments, includ- 
ing his transfer for one vear to the Wachita 
Conference, are to be found in the General Min- 


utes, and need not be repeated here. He filled 
successively the office of circuit preacher and 
Presiding Elder with acceptability up to the 
Conference of 1869, when he was forced, by 
failing health, to take a superannuated relation. 
He spent most of the year 1870 on the seaboard, 
at Pascagoula, Biloxi, Handsboro, etc., by which 
means his health was measurably improved. 
As the Conference session approached, he came 
to the neighborhood of Crystal Springs, Missis- 
sippi, where the Conference was to convene, and 
where he had many friends, intending to spend 
a few weeks with a married daughter and other 
friends. Although he had by no means regained 
his health, still he spoke of taking an appoint- 
ment, and bought a horse for the purpose. This 
preparation for life and work proved the means 
of his death. He was thrown from his horse 
before he had rode him one mile, and received 
an injury which hastened his death. After lin- 
gering some two or three weeks. Brother Whit- 
tington died at the house of his son-in-law, Mr. 
Irwin, of Hinds county, Mississippi. His daugh- 
ter says, appropriately : “As he was known to 
many of our ministers for a number of years, it 
is unnecessary to say any thing of his character 
as a Christian minister. But to his children 
alone are known his many virtues, and the bright 
and noble example of his piety. Although he 
suffered greatly in his last moments, and at times 
could not speak audibly, yet his theme was assur- 
ance of preparation tor death, and he spoke con- 
fidently of soon meeting our dear mother who had 
preceded him to heaven nearly two years before. 
He closed his eyes and died without a struggle.” 

The following brief memoir of John H. Mas- 
sey will appear quite out of its natural place as 
to time ; but this is unavoidable. Brother Mas- 
sey was a superannuated member of the Missis- 
sippi Conference, and in 1862, in the midst of 
the war, disappeared from us, and had been dead 
five years before we could ascertain the fact and 
time of his death. He was the son of pious 
arents, and was born in Greenville District, 
outh Carolina, October 25, 1801. As a result 
of his correct religious training, he was converted 
in the fourteenth year of his age, and became 
a cheerful and happy Christian. When he at- 
tained to manhood, he sensibly felt and acknowl- 
edged it his duty to preach the gospel. He was 
licensed to preach in 1823, and in January, 1824, 
he was admitted on trial in the South Carolina 
Conference, in a class of twelve, including the 

f ood and great Stephen Olin. From this period 
e traveled and labored zealously, acceptably, 
and successfully, on a variety of circuits and 
missions, until 1837, except two years, in which 
he sustained a local relation. From 1837 to 
1855 he was again local, but continued to preach, 
as he was able, in various parts of South Caro- 
lina and Florida. In 1855 he came to Missis- 
sippi, and in the fall of that year was readmitted 
into the Mississippi Conference, and continued 
to labor efficiently and usefully until the latter 
part of 1860, when, on account of his advanced 
age and failing health, he was placed on the su- 
perannuated list. In 1862 he left Mississippi, 
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and intended to settle for life near Hamburg, 
Louisiana, but, the Federal army coming into 
his vicinity, he retired into Texas, and while 
passing through Newton county on a business 
trip, he was taken quite ill at the house of a 
venerable Christian man by the name of William 
McMahon, and, after lingering about nine days, 
passed away in great peace and in full assurance 
of a happy future, only regretting that he could 
not see his beloved wife and three children to 
give them his parting blessing, and exhort them 
to meet him in heaven. He died April 5, 1864. 
Brother Massey was a man of holiness, and both 
lived and preached holiness of heart and life. 
His Christian and ministerial example was 
worthy of our imitation. Five months after 
his death. Sister Massey also passed away from 
earth to join her husband in the spirit-land.

Michael Joseph Blackwell was born on 
Winyaw Bay, Georgetown District, S. C., Aug. 
30, 1800. He was converted to God under the 
ministry of the Rev. Samuel Dunwody, by whom 
he was baptized and received into the Church in 
June, 1826. Not long after his conversion, he 
felt himself called of God to the work of the 
ministry, which call he resisted, according to his 
own statement, for twelve years, all which time 
he represents himself as having much soul- 
trouble and unrest, and but little if any of the 
joys of salvation. Through an unmistakably 
visible providence, and the powerful leadings 
of the Holy Ghost, he gave nimself up to the 
work. He was licensed to preach by the Quar- 
terly Conference of Marshall Circuit, the Rev. 
Malcolm McPherson presiding, March 7, 1840. 
November, 1841, he was admitted on trial in 
the Memphis Conference, and appointed to Her- 


nando Circuit. He was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Soule, Nov. 5, 1843, and elder, by Bishop 
Andrew, Nov. 26, 1846. His successive ap- 
pointments were: 1842-43, Hernando Circuit; 
1844-45, Holly Springs Circuit; 1846, Holly 
Springs Station; 1847, Salem Circuit; 1848, 
Wesley Chapel, Memphis, Tenn.; 1849, Belmont 
Circuit; 1860, Holly Springs Circuit; 1851, 
Chulahoma Circuit; 1852, Hernando Circuit; 
1853-54, Grenada District; 1855-56, Holy 
Springs District; 1857, Ripley District; 1858, 
'59, '60, '61, Aberdeen District; 1862, '63, '64, 
'65, supernumerary; 1866, Aberdeen District; 
1867, supernumerary; and at the Conference 
held in Paducah, November, 1867, he was super- 
annuated, which relation, on account of great 
and increasing afidiction, he justly sustained 
until his death, which occurred at half-past two 
o’clock in the morning, Dec. 22, 1869, at his 
residence in Marshall county. Miss. This man 
of God stood in the front rank of our Israel. 
In our Annual Conference sessions he was re- 
garded as one of the wise-st of our counselors, 
lie presided ably and satisfactorily at the ses- 
sion held in Grenada, in 1862. He was re- 
peatedly elected a delegate to the General Con- 
ference. Although he never sought polemic 
strife, yet, when the cause of truth demanded, 
he proved to be a ready and able debater, put- 
ting to silence the gainsayers of our holy religion. 
His powers of analysis were very great, and his 
knowledge and learning extensive. In the de- 
livery of his sermons, his style was pure, beau- 
tiful, dignified, and powerM, enrapturing as 
well a.s instructing his hearers. Few men had 
a deeper insight into the word of God. He was 
truly a master workman, bringing out of God’s 
treasury things new and old, rightly dividing 
his word, and giving to each his portion in 
due season. His discourses always breathed the 
spirit of the great Teacher. He was truly an 
embassador for Christ, and executed his great 
commission in the spirit of Christ, making full 
proof of his ministry in every place and on all 
occasions. No man was ever more diligent. 
When laboring above his physical strength, 
which he often did, his brethren would persuade 
him to desist, that his valuable life might be 
longer spared to the Church, he would answer 
that he had resisted the call of God in his early 
manhood so long, that his soul always felt 
straitened for time in which to do his Master’s 
work. In the home circle, and in his more pri- 
vate intercourse with the people, his life was 
beautiful and attractive. He was eminently 
faithful in the pastoral ofifice. His conversation 
was in heaven, whence he ever seemed to be 
looking for the glorious appearing of the Lord 
Jesus. He was the subject of severe and most 
painful bodily afifiiction for several months pre- 
ceding his death. He bore his sufferings with 
marked patience and resignation. His room 
seemed rather the vestibule of heaven than the 
chamber of death. His mind seemed to lose 
sight of all his sufiferings, and to be wholly taken 
up with his reward, which, by faith, was in 
plainest view. He often expressed liimself to 
nis family, his physician, and attending friends, 
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that his state of preparation for death was 
thorough. His humility, his patience, his faith, 
was strong to the last moment of life. His mind 
retained its clearness and vigor to the very last, 
and notes of triumph and victory dwelt upon 
his tongue, and were heard by his brethren and 
attendants above the roar of death’s river. 
Thus, in life and in death, this great and good 
man walked with God, and he is not, for God 
has taken him. 

Richard Henry Herbert was horn in South 
Carolina in 1806, and, in his boyhood, came to 
Wilkinson county. Miss., where he was awakened 
and converted when about eighteen years old. 
His conversion occurred in private, and though 
it had all the characteristics of an evangelical 
change from nature to grace, for several months 
he was troubled with doubts as to its genuine- 
ness. He, however, continued to live a very 
prayerful life, and, after a few months, obtained 
a settled assurance that he was a child of God 
by adoption. He soon became greatly exercised 
on the subject of being divinely called to 
preach the gospel, and, after being duly exam- 
ined by the Rev. William Winans in regard to 
his call, he wa.s instructed by that great and 

f ood man, who was then Presiding Elder on the 
lississippi District, to come early in the sum- 
mer of 1825, and unite with J. G. Jones, who 
was then junior preacher on Amite Circuit, and 
labor in conjunction with him until the ensuing 
Conference in December. He found Brother Her- 
bert, who still had the appearance of early 
youth, to be in possession of a good English 
education, with some knowledge of the classics. 
He was deeply pious, prayed much in secret, 
read and studied the Holy Scriptures earnestly, 
and strove to discharge every duty pertaining 
to his holy vocation as laid down in the Discip- 
line. He was quite prone, however, to extremes 
in his spiritual exercises. At times he would 
become greatly depressed, and write bitter com- 
plaints against himself; at other times he tri- 
umphed over all his enemies, and was filled 
with ecstatic joy. In the fall of 1825, while 
engaged in prayer, with many others, at a late 
hour in the night, in the altar on Bullock’s Camp- 
ground, in Pike countj’^, for entire consecration 
to God, he obtained an overwhelming blessing, 
and for some time rejoiced in the fullness of per- 
fect love. In December, 1825, he was admitted 
on trial in the Mississippi Conference, and of the 
forty-five years of his ministry, he labored as a 
traveling preacher in connection with the Mis- 
sissippi and Alabama Conferences about fourteen 
ears; the other years he sustained an accepta- 
le and useful local relation, often laboring under 
the direction of a Presiding Elder. After grad- 
uating in due course to Elder’s orders, he mar- 
ried, and at the end of a few years he found 
himself at the head of a rapidly-increasing 
family, which required him to aevote much of 
his time to secular business, in order to provide 
for the rearing and education of his children. 
When not actively engaged in the itinerancy, 
he generally engaged in teaching, as the next 
best means of doing good. He was a thorough 


Methodist Episcopalian, from a full persuasion, 
after an elaborate examination, that our doc- 
trines and Church-polity accord with the Holy 
Scriptures, and the example of the Church in 
her purest and most prosperous days, and through 
his long ministerial career, whenever or wher- 
ever found, he was loyal to the Church of his 
early love. After being local for some years, he 
was readmitted into the Mississippi Conference 
in November, 1869, and appointed to Bolivar 
Circuit, where he labored acceptably and use- 
fully until the 9th of October, 1870, on which 
day he died, after three days’ severe illness. 
He gave assurances of sweet peace and holy 
triumph in the final struggle, and repeated most 
touchingly the beautiful hymn commencing, 
“Jesus, Lover of my soul.’' After the long 
and perilous conflict of life, he rests in peace 
and nope. We shall soon meet him under 
brighter skies. 

Elisha Callaway died at the residence of 
his son-in-law. Judge J. J. Beauchamp, in Macon, 
Noxubee county. Miss., June 21, 1870. This 
man of God wa,s born in the State of Delaware, 
January 8, 1792, and had reached the seventy- 
ninth year of an eventful and laborious pilgrim- 
age. Early in life our sainted Father Callaway 
moved to Hancock county, Ga., and was re- 
ceived into the traveling connection in January, 
1818. In the autumn of the year 1834 he was 
transferred from what was then the South Car- 
olina to the Alabama Conference, and the fol- 
lowing year traveled the Noxubee Circuit. 
During the three years immediately following, 
he labored as Presiding Elder in the Mobile 
District, which then embraced a portion of 
country two hundred and fifty miles in length. 
In the year 1840 he was elected a delegate to 
the General Conference, which met in the city 
of Baltimore; and in 1845 he was selected by 
his brethren as a suitable representative to the 
memorable Convention which met in Louisville, 
Ky., to organize into a separate ecclesiastical 
body the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 
He was again elected and sent as a delegate to 
the General Conferences of 1846 and 1850 — the 
former holding its session in the city of Peters- 
burg, Va., and the latter in St. Louis, Mo. For 
the space of fifty-two years our sainted father 
was connected with the itinerant ministry of 
the Methodist Church, thirty-five of which were 
spent within the bounds of the Mobile and Ala- 
bama Conferences. In every field of labor, 
whether as circuit preacher, in charge of mis- 
sion or District, or sitting among the ^ief coun- 
selors of the Church, the ministerial and ofBcial 
record of our venerated father not only stands 
without the slightest blemish, but it is singularly 
marked by a noble and uncompromising devo- 
tion to the great principles of faithfulness, 
equity, and truth. Though his circuits and Dis- 
tricts extended over a large area of territory, 
yet the congregations were never disappointed 
because of the voluntary absence of the preacher ; 
nor were they ever kept waiting, if it was possi- 
ble for him to reach the post of duty at the 
appointed time. Indeed, such was his uniform 
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devotion to the dictates of punctuality and 
faithfulness, that he would have preferred cross- 
ing an intervening and swollen stream, by 
doubtful fording or downright swimming, than 
to “miss an appointment.” Duty to God and 
the Church was his watchword, and fidelity in 
its performance his spirit and practice. About 
the 5 '^ear 1828, when laboring on some circuit 
near Columbia, S. C., Bishop Andrew was his 
Presiding Elder; and Bishop Wightman, we are 
informed, had the good fortune of spending 
either his first or second year of his ministerial 
life as “junior preacher” with this faithful 

J irophet of God. Both these esteemed and 
lonored servants of the Church, who yet sur- 
vive their former “yoke-fellow,” are, we doubt 
not, ready to attest the fidelity and purity of his 
life, and have the name of Elisha Callaway 
sweetly embalmed in their memories. As a 
preacher, he was remarkable for his earnestness 
and boldness. While preaching, the priceless 
value of a soul, and its awful exposure to the 
perils of eternal ruin, seemed ever upon his 
mind and heart, and in the offer of Christ, as a 
present sufficient Saviour to the imperiled soul, 
every word and movement seemed to say, “We 
pray you, in Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to 
(3od.” His prayers were also not unfrequently 
marked by a spirit of glowing fervor and ear- 
nestness, at times seeming to grasp the very arm 
of Omnipotence itself, and reminding one of 
Jacob at Peniel, wrestling with the angel, and 
exclaiming: “ I will not let thee go, except thou 
bless me.” Such was his boldness as a preacher, 
that it may truly be said of him that he did not 
fear the face of man, but promptly denounced 
sin wherever found, so that many a guilty sin- 
ner and time-serving professor have often trem- 
bled and writhed under the power of his right- 
eous reproofs. He sincerely and ardently loved 
Methodism, and adhered with much tenacity 
and love to all her peculiar institutions for 
progress and improvement in religious life. In 
social life he was ordinarily a man of few words, 
but no undue severity of temperament ever 
marked or marred his social cnaracter. The 
friends of Jesus always found a hearty welcome 
into his presence, and little children felt free 
and happy when about his knees. The smile 
of cheerfulness which often shone upon his face 
attested that the light of a resigned and hopeful 
spirit lived within. Indeed, the beautiful luster 
of his godly life was most visible amid the quiet 
and sacred surroundings of his home, so that he 
gave light unto all that were m the house. For 
several years previous to his death he was much 
hindered from going abroad among the Churches 
ty a disease which at times completely pros- 
trated him, and was the cause of severe pain 
and suffering. But amid it all he evinced 
a spirit of complete resignation to the divine 
will, and acquiesced fully in the dealings of 
Providence with him, thus affording to all a 
most beautiful and striking instance of calm and 
patient suffering. Though po.ssessing a temper- 
ament which naturally led him to prefer to en- 
gage in scenes of activity and vigorous toil for 
the Master, yet through all the years of his 


superannuation and comparative retirement 
from the active campaign, “ the ornament of a 
meek and quiet spirit” ever adorned him. Such, 
indeed, were the brightness and beauty of his 
old age, that the verdure and fragrance of the 
spring-time linger upon his name; and so cloud- 
less was the evening of his life, that a halo of 
golden light will long mark the sun-setting of 
his mortEd day. Thus he bids us follow where 
he has gone. His pastor, Rev. E. V. Levert, 
writes thus concerning his last illness: “I have 
never seen such an example of patience. Gen- 
erally calm, sometimes very joyful, some few 
times assailed by the adversary, and a moment- 
ary gloom beclouded his spiritual vision ; but on 
directing his attention to a few appropriate 
promises, his confidence was reestablished. On 
Sunday last, while sitting by his bedside, he 
said he felt no appetite. On my remarking that 
he would soon be where he could obtain such 
food as he relished ; that he was almost through 
the wilderness, and would soon feast upon the 
grapes of Canaan: ‘0,’ said he, ‘that is joyful 
news!’”

James B. McCutchen, son of Rev. David C. 
and Priscilla McCutchen, was born near Mur- 
freesboro, Tenn., August 26, 1829, and removed 
with his parents to Gibson county, Tenn., in 
1835. He professed religion at home in the 
fourteenth year of his age, and attached him- 
self to the Methodist Church. He was licensed 
to preach, and joined the Memphis Annual Con- 
ference, at Brownsville, in 1852. His first ap- 
pointment was Camden Circuit, which he trav- 
eled in 1853; Mount Pinson, 1854; Tishomingo, 
1855. On this latter appointment he was hap- 
pily married to Miss Susan W. Barnett, who 
proved a helpmeet indeed to her husband, and 
preceded him to the better land. She died in 
1867, leaving three children. In 1857 he was 
on Clinton Circuit; 1858 and 1859 he traveled 
the Paducah Circuit; 1860, Murray Circuit; 
1861, Tishomingo Circuit. During this year he 
was elected chaplain of the 7th Kentucky regi- 
ment, C. S. A. In this service he continued till 
the close of the war, devoting his time and en- 
ergies to the cause of religion among the sol- 
diers. After the war Brother McCutchen re- 
sumed his place as a regular traveling preacher ; 
1866 and 1867 he was on the Cageville Circuit ; 
Trenton Circuit, 1868; and again Cageville in 
1869 and 1870, where he closed his labors and 
sufferings August 28, 1870. Brother McCutchen 
was a self-made man, having received but a 
limited education in his youth, but by industry 
and hard study he had acquired a very good 
English education, and no mean acquaintance 
with the Latin and Greek languages. His 
preaching was of a plain, practical character, 
ezhibiting a large acquaintance with the sacred 
Scriptures, and with the standard literature of 
the Church. He was not of a polemical turn 
of mind, but when our doctrines were attacked, 
he always showed himself a fearless champion 
and a trustworthy debater. But few men in 


our ranks are better prepared to defend our doc- 
trines than he was, and yet he cherished a noble 
catholicity of sentiment and feeling that did 
credit at once to his head and heart. He was 
not merely acceptable, but popular and useful, 
making many friends wherever he went. He 
preached his last sermon on the evening of 
the first Saturday in August last, apd went from 
the pulpit to his bed with a severe attack of 
flux. The best medical skill that the country 
afforded was promptly employed, and all that 
human skill and kindness could do was faith- 
fully done, but in vain. For the first two weeks 
he talked but little — his disease being so painful 
as to require the almost constant use of opiates. 
He bore his sufferings, however, with great for- 
titude, telling his friends from the first that his 
sickness was unto death, and four or five days 
before his death he predicted that it would occur 
on the next Sunday morning. After he had ar- 
ranged all his temporal business, he seemed fully 
to give himself up, soul and body, to the will of 
God ; every thing like doubt and fear seemed to 
be gone. He embraced every opportunity to 
declare the goodness and mercy of God, fre- 
quently shouting aloud his praises. All through 
the week preceding his death he was in this 
happy frame of mind. The evening before he 
breathed his last, in the presence of several 
members of the Church, he reviewed his life and 
labors; he spoke of his conversion, his call to 
the ministry, his work as an embassador of 
Christ, with the most fervent expressions of grat- 
itude to God for the honor and the blessings con- 
ferred upon him, and deplored his shortcomings 
and the little improvement he had made, deeply 
regretting that he had not more fully consecrated 
himself to the service of God. Still he felt that 
he had not lived in vain, but had been the hum- 
ble instrument in the hands of his Master in 
doing some good. Referring to the doctrines 
which he had preached to the people, he said, 
“ 1 have preached the truth.” At the time he 
uttered this language he was conscious that he 
was already walking under the clouds that over- 
hang the last valley. He had preached them 
honestly and faithfully while living, and now, 
while dying, he reaffirms the truth of these pre- 
cious doctrines; now, while engaged in life’s last 
battle, and under the solemn consciousness that 
he would presently stand before his Maker, he 
still witnesses to the truth of the doctrines which 
he had preached. Blessed be the name of God 
for this dying testimony ! Brother McCutchen 
had felt the truth and power of the gospel often, 
but he realized now, as he had never done be- 
fore, the truth, the completeness, and the glory 
of the gospel. His mind remained unclouded 
to the last. During the whole of Saturday 
night he was in the most happy state of mind, 
singing and shouting the praises of God ; not the 
least cloud in his moral sky; not a single doubt 
or fear. “ My way,” said he, “ is as dear as a 
sunbeam ;” and as he went lower and lower into 
the cold river, he sent back the soul-cheering 
cry, “All is well;” until nine o’clock Sabbath 
morning, Augmst 28, 1870, he passed to his glo- 
rious reward. 
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J. D. Slaughter was reared by pious parents, 
and early in life sought and found peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ. Not long 
after this he attached himself to the M. E. Church, 
South, at Clopton Camp -ground, in Tipton 
county, Tennessee, where he was converted. 

He continued a consistent member of that 
Church until, he was licensed to preach in 1857, 
and recommended to the Memphis Annual Con- 
ference, into which he was received on proba- 
tion, and continued to travel and preach until 
after he had graduated and been ordained an 
elder. Some ten years ago he asked and re- 
ceived a supernumerary relation, in which he 
continued to preach as health and circumstances 
would allow, until the meeting of our Confer- 
ence at Holly Springs, twelve months ago. By 
this time he considered himself able to do the 
work of a traveling preacher, and was appointed 
by Bishop Kavanaugh to Embury Circuit, with 
Brother A. C. Smith. This was his last appoint- 
ment. He entered upon his labors soon after 
Conference, and continued to fill his appoint- 
ments regularly until some time in the month 
of May, 1870, when he was prostrated by the 
fatal disease which ended at once his labors and 
his sufferings. Brother Slaughter died of some- 
thing like typhoid fever, after an illness of about 
two weeks, bearing his sufferings with great pa- 
tience. He expressed his confidence in the 
blessed Redeemer frequently during his illness, 
and left to sorrowing loved ones the heart- 
comforting testimony that he was going home. 
His end was calm, peaceful and triumphant. 
He died May 30, 1870, and his remains were in- 
terred near the spot where he was converted, 
there to be watched by angels until God shall 
bid him rise. He was a true man, a good man, 
a servant of the Most High God. In all the re- 
lations of life, whether at home or abroad, in 
sickness and in health, he was the same meek, 
humble, devoted follower of Christ. Farewell, 
dear brother, we will soon meet you again. 
Brother Slaughter leaves a disconsolate widow 
and two children, who have special claims upon 
our sympathies, our prayers, and our providence. 

Joseph Pihcknet McCall was born in Mis- 
sissippi; professed religion while young, and 
joined the Methodist Protestant Church. He 
soon felt it to be his duty to preach the gospel, 
and accordingly applied to and received license 
to preach from the Methodist Protestant Church. 
Soon after this the war came on, and Brother 
McCall went out as a volunteer in the Southern 
army, in which he continued until his health 
failed. During the war the Church to which he 
had belonged in Mississippi was scattered and 
broken up, and he had lost his papers. In this 
condition he was received into our Church, and 
in due course recommended to the Quarterly 
Conference, and licensed to preach. In the fall 
of 1866 he was recommended and received on 
trial in the Memphis Annual Conference. His 
first appointment was Wesley Circuit, with Rev. 
A. R. Wilson as preacher in charge. At the 
Conferences in 1867 and 1868, he was sent to 
Dresden Station. His last appointment was 


Hickman Station, at which place he labored 
faithfully until he was called from labor to his 
great reward. He fell asleep calmly and tri- 
umphantly (at the house of a friend in Hick- 
man, Ky.), after a severe illness, on the 8th of 
April, 1870. We learn that Brother McCall 
said but little during his sickness in regard to 
his future prospects, but what little he said wm 
quite satisfactory. He leaves an untarnished 
record. All that we know, and all that we have 
heard, justifies the statement that a good and 
useful young man has fallen. He was univers- 
ally popular with the people wherever he went, 
and w'as rapidly winning his way to place and 
distinction among us. One prominent trait in 
his 'character was his child-like simplicity, and 
his perfect willingness to be led and governed 
by older brethren. As a preacher, he was above 
ordinary for one of his age; having an active 
mind, and being of studious habits, he acquitted 
himself well in the pulpit, and had it pleased 
our heavenly Father to preserve his life, he 
would have been a flaming minister of the New 
Testament. 

William McMahoh was born in Dumfries, 
Prince William county, Virginia, December 16, 
1785 or 1786. In his early childhood his father 
removed to Hampshire county, Virginia, where 
he soon died, leaving a widow vrith six sons and 
four daughters. His mother was a deeply pious 
woman, and early impressed his heart with the 
truth and necessity of religion. Under the min- 
istry of the Rev. James Ward he was fully 
awakened, and not long after, at a camp-meet- 
ing held near Old Town, in the State of Mary- 
land, he was happily converted to God. He 
was appointed class-leader by the Rev. Peter 
Cartwright, and afterward licensed to exhort by 
the Rev. James Quinn. Brother McMahon was 
found to be so useful as an exhorter, that he was 
soon licensed to preach, and at the Conference 
of 1811 was received into the traveling connec- 
tion. His first appointment was Silver Creek, 
in the Territory of Indiana. At the Conference 
of 1812 he was sent to Kentucky, where he re- 
mained four years, and traveled the Lexington, 
Shelby, Jefferson, and Fleming Circuits. During 
the few years which he passed in Kentucky, he 
was remarkably useful. Under his ministry 
thousands were awakened and converted to Goa. 
In 1816 he was transferred to the Mississippi 
Conference to take charge of a District. He 
started on his journey with Bishop Roberts, but 
was taken sick at Nashville, ana there trans- 
ferred by Bishop McKendree to the Tennessee 
Conference, and appointed to Nashville Circuit. 
Since that time he has been one of the master- 
spirits of the Tennessee and Memphis Confer- 
ences. His health having failed, he located, and 
removed from North Alabama to De Soto county, 
Mississippi, in December, 1835. Before the In- 
dians were removed, or civil gavernment organ- 
ized, he was there preaching and building up 
the Church of God. He was readmitted into 
the traveling connection at the second session 
of the Memphis Conference, held in the fall of 
1841, and appointed to the Holly Springs Dia- 
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trict, where he remained four years. He con- 
tinued in the regular work, preaching with a 
power and success such as but few men ever 
had, until his health gave way. For several 
years before his death he sustained either a su- 
pernumerary or a superannuated relation to the 
Conference, still preaching and laboring, how- 
ever, even beyond his strength. The war re- 
duced Brother McMahon to the most abject pov- 
erty. It was very mortifying to him to be en- 
tirely dependent. He was sorely tried at this 
point, but God raised up friends for him wher- 
ever he went, and he gratefully realized that 
the “ righteous are not forsaken.” Soon after 
our last General Conference (which he had 
greatly desired to attend, and which he very 
greatly enjoyed) he went to Paducah, where his 
son-in-law, the Rev. J. N. Temple, resides. After 
his arrival into Kentucky there seemed to be no 
very marked change in his health, but he sank 
gradually under the weight of years and infirm- 
ities, until he finally fell asleep in Jesus. A 
merciful Providence preserved him to see his 
brethren at the General Conference, and then 
to go and die among his relatives. He rests 
from his labors, and his works do follow him. 
Many will rise up in the last day and call him 
blessed. Few men, during the present century, 
have exerted a greater influence upon Method- 
ism in the South. For fifty years he held up 
the cross and preached the doctrines of Chris- 
tianity in Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, and 
M ississippi, leaving holy foot-prints, and winning 
votaries to Christ. He was, in many respects, 
a most remarkable man. No one ever had the 
reputation that he had in North Alabama and 
Mississippi. Those who have only known him 
for the last few years are not prepared to appre- 
ciate him, nor can we fully realize the great 
debt of gratitude we owe, under God, to him. 
It is, pemaps, enough for us to say that a great 
and good man has fallen. May his zeal, his 
piety, and his final victory encourage us in the 
great work to which we have been called, and 
may the mantle of this venerable prophet of 
God fall upon some one of us!

William Mulleks was born in Virginia in 
1804. He removed with his parents to Bedford 
county, Tennessee, when a youth, and settled on 
Duck River. He professed religion in 1820, and 
was licensed to preach shortly afterward. His 
connection with the Tennessee Conference began 
in 1822, and he labored two years in West Ten- 
nessee. He afterward traveled Bigbee, Duck 
River, Bedford, Dickson, Chapel Hill, and Lynn- 
ville Circuits. About seven years after he joined 
Conference, his health became so feeble that he 
located, but as soon as his health improved he 
was readmitted. His health gave way the 
second time, and he was granted a supernumer- 
ary relation, in which he continued until his 
death. He was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Roberts, and elder by Bishop Soule. He was 
happily married in 1827, to Miss Harriett E. 
Clagett, who still survives him. His death 
occurred March 18, 1870. He died as he had 
lived, leaving no one to question the fact that 
his end was peace. For forty-eight years he 
had been faithful and blameless as a minister 
of the gospel. Unfortunately his physical con- 
stitution could not keep pace with his disposi- 
tion to labor in the vineyard of the Master, but 
his heart was ever in the itinerancy, and his 
only regret was that he was unable to travel 
and do effective service all his days. By nature 
he was a nobleman, and ever preserved his in- 
tegrity of character. His sympathies were 
always with the afflicted, and his liberality to 
relieve the sufferings of others was proverbial. 

Gilbert D. Taylor was born at “ Hare For- 
est," on the Rapidan River, Orange county, Va., 
November 18, 1791, in the same house in which 
his relative, Gen. Z. Taylor, was afterwards 
born. Having passed his course of literary 
training, he devoted himself to the study of 
medicine, and attended the lectures in Philadel- 
phia. He removed to the town of Pulaski in 
the year 1811, when the country was just 
emerging from a wilderness state. Here he 
entered upon the practice of his profession, and 
soon gave evidence of his skill and ability as a 
physician. In the war of 1812 he was a sur- 
geon in Gen. Andrew Jackson’s army, and 
served through the whole campaign. He was 
promoted to the General’s staff, and by his skill 
and various acts of courage made himself con- 
spicuous and endeared himself to his com- 
mander-in-chief. The war over, he resumed 
his practice in Pulaski, and was highly esteemed. 
He, however, was wicked, profane, and knew 
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but little of religion till about the year 1816, 
when he was powerfully converted while wrest- 
ling alone with God in private prayer in the 
suburbs of the town in the dark hours of the 
night. He soon united with the Methodists, 
who were a feeble band in the town where he 
resided. In 1817 he was united in marriage to 
Miss Delia McCormack, who still survives him, 
and is awaiting the command of Christ to join 
her sainted husband in “the land of rest." 
About the year 1819 he felt it to be his duty to 

f ireach the gospel; he accordingly applied for 
icense, and was recommended to the Annual 
Conference, intending to sacrifice wealth and 
worldly honor for the cause of Christ and Meth- 
odism. He, however, met with serious obstruc- 
tions. He had inherited slaves, and, though a 
kind master, certain members of the Conference, 
who were strong antislavery men, would not 
tolerate him while he was a slaveholder, and he 
was rejected. Not daunted by this cruel treat- 
ment, he determined to preach in a local sphere, 
though denied the right of ordination. "In a 
few years, however, a change came, and he was 
received into the Tennessee Conference, and for 
the most part of his after life, held connection with 
the Conference. He filled many important ap- 
pointments on circuits, missions, and on Dis- 
tricts, as Presiding Elder. He was honored by 
his brethren, and was chosen more than once as 
a delegate to the General Conference. Dr. Tay- 
lor was a man of fine attainments; in literature 
and theology he took high rank. As a preacher, 
he was very popular, and eminently useful. 
His mind was sound, and his imagination chaste. 
His style of preaching was sim^e, yet forcible 
and full of unction. He often moved the mul- 
titudes, and won many souls to Christ. Though 
modest and timid — shrinking from prominent 
positions and seeking the most obscure places — 
yet, when under the inspiration of the Holy 
Spirit, he was as bold as a lion, and fearless of all 
opposition. His zeal knew no abatement. He 
was large in his liberality, and by kindness and 
generosity sacrificed a large part of his worldly 

f oods. As a husband, father, and friend, he 
ad no superior. His heart glowed with friend- 
ship, and ne loved his brethren with an ardor 
that was seldom equaled. His life was blame- 
less, and all who knew him regarded him as a 
spotless Christian. He was particularly kind 
and regardful of the poor, giving attention not 
only as a minister of Christ to the sick and 
dying, but ministering as a physician without 
fee or reward. He was a devoted Methodist, 
while he was tolerant towards all who professed 
to love the Lord Jesus Christ. He was specially 
attached to the itinerant system, and exhorted 
his younger brethren never to abaadon the pas- 
toral work. In his declining years he passed 
through the flood and the flames. He was 
robbed, during the late war, of most of his 
property, and at times had scarcely a morsel of 
food for his helpless family, while his frame, 
trembling under the weight of years and in- 
firmities, shivered in the cold. Yet his faith 
failed not; he trusted in God, and deliverance 
came. His last years were full of peace, full 


of joy. He died as the good man dieth: not a 
cloud obscured his setting sun. He retained his 
senses till the last, and d^arted in full hope of 
a glorious immortality. He gave directions as 
to his funeral, requesting to be buried in a plain, 
unostentatious manner, as he had endeavored to 
live a plain and unpretentious man. He died 
at his residence in Pulaski, August 6, 1870, in 
the 79th year of his age. Full of years and full 
of honor, he has gone to reap the reward of the 
righteous. 

John McCurdy was born in Elbert county, 
Georgia, July 10, 1800. While in his seventh 
year, his parents removed to Williamson county, 
Tennessee. In 1825 he professed religion and 
united with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
In 1826 he was licensed to exhort; and in 1830 
he was licensed to preach, and in due time was 
ordained deacon and elder. In 1843 he was 
admitted on trial in the Tennessee Annual Con- 
ference. From that time till the day of his 
death he was a faithful worker in the vineyard 
of the Lord, laboring on various circuits and 
missions. Much of his time and strength were 
devoted to missionary toil among the colored 
people. In this field he was very succe.ssful; 
many an African will, we doubt not, rise up in 
the judgment to call him blessed. For the last 
several years of his life. Brother McCurdy’s 
health was feeble, and he was on the supernu- 
merary and superannuated lists ; yet he labored 
as he was able till so prostrated by disease he 
could no longer preach, when in pain and much 
suffering he awaited the call of his Master 
from labor to reward. Brother McCurdy was a 
man of sound judgment, good common sense, 
and deep and uniform piety. He lived above 
reproach, and died honored by all who knew 
him. His last sickness was protracted and pain- 
ful ; yet he was patient, submissive, and cheerful, 
spending much time in meditation and prayer; 
often expressing himself in terms evincing his 
faith in Christ, and his resignation to the will 
of God. He died at his residence in Williamson 
county, Tenn., August 17, 1870; and was fol- 
lowed to the grave by a large concourse of weep- 
ing friends.

John R. Hall died in the city of Philadel- 
hia, June 21, 1870, in the 70th year of his age. 
t is regretted that we have so little information 
concerning his early life, and so few particulars 
in reference to his last moments. It is believed 
that he was born and educated in Philadelphia, 
that he there became a carriage-maker by trade, 
that he was extensively engaged in that busi- 
ness at Pittsburgh, at Wheeling, and at St. Louis. 
About thirty years ago he removed to the city of 
Louisville, with very limited financial resources, 
and greatly depressed in spirit Some time dur- 
ing the Conference year, 1842 or 1843, he strayed 
into the old Fourth Street Church, where the 
Rev. George W. Brush was preaching. The 
heart-searching discourse of the preacher so 
afiected his unknown hearer as to make him 
consider himself personally insulted. He was 
strongly tempted to demand an apology, or ad- 
minister a chastisement, but happily decided to 
hear the preacher again before proceeding to 
such extremities. He heard, repented, believed, 
and was converted. From this time he contin- 
ued to be strong in faith, fervent in prayer, and 
active in the service of Christ and his Church. 
His business troubles were carried to the throne 
of the heavenly grace, and, as he firmly be- 
lieved, direct answers to his prayers frequently 
removed the most serious financial embarrass- 
ments. In a few years he acquired a comfort- 
able estate and retired from business. Though 
beginning to be an old man, he was licensed to 
preach, and, after laboring a short time as a 
focal preacher, was admitted on trial in the 
Louisville Annual Conference in 1850. He 
served the Twelfth Street Church two years, 
Portland one year, and was again appointed to 
the Twelfth Street Church. His labors as an 
itinerant were highly successful, but his pecul- 
iar circumstances induced him to ask for a loca- 
tion. After his location he labored very actively 
and with considerable succes.«. During the war 
he was employed for a short time as a supply 
for the Church at Booneville, Missouri. In 1866 
he was readmitted into the traveling connection 
in the Kentucky Annual Conference, and sta- 
tioned at Danville. He was not successful at 
this place, but he labored with his usual zeal, 
and preached to attentive congregations. At 
the close of this year the state of his own health, 
and the afflictions of his wife, led him to ask 
for and obtain a superannuated relation. At 
the Conference of 1869 he was made a super- 
numerary, and connected with the Covington 
Station; but, living hundreds of miles away, he 
was not able to render any service in this charge. 
Though Brother Hall seemed to be a restless, 
discontented man, frequently removing from 
place to place, he never ceased to be prayerful, 
faborious, and successful as a preacher. Whether 
living in Kentucky or Missouri, in Louisville, 
Cincinnati, Baltimore, or Philadelphia, he was 
always “in labors more abundant.” Though 
a decided Southern Methodist, the pulpits of the 


North were ever open to so true and zealous a 
Methodist minister. On the 12th of May, 1870, 
he saw his aged wife depart for the better land, 
and in a few days he, as we believe, joined her 
in the blessed abodes.

Robert Y. McReynolds, Littleberry P. Cren- 
shaw* 2. 

RofBERT Young McReynolds was born in 
Allen bounty, Ky., in 1808. He was converted 
to God in his 16th year, and immediately joined 
the Metbodist Church. He began to preach in 
his 19th year, and was admitted on trial in the 
Kentucky Conference in the autumn of 1829. 
He continued to labor in the Kentucky Confer- 
ence until 1840, when he was transferred to the 
Rock River Conference, and was stationed at 
Galena. In 1841 he was transferred back to 
Kentucky, and continued in the regular work 
until 1845, when, deeming it his duty, he located, 
and went home to take care of his aged father, 
mother, and the younger children. He remained 
local, attending to the wants of the family„until 
1867, when he was readmitted into the Louis- 
ville Conference, and appointed to Portland. 
In 1868 he was sent to the Shepherdsville Cir- 
cuit, and in 1869 to the Litchfield Circuit. He 
was suffering from disease of the heart, and the 
labors and exposures of this last field were too 
much for him. In June he was forced to give 
up preaching. Dr. E. T. Polk, of Louisville, an 
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old friend, kindly wrote, inviting him to his 
house. He came accordingly, and the Doctor, 
besides prescribing for him, threw open his 
house to him, and spared neither pains nor ex- 
pense to make him comfortable. Beside dis- 
ease of the heart, there was aneurism of the 
artery in the neck, and he sunk rapidly. Aug. 
23, 1870, at 12 m., all arterial action ceased, and 
he was gone, almost literally dying in the Doc- 
tor’s arms. Brother McReynolds died in the 
sixty-second year of his age, and in the forty- 
third of his ministry, having never married. 
He was a benevolent man, and took, brought 
up, and educated some half-dozen orphan chil- 
dren. Of these some were present, kindly min- 
istering to him in his last illness. While local, 
he was always preaching and laboring for the 
good of the people of a large scope of country. 
He was a cheerful, happy Christian, very zeal- 
ous and useful in the ministry, and childlike 
and confiding in his disposition. Owing to the 
nature of his disease, he was not in his right 
mind, except a moment at a time, for several 
days ; but he was quiet all the time, and when 
in his right mind, spoke with great confidence 
of his hopes of heaven. 

Littlebeery Porter Crenshaw was born in 
Barren county, Ky., Feb. 22, 1824. He was 
educated and studied law in Glasgow, the coun- 
ty town of Barren. February 15, 1846, he 
married Mrs. Edmonia Hawkins Star, of Glas- 
gow. This excellent woman labored and prayed 
for his conversion, and finally had the happiness 
of seeing him powerfully converted to God. 
He felt he was called to preach, and was licensed 
for that purpose. Giving up the law, he applied 
and was received into the Louisville Conference, 
Oct., 1855, at Greenville, Ky., and appointed to 
Shippingport, a suburb of Louisville. Here, aided 
by his good wife, all the people were visitod, 
became interested, and a revival of religion soon 
began, resulting in nearly one hundred additions 
to the Society, and the building of a new church- 
edifice. In 1856 he was appointed to Columbia 
Circuit, where he had another gracious revival. 
The following two years he was at Elkton ; and 
went thence to Hopkinsville, where be spent 
two years of great usefulness. He regarded 
those four years as the most pleasant of his, life. 
He was next appointed Presiding. Elder of 
Bardstown District, where he spent one year; 
and then, because of feeble health, asked for 
lighter work, and was sent to Bardstown Sta- 
tion. This year, 1863, he had the misfortune to 
lose his excellent wife. In 1864 he was at 
Elizabethtown, and was returned to it a second 
year. His field of labor for 1866 was Russell- 
ville Station. In 1867 he was appointed Agent 
of the American Bible Society for the western 
half of Kentucky, and continued in this work 
until July last, when his health utterly gave 
way, and he tendered his resignation and went 
to the house of his mother, in Portland, Ky., 
where, on the 7th of November, 1869, his earthly 
career closed. During the whole period of his 
long confinement he manifested the greatest 
patience in suffering, and often spoke of his 


glorious prospects for the future. His end was 
calm and peaceful, and he rests with God. 
Brother Crenshaw was a tenderly affection- 
ate husband, a kind parent, a judicious, safe 
man, a preacher of considerably more than ordi- 
nary ability, and during the fourteen years of 
his ministry won many trophies for the Saviour.

William A. Smith. 1. 

William Andrew Smith was bom in Fred- 
ericksburg, Va., November 29, 1802. He became 
doubly an orphan at a tender age. First, he 
lost bis mother, a pious Methodist, who, with 
her dying breath, prayed God to make her son 
a preacher of the glorious gospel of Christ. He 
did not learn this fact until he had spent several 
years in the work of the ministry. The fourth 
year of his connection with the Virginia Con- 
ference he was stationed in Lynchburg; and 
when he was there introduced to Mother Essex, 
the venerable widow of one of our preachers, 
the old lady gazed wistfully on her new pastor, 
and asked, “Is this not Andrew Smith?” for 
that was the name his parents gave him. Dis- 
covering that this noble young preacher was 
indeed the son of her former friend, on whose 
last illness she had waited, she told him of the 
dying prayer, which was now fulfilled before her 
eyes. He was deeply affected, and ever after 
felt the mother’s blessing and consecration on 
his head. With a moist eye and a quivering 
lip he related to me this incident a few weeks 
before his death. His father was a man of hon- 
orable character and position, but not a pro- 
fessor of religion. There hangs over his sudden 
death and the loss of his valuable property to 
his children a mystery which I cannot solve. 
For a time the orphan boy fell into rough hands. 
Mr. Hill, a worthy merchant of Petersburg, had 
been a warm friend of the father. So soon as he 
became acquainted with the unfortunate condi- 
tion of Andrew, he took him to his own home 
and brought him up as one of his own children. 
Dr. Smith retained through life a most grateful 
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and affectionate recollection of Mr. and Mrs. 
Hill. At a school in Petersburg he received a 
good English education, and began the study of 
the classics, which the arduous duties of his sub- 
sequent career never afforded him the opportu- 
nity to resume. I have heard one of his school- 
mates speak admirably and fondly of him as he 
was then — a bold, frank, impetuous boy ; kindly 
and not quarrelsome, yet quick to repel injus- 
tice against himself or any comrade. He left 
school to enter the store of his benefactor. About 
this time he conceived a preference for the Meth- 
odists, and became a teaclier in their Sabbath- 
school. In the study of the Scriptures, for the 
purpose of instructing his class, the first deep 
religious impressions were made on his heart : 
this was the means of his awakening. He hap- 
pened to overhear a negro in a lumber-room ex- 
plain to his son the way of salvation by faith. 
This conversation quickened and enlightened his 
own mind on the subject, and was the immedi- 
ate occasion of his seeking Christ with all the 
heart. Straightway he went to a godly layman, 
opened to him his heart, and with cliaracteristic 
thoroughness of investigation, asked questions 
and suggested difficulties about the meaning of 
faith until his friend was sore puzzled. How- 
ever, he took the inquirer to a prayer-meeting, 
and though he was not taught there the philoso- 
phy of believing, after he returned home, in the 
stillness of the night, in the privacy of his cham- 
ber, there came into his soul the peace of God 
which passeth all understanding — came in a way 
he comprehended not. He was then seventeen 
years of age, and immediately joined the M. E. 
Church. He soon felt that he was called of 
God to the office of the ministry, and earnestly 
desired to attend William and Mary College, 
that he might qualify himself for the more effi- 
cient prosecution of* his life-work. Compelled 
to abandon this hope by lack of means, but 
firmly resolved to devote himself to the work 
of the ministry, and to prepare himself to the 
best of his ability, he studied privately one 
year at the home of his uncle, Mr. John Porter, 
in the county of Orange, and taught a private 
school two or three years in Madison county. 
I suppose that there he was licensed and began 
to preach. I am told his first attempts were 
failures. It is certain that he rapidly rose to 
eminence in the pulpit. In 1824 he traveled 
the Gloucester Circuit under the Presiding Elder; 
in February, 1825, he was admitted on trial into 
the Virginia Conference, and returned to Glou- 
cester ; in 1826 he was sent to Amherst Cii'cuit. 
The next year he was stationed in Petersburg, 
where he had been brought up. This was a se- 
vere ordeal for so inexperienced a minister; but 
he at once commandea the respect of the com- 
munity that had recently known him as a boy, 
and served the Church with signal reputation 
and success. I cannot state the stations which 
he filled in their regular order of time, but will 
pause to describe him in the freshness of his 
youth and the prime of his manly vigor. I am 
indebted to others for my knowledge of him as 
he was at that period, for when I, in my boy- 
hood, first saw him he was a cripple. From my 


earliest recollection his has been to me a dear, 
honored, and familiar “household name.” Un- 
der his pastorate my father was converted and 
received into the Church, and in the spring of 
IN I 1 . also was led by his ministry to the exer- 
cisi i.i saving trust in Christ, and taken into 
tile It llowship of saints. At Kandolph Macon 
I was his pupil ; two years that I was chaplain 
of the college I lived in his house. From that 
time a son could scarcely have been admitted 
into more intimate and confidential relations 
with him. The last two months of his life he 
spent at my home, and there I watched him as 
he closed his eyes. Partly from the many ac- 
counts I have heard of his earlier days, and 
partly from my personal acquaintance, I am 
probably prepared to give a correct estimate of 
his character and labors. I can imagine the 
young preacher, noble in form and face (none 
nobler than he, say his contemporaries), vigor- 
ous and agile in body, frank, fearless, and en- 
terprising in spirit, dignified and thoughtful 
in manner. The first glance revealed to the 
observer manly strengtn — strength physical, 
strength intellectual, strength of feeling and of 
will. He was a hard student, an earnest thinker, 
a Christian philosopher, yet not a recluse, but a 
man of action and influence with the people. 
He was always revolving some grand theme in 
his mind — a habit which sometimes gave him 
an air of abstraction in company and on the 
street. He was mighty in the Scriptures to ex- 
pound, defend, and enforce. His sermons were 
able discussions of the cardinal doctrines of the 
gospel, full of matter, instructive, in reasoning 
luminous and forcible. It was impossible not 
to understand him — well-nigh impossible not to 
be convinced. Those who sat regularly under 
his ministry had a rare opportunity to become 
rooted and grounded in the faith. He was more 
a logician than an orator, yet his logic was not 
cold and dry, but steeped in emotion and aglow 
with zeal. In those days he was truly eloquent ; 
was not sparkling, but weighty ; not imperative, 
but argumentative ; not hortatory, but didactic 
and convincing. On the basis of great truths, 
which he set forth with the clearness of sunlight 
and established with power of argument, he 
appealed strongly, sometimes overwhelmingly, 
to the conscience and the heart. Neither then 
nor to the last were his discourses easily forgot- 
ten ; the train of thought remained in the mind 
of the hearer long after the voice of the speaker 
died upon the ear. Dr. Smith was an excellent 
pastor. He threw his whole mind and soul — a 
strong mind and large soul — into his duties. 
He knew how to kindle the zeal of the Church, 
arouse the community, instruct the inquirer, 
guide and help a tender and troubled conscience, 
comfort the feeble-minded and inspire with hope 
the desponding. The afflicted of his flock found 
him far more sympathetic than the public sup- 
posed, for in that strong frame there beat a ten- 
der heart. His ministry was blessed with pow- 
erful revivals in Lynchburg, Norfolk, Peters- 
burg, and probably in other places. He was 
judicious in conducting them, and no man ex- 
ceeded him in untiring diligence and fidelity. 
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Of the hundreds who were converted through 
his labors, an unusually large proportion proved 
to be of the best material for the solid and per- 
manent edification of the Church. I wish that 
I could give the long list of ministers, of our 
own and sister Churches — some dead, others still 
living, not a few eminent — who acknowledged 
him as their spiritual father. I will mention 
two — Anthony Dibrell and Leroy M. Lee. Dr. 
Smith attracted great attention wherever he 
lived and labored, not only within his own 
charge, but in the general community. Cheer- 
ful, but not light — social, but never idle — he min- 
led freely with men of every class, of other 
enominations, and of no ecclesia.'stical ties; but 
he did not forget the sacredness of his office and 
the gravity of his one mission — to save souls. 
The elevation and purity of his character, the 
vigor and clearness of his intellect, his generous 
scorn of all that was mean, and love of all that 
was j ust and good, the candor and independence, 
as well as ability with which he avowed and 
maintained his opinions, impressed all who knew 
him, and caused him to be held in high honor 
and to wield a wide influence. Dr. Smith, when 
yet a young man. took a prominent position in 
his Conference. Whatever he thought he boldly 
spoke, not watching to see how it would be re- 
ceived by the fathers and brethren ; and the 
views he expressed he knew how to defend with 
almost irresistible power. Few could cope with 
him in debate — to none was he inferior. He 
never sought, so far as I know, to carry or de- 
feat any measure by mere personal influence or 
private entreaty; he used no unfair, no indirect 
means; he desnised ad captandam appeals and 
sophistry; he nad even too little policy. But 
he spoke from strong convictions, and relied with 
full confidence on the truth of his positions and 
the force of his arguments. If he could not 
succeed in making others see that he was right, 
he was willing that they should vote against 
him. I have never heard his equal as a debater 
and an advocate. His fame in these respects 
was not limited to his own Conference. He 
was a delegate to the General Conference of the 
M. E. Church of 1832, and to every subsequent 
session down to the celebrated and eventful one 
of 1844; he was a member of the Louisville 
Convention which organized the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, and of all the General Con- 
ferences of this Church. In the appeal of Hard- 
ing, in the extrajudicial trial of Bisnop Andrew, 
and on other occasions, he won a national repu- 
tation for the highest deliberative and forensic 
eloquence. His manner was simple, unstudied, 
and natural ; he was too full of his subject to 
think of mere stjde or elocution ; he spoke with 
evident sincerity, fearlessness, and intense ardor; 
his voice was like the thunder. In 1833 he be- 
came agent to raise money for Randolph Macon 
College, then in its infancy, and for a few months 
prosecuted that work with his w'onted energy 
and success. In September of that year, just 
before proceeding to a camp-meeting in the 
county of Louisa, in a conversation with Rev. 
Ethelbert Drake, in this city (Richmond), he 
mentioned a strangely vivid presentiment that 


some dreadful event would soon befall him or 
one of his friends. While preaching on the 
camp -ground, the same conviction or feeling 
came upon him with the suddenness and power 
of lightning, so that he broke off from the plan 
of his sermon, and informed the audience of his 
impression, that either death or some terrible 
accident overhung the speaker or one of them. 
With startling impressiveness he warned them 
to be ready; they listened with breathless at- 
tention ana strong emotion. After the sermon, 
in company with certain relatives, he started 
off in a carriage, himself driving, for the house 
in the neighborhood where his wife was stopping. 
Turning his head to hear the conversation of 
those within, he neglected the horses, and pres- 
ently a wheel passed over a stump in the road ; 
the carriage upset and fell on him, he was 
dragged a number of yards, and when help 
came it was found that his right thigh was 
broken and his left hip dislocated. There fol- 
lowed a protracted ana painful confinement to 
his bed, and he was badly lamed for life. It 
was his belief that God sent him the presenti- 
ment to put him on his guard, and that his own 
inattention to the warning brought on him the 
calamity from which he never recovered. After 
this accident Dr. Smith was never able to walk 
with comlort, but his energy was unabated. 
He continued to fill the chief stations in the 
Virginia Conference until the fall of 1846. The 
urgency of the Board of Trustees, sanctioned 
by the Conference, then prevailed on him to ac- 
cept the Presidency of Randolph Macon Col- 
lege. This institution was then amid the break- 
ers. Not only were the annual expenses in ex- 
cess of the receipts ; not only did it labor under 
debt, but internal dissensions had broken up the 
Faculty, in part, and driven away nearly all 
the students. Despondency had seized the hearts 
of its founders and friends. It was precisely 
this state of affairs which led to the selection of 
Dr. Smith by the Trustees, and his acceptance. 
He had the courage, the resolution, and energy, 
to undertake any work for the good of the 
Church which was needed and not impossible. 
Diflficulties did not daunt his brave and hopeful 
spirit, and he shrank from no toil and self-sac- 
rifice. It soon appeared that a strong hand had 
seized the helm, and that the vessel would be 
saved from wreck. Twenty years Dr. Smith 
held this office, and, I may say, was the College. 
As the head of its government, contrary to the 
preconceptions of the public, he was gentle, for- 
bearing, full of sympathy, as easy of access, as 
ready to forgive, as watchful over the interests 
and tender of the feelings of the students as a 
father among his children ; if he erred, it was 
on the side of leniency. He bore those youths 
on his heart while they stayed at college, as his 
eye followed their fortunes after they left, with 
the profoundest interest. As Professor of Rhet- 
oric, Logic, Mental and Moral Philosophy, he 
was satisfied neither with his own attainments 
nor with the course of study which had been 
hitherto pursued.

But this desire to live did not conflict 
with his entire resignation to the will of God 
and an assured hope of eternal life. He ex- 
pressed himself fully on this subject. In his 
youth he had given his heart to Christ, and 
though he had often erred, he never recalled 
that act of self-surrender, nor did his trust in 
his Saviour waver. His mind was full of peace 
in the pro.spect of the eternal hereafter. It was 
a lake embosomed in a deep forest; the rough 
winds could not find it, but there it lay with an 
unruffled surface. This is the beautiful figure 
by which he described the state of his mind. 
He was fond of hearing the sweet songs of Zion, 
and they wafted him to the pearly gates of the 
New Jerusalem. The last few days he was so 
feeble, and a bronchial cough so constantly har- 
assed him, that he could say but little. “I 
have so much to say to you,” he whispered in 
iny ear, “ but I can’t say it now.” He retained 
the clearness of his faculties until a few hours 
before his death ; almost without a struggle he 
fell asleep in Jesus on Tuesday, March 1, at 4 
A.M. A large and deeply-affected congregation 
filled Centenary Church on the day of his funeral. 
Bishop Doggett preached an impressive and ap- 
propriate sermon on 1 Cor. xv. 57 : “ But thanks 
De to God, which giveth us the victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ.” Dr. Lee, his friend and 
spiritual son, added a brief sketch of his life. 
The Rev. G. W. Nolley, who entered the Virginia 
Conference at the same session with Dr. Smith, 
and other ministers, assisted in the solemn serv- 
ices. The Faculty and students of Randolph 
Macon, the Masonic Fraternity, and a large 
procession of friends followed him to Holly- 
wood, and in that beautiful sleeping-place of 
the dead, in the lot of Brotlier Wm. Bell, the 
body of our honored brother reposes in hope of 
the resurrection. I have mentioned few facts 
of his private life. He was thrice married — 
first, to Miss Mahala Miller, of Delaware, a 
lady of fervent piety and uncommon talent, but 
feeble health. She was a licensed preacher, and 
by her modest, winning, melting appeals, did 
great good. By her he had two daughters, who 
survive him — Miss Susan, who lives in this city 
and waited on his last illness, and Mrs. Willie 


Fuller, a widow with two children, who lives in 
Fayette, Mo. His second wife was Miss Laura 
Brooking, of Richmond, an excellent lady. She 
left two children, who have since died. He next 
married Mrs. Eliza V. Williams, of Lynchburg, 
the wife who, with unwearied fidelity and ten- 
derness, sustained and comforted him through 
the many months of his fatal illness, who has 
shared his joys and sorrows more than twenty 
years ; the widow who, in the depths of her 
grief, needs the special prayers of the Church 
of God. He leaves also an adopted son, Thos. 
Skinner Smith, orphaned during the terrible 
scourge of yellow fever which visited Norfolk 
in 1855. I cannot forbear to mention the former 
slaves of the Doctor, who visited him in his ill- 
ness, and wept with a sorrow which was not 
only sincere, but deep, over the cor[)se of their 
honored master. There was a moral grandeur 
about Dr. Smith. He was not a finished scholar, 
but he was decidedly a man of genius. Strength, 
not grace, was his chief characteristic. He stood 
in the front rank of the leading minds of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. On the 
whole, he had no superior, and in many respects 
he had no equal. His was a warm, generous, 
expansive heart. Only his intimate friends 
knew its tenderness, its keen sensibility. When 
he overbore an antagonist in debate, when he 
swept aside with a powerful hand everybody 
that stood in the way of the measures which he 
advocated, from an honest conviction that they 
were for the good of the Church, it was easy to 
conclude that he was severe and imperious. But 
this is a mistake. He was not obstinate in opin- 
ion nor self-willed in action, but easy to be per- 
suaded. No one was readier to hear and take 
advice, and even reproof, if it were offered in a 
kindly spirit; no one readier to confess and re- 
pair a fault. He did not cherish prejudices and 
resentments. After his controversies with the 
Methodist Protestants, who felt a kinder and 
more brotherly regard for them than he? Prom- 
inent and powerful as he was in the stormy dis- 
cussions which preceded or followed the M E. 
Church into a Northern and Southern organiza- 
tion, and fully as he was identified with the 
States of the South in their disastrous struggle 
for independence, he always retained a Chris- 
tian character free from sectional narrowness 
and from bitterness toward the people of the 
North, and hoped that fraternal relations, though 
not union, might be soon established between 
the two branches of Methodism. He had an 
almost invincible will, but it showed itself not 
in stubbornness, not in a determination to rule, 
but in the fixed resolution and in the unbounded 
energy to effect whatever the cause of pure re- 
ligion demanded, despite obstacles which would 
have discouraged common men and personal 
sacrifices at which they would have staggered. 
He served not himself, but Christ Jesus the 
Lord, and the Church purchased with his pre- 
cious blood. In the councils and in the pulpit 
of the M. E. Church, South, he will be saaly 
missed ; and who can fill his place? But his in- 
fluence and memory abide. In the hearts of 
thousands, and on the page of history, the name. 
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the revered name, of William A. Smith is writ- 
ten, and long shall it endure.

M^artin Luther Eads. 1. 

Maetin Luthee Eads was horn in Louisa 
county, Va., in 1793, of respectable parentage. 
In early life, he shared the advantages of 
the counsel and example of his, mother, who 
was a pious member of the Baptist Church. 
That mother he cherished in fondest, sweetest 
memory, to the day of his death. In the twen- 
ty-second year of his age, he was converted 
under the ministry of the Methodist Church, 
with which he connected himself, and in which 
he lived a faithful member, and a constant ad- 
mirer and defender of its peculiarities, until the 
day of his death. In 1816 he was licensed to 
preach, as a local preacher, in which capacity he 


served the Church for fourteen or fifteen years, 
at the expiration of which time he removed 
from Virginia to Kentucky, where he connected 
himself with the Kentucky Annual Conference, 
in the bounds of which he traveled, serving 
various charges for seven or eight years. In 
1839 he removed to Missouri, and joined the 
Missouri Annual Conference, in the bounds of 
which he traveled until the fall of 1843, when 
the claims of his large family compelled him to 
locate. In 1849 he was readmitted, and re- 
mained on the effective list until 1857, when the 
Conference granted him a superannuated rela- 
tion, which relation he sustained until God took 
him home; which event took place January 8, 
1870, near Montgomery City, Mo. Brother 
Eads was a man of unswerving integrity. He 
never made a contract that he did not fill ; he 
never assumed an obligation that he did not 
know how it was to be met. Brother Eads’s 
last hours were characterized by great peace and 
Christian triumph. On being asked if he real- 
ized his .acceptance with God, he replied, “I 
have not a lingering doubt of it.” When w© 
prayed with him around ‘ his dying bed, he 
responded heartily. When we sang, he shouted 
aloud. His dying message to this Conference 
was: “Tell my brethren that, when dying, I 
realized that the atonement of Jesus Christ was 
broad enough for me to stand upon forever.” 
He fell asleep as serenely and calmly as the 
summer evening’s setting sun.

All he regretted was 
leaving his family, which he left With his breth- 
ren. He said to his sister: “ I thank the Lord 
that I am here, that I see you all once more.” 
His last words were: “ 0 blessed Jesns, glory 1” 
and he ceased to breathe.

Elijah F. McNabb, we believe, was brought 
up in Kentucky — came to Arkansas at an early 
day, and settled in Phillips county. He joined 
the Arkansas Conference, perhaps, in 1843. He 
was a man of ordinary talents, but earnest and 
faithful as a pastor. His health failed, and he 
took a superannuated relation about 1850, we 
think, since which time his home has been in 
Phillips county. He well maintained his Chris- 
tian integrity, beloved by all. He died, per- 
haps, in March last, and was buried in Ever- 
green Cemetery, in the city of Helena, Arkansas. 
All men speak well of E. F. McNabb. 

John Cowle was born in Huntingdonshire, 
England, in January, 1815, and came vvith his 
parents to America in 1822, and settled in Van- 
berburg county, Indiana, where he continued 
till 1838, at which time he came to Arkansas. 
He was received by the Arkansas Annual Con- 
ference on probation, in 1841, at Batesville. He 
proved to be a close student — his examinations 
on the Course of Study were always good. His 
first circuit was Bayou Bartholomew, where he 
conducted a revival. The first Annual Confer- 
ence he attended was held at Helena, in 1842. 
He soon proved himself a workman that needed 
not to be ashamed. He filled the Helena Sta- 
tion about 1853, after which he was placed in 
the District work for some sixteen years consecu- 
tively, always acquitting himself with honor, 
and proving a blessing to the Church wherever 
he labored. He served as delegate in the Gen- 
eral Conference of 1854. Brother Cowle’s health 
failed in 1868, and he received a superannuated 
relation. He resided at Memphis — his health 
steadily declining ; and at our late General Con- 
ference, when his Arkansas brethren visited 
him, he expressed his desire to return to Evans- 
ville, Indiana, to the home of his only sister, 
where he desired to die, that his remains might 
be deposited in the family cemetery. His breth- 
ren complied with his request, and sent him to 
his sister, the wife of the Hon. Isa Iglehart, at 
whose house he breathed his last, on the 6th of 
June, 1870. In a conversation with Brother 
Cowle, about the first of May, he was asked as 
to his feelings and future prospects. He stated

Green Boyd, Davis Kinnison. 2. 

Green Boyd was born in Independence 
county, in September, 1824, He was born of 
the Spirit in Franklin county, Arkansas, Octo- 
ber, 1838 ; was licensed to exhort in the M. K 
Church, South, by the Rev. William S. Guthery, 
March 25, 1842; was licensed to preach by the 
Rev. John Harrell, the Presiding Elder, Septem- 
ber 23, 1848; was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Paine, November 14, 1854. He was, for several 
years, a prominent member of the Arkansas 
Conference. In that Conference he filled several 
important charges. The last three years in that 
Conference he traveled a District, where he sus- 
tained himself as a preacher of considerable 
ability. In the year 1864, having been broken 
up by the war, he came to Texas. In October, 
1865, he joined the East Texas Conference, and 
was appointed to the Gainesville Circuit, where 
he labored with great zeal and acceptability for 
two years. In the fall of 1867 he was appointed 
to the Greenville Circuit, where he was continued 
until he died. He was absent from home, under 
treatment for a cancer, when he breathed his 
last. In his last illness he conversed freely about 
dying. He said, while he wished to live for the 
sake of his family, he was not afraid to die. 
He was a pious man, a good citizen, an affec- 
tionate husband, a kind father, and a useful 
minister. He has left a widow and children to 
the care of the Church. 

Davis Kinnison was born in Virginia about 
1807. He was converted and licensed to preach 
when he was quite a young man. Afterward 
he became a member of the Baltimore Confer- 
ence; was ordained deacon by Bishop Roberts, 
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and elder by Bishop Hedding. He traveled 
several years in that Conference, then located, 
and emigrated with his family to Northern Mis- 
souri, where he engaged in the practice of medi- 
cine. When the tocsin of war was sounded in 
1861, and the defenseless and unoffending of 
Missouri were exposed to the unrestrained pas- 
sions of the wicked. Dr. Kinnison sought refuge 
among the people of the South. He located in 
Collin county, Texas, and resumed the practice 
of medicine, meanwhile laboring efficiently as a 
local preacher in our Church. In November, 
1867, at Sulphur Springs, Texas, he was read- 
mitted into the traveling connection as a mem- 
ber of this Conference, and appointed for the 
ensuing year to the Clarksville Circuit, where 
he labored with great success. In the fall of 
1868 he was appointed to the Boston Circuit, 
where he labored with abundant usefulness. In 
the fall of 1869 he was returned to the same 
charge, where, in the faithful discharge of his 
duty, he breathed his last, on the 17th of March, 
1870, in full assurance of a better life. He was 
buried with Masonic honors, attended by a large 
concourse of sorrowing friends, near Boston, 
Bowie county, Texas. This furnishes another 
striking instance of Christian triumph in the 
fatal hour. That religion which he so faithfully 
taught in the pulpit, and so beautifully exem- 
plified in his life, amply sustained him in the 
mortal struggle.

James H. Addison was born in Baltimore,' 
Md., October 12, 1822; emigrated with his 
father’s family to Texas in 1835; was converted 
and joined the Ghurch at a camp-meeting held 
at Waugh Gamp-ground, Burleson county, in 
May, 1844. At the session of the Texas Con- 
ference held at La Grange in the fall of 1848,’ 
he was received on trial in the traveling con- 
nection, and sent to the Brazoria Circuit ; in 1850 
to Leon; in 1851 to Geor^town; in 1852 to 
Waxahachie; in 1853 to Bastrop Circuit; in 
1854-5 to Waco; in 1856 to Anderson; in 1857 
to Plantersville. At the close of this year his 
name appears as a, supernumerary on the Cald- 
well Circuit. He sustained this relation to the 
close of his life. He died very snddenly, at 
Bryan, January 21, 1870. A published notice 
of his death, prepared by his brother. Rev. 0. 
M. Addison, says : “A recent improvement of 
his health justified the hope that his pulpit 
labors might, the present year, be greatly ex- 
tended, and his plans were laid accordingly. But 
He who buries his workmen, but carries on his 
work, had ordained otherwise. The conflict 
was sooner to end, and the crown was nearer 
than the soldier thought.” In the days of his 
strength Brother Addison was a laborious and 
useful minister of the gospel. He leaves a wife 
and one child to the care and sympathy of the 
Church.

Henderson S. Laferty died in De Witt 
county, Texas, at the residence of Mr. Webb 
Wofford, June 15, 1870, in the seventy-second 
year of his age. He died with heaven in view. 
His last moments were peaceful and calm. He 
assured a brother, who visited him, that the 
blessed gospel that he had preached to others 
now comforted him, and that he freely gave all 
into the hands of Jesus. He was licensed to 
preach in the twentieth year of his age, and for 
fifty years was a faithful minister of the gospel 
and an able expounder of its truths. He was 
charitable to those who differed from him in 
opinion, but sustained with zeal the doctrines 
and usages of his beloved Methodism. He Avas 
a workman that needed not to be ashamed, 
rightly dividing the word of truth, and shunned 
not to declare the whole counsel of God. He 
was transferred to the Texas Conference in 
1846, and when this Conference was organized 
he cast his lot among us. He has filled many 
important appointments with great credit to 
himself and the holy cause he vindicated. His 
godly admonitions and kindness to the children 


made him a favorite among them. He felt an 
abiding interest in the Sabbath-school cause. 
When his affliction prevented him from preach- 
ing he attended the Sabbath-school, and in- 
structed the children, and tried to lead them in 
the way to heaven. He only ceased to work 
when he ceased to live. The energy displayed 
by him when at Corpus Christi, as their first 
pastor, was characteristic of Brother Laferty. 
He labored with his own hands, assisting to 
build the first church, and gave organic form to 
Methodism in that section. The brethren there 
express their heart-felt affection for him, and a 
high appreciation of his labors of love. A 
father in Israel is gone. A master workman 
has fallen. 

Solomon T. Bridgf.s was born December 22, 
1822, in Putnam county, Ga., and departed this 
life November 13, 1870. In December, 1846, he 
was married to Miss Martha Jane Taylor, who 
still survives to mourn his loss. He and his 
wife united with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, May 26, 1847. In the fall of 

1852 he removed to Texas, and in the fall of 

1853 was licensed to preach by Orceneth E'isher. 
The following year he joined the East Texas 
Conference, and consecutively traveled the Pales- 
tine, Upsher, Linden, Harrison, Jasper, and 
Kickapoo Circuits. He located in 1860, and- 
in 1861 he joined the Confederate service, in 
which he continued four vears, preaching con- 
stantly as occasion offered. After the war he 
continued local until he joined the West Texas 
Conference, at Seguin in 1866, and was appointed 
to Goliad Station. The following year he was 
appointed to Lockhart Circuit, and, after a suc- 
cessful year of ardent labor on that circuit, his 
health was so far impaired that he was granted 
a supernumerary relation, and continued in that 
relation until the close of his life. His last 
public labor was performed at Lockhart during 
a revival. His sermon was of great power, and 
his prayer remarkable for its pathos, melting the 
whole audience to tears. Soon after this he re- 
moved to Columbus, where he finished his 
course. As his health declined, his soul appeared 
to ripen for heaven. He was a great sufferer, 
but bore his pain with marked patience, and 
was frequently very happy. He had often ex- 
pressed a desire to die on the Lord’s-day, and 
God fulfilled the desire of his faithful servant. 
His spirit took its flight on Sabbath morning, 
at five o’clock, November 13, 1870. He was a 
man of liberal education, and of more than ordi- 
nary ability as a preacher. He filled with great 
acceptability every charge to which he was ap- 
pointed.

William McKendree Culp was horn in Bar- 
ren county, Kentucky, December 5, 1831 ; he re- 
moved to Missouri in 1845 ; made a profession 
of faith in Christ in 1849; emigrated to Cali- 
fornia in 1854, and was licensed to preach in 
1857 ; was admitted into the Pacific Conference 
in 1858, and from that date until his death, on 
the Snelling Circuit, March 11, 1870, he was a 
zealous, earnest, and self-denying minister of the 
gospel. A part of the time he labored in Ore- 
gon, where, with other devoted men of God, 
who planted Southern Methodism in that field, 
he labored with characteristic zeal. Born of 
Methodist parents, reared in the Methodist 
Church, liis whole career illustrated the value 
of religious training, and the truth of that dec- 
laration of God’s word, “ Train up a child in 
the way he should go, and when he is old he 
will not depart from it." Brother Culp’s per- 
sonal, religious life, was marked by a fervent 
spirit, and his deep feelings often overflowed in 
shouts and tears of holy joy. He was a sweet 
singer, an earnest preacher, and faithful pastor. 
Born and reared in the Church, he served it 
well, and died with a triumphant faith in Christ.

John H. Posey. 1. 

John Henderson Posey was born September 
17, 1819, in Breckinridge county, Kentucky; 
emigrated with his parents in early life to Illi- 
nois, and settled in Morgan county. His first 
religious impressions were at about the age of 
seventeen. When he attained to the years of 
manhood he came to Missouri, and there con- 
nected himself with the Methodist Church. He 
was married to Mrs. Rebecca Lurton, in the city 
of St. Charles, Missouri, September 5, 1846. He 
was licensed as a local preacher at Pauldings- 
ville, July 16, 1853; ordained a deacon by 
Bishop Andrew, at Glasgow, September 20, 1857. 
In his local relation to the M. E. Church, South, 
he was faithful and useful. During the summer 
of 1866, learning the demand for preachers in 
the organization known as the Christian Union 
Church in the State of Illinois, he responded to 
the Macedonian call ; was received as a fellow- 
laborer to share the toils, privations, and perse- 
cutions of his brethren in this noble cause. His 
first appointment was the Barry Circuit, which 
he filled for two consecutive years, with true 
Christian fidelity, zeal, and sacrifice; and, as the 
result of his faithful labors as a pastor and 
preacher, he reported at the close of his second 
year seventy-five members — there being no or- 
ganization of ours when he took charge of that 
work. At our Conference, which met at Canton, 
September, 1868, he was appointed to the Lima 
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Circuit, to which he removed and promptly en- 
tered upon his work ; was well received and 
kindly cared for by the Church. About this 
period the disease began to develop itself which 
terminated his earthly pilgrimage, viz., chronic 
bronchitis. He labored on, however, with una- 
bated zeal, had a most interesting revival on 
his charge, and at the close of the year, when 
he appeared among his brethren at the session 
of our Conference which met at Bloomington, 
September, 1869, his brethren of the Conference 
well remember bis pale features and emaciated 
form as he appeared among them. He asked 
no change, however, in his relation to the Con- 
ference ; was returned as effective for the second 
year to the same charge. But his health and 
strength more rapidly failed, so that he filled 
but few appointments on his charge after his 
return from Conference. He seemed hopeful of 
recovery and reluctant to yield to the power of 
disease — not that he feared to die, but such was 
his ardent desire to preach Christ and labor for 
the Church. For two reasons he said he desired 
to live, if it were the Master’s will ; First, for the 
sake of the Church — to labor in the cause of 
Christ ; secondly, on account of his family. But 
he submitted all to Him who doeth all things 
well. He lingered on until November 13, 1869, 
when his ransomed spirit soared to its rest and 
reward in heaven. As a preacher, he was ear- 
nest and pathetic. His style was rather topical 
than strictly textual — hortatory rather than ar- 
gumentative. He drew his artillery directly 
Irom the living oracles, and the unction of the 
Divine Spirit rendered the messages he delivered 
often quick and powerful. Sinners were awak- 
ened, mourners converted, and believers made 
to rejoice in God. He ever regarded the minis- 
try as the most sacred vocation on earth. His 
high appreciation of its sanctity and responsi- 
bility was such at times as almost to overpower 
his own spirit. He was a true itinerant in heart 
and practice. He remarked to a member of his 
charge a few days before his death; “Brother 
Koley, when I fall, it will be with my armor on.” 
He was a faithful pastor, an humble Christian, 
kind and obliging neighbor, tender father, and 
affectionate husband.

Daniel H. Parrish departed this life Eeb- 
ruary, 1871. Brother Parrish was admitted 
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into the traveling connection IVIareh, 1866, and 
served with aeeeptaneo until disabled by dis- 
ease. He enjoyed the iinpertant advantages 
of Christian nurture, and early in life deeicted 
to follow the steps of his father. This de- 
cision led him lirst to give his heart to God, 
and then to the ministry of our Lord Jesus. 
His peculiar talents were well suited to his 
vocation. In it ho commanded the attention 
which intelligence, piety, and warm and gen- 
erous sympathies usually secure. He was, more 
than is c<>mmon, fervent in prayer, and earnest 
in exhortation; and in none of the duties of 
his work did he appear to greater advantage 
than in the labors incident to revivals. A 
friend writes, “In these his soul took delight, 
and great success attended bis efforts.” The 
latter part of his life was embittered by many 
and sore trials. His wife died — his own health 
declined — his resources failed. These all com- 
bined to depress his spirits, but at the same 
time to refine his graces. He became more and 
more spiritual. The earth ceased to allure, 
and the stronger influence of heaven attracted 
thitherward. Fully aware of the near approach 
of death, he not only felt no fear, but desired 
his coming. The only care upon his heart was, 
that proper provision should be made for his 
motherless children. This care was Anally dis- 
charged. The last and only reason for cling- 
ing to life was that he might, to any people 
and in any place, preach Christ. But he felt 
that his work was done. His chamber was a 
privileged place to those who entered it. Its 
very atmosphere seemed tremulous with the 
wings of heavenly ministrants; an'd so he died 
— rather, so he entered upon his immortal life. 
Hi s remains were borne by his brethren from 
Central Church, in the city of Baltimore, to 
Loudon Park Cemetery, the place of burial, 
and there left, till the Lord shall come. We 
thank God upon every remembrance of him.

Thomas C. J ennings was born in the town 
of Hampton, Va., Oct. 23, 1823. His father, 
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"William K. Jennings, Esq.,*was an honored 
merchant of that place, and noted for his intel- 
ligence and upright Christian characteik At 
the age of 16 years, Thomas accompanied an 
older brother to Randolph Macon College, and 
while a student there was converted. Return- 
ing to his home, he united with the Methodist 
Protestant Church, the Church of his father, 
and in which he had been taught the truths of 
the gospel, and of which he continued an hon- 
ored and useful member up to the time he en- 
tered the itinerancy. His native modesty and 
Christian humility, combining with a sense of 
the awful responsibility of the ministerial office, 
concealed his thoughts and feelings in this be- 
half within the secrecy of his own bosom; but, 
yielding to the counsels of the pastor, he 
opened his mind and heart, and finally con- 
senting to devote himself to this calling, he re- 
ceived a license to preach from the Quarterly 
Conference, and exercised his gifts as occasion 
offered till the fall of 1845, when he was ad- 
mitted to the traveling connection of the Vir- 
ginia Conference of the Methodist Protestant 
Church, and appointed junior preacher on the 
Smithfield Circuit; but before the year ended, 
the pulpit of the Lynchburg Station becoming 
vacant, he was appointed to fill the unexpired 
term there, and at the end of the year was or- 
dained deacon and appointed to the Norfolk 
Station. What seldom occurs in the history 
of preachers was apparent in this brother — ^he 
entered upon his work full-grown; and it is 
doubtful if, during the twenty-six years of his 
ministry, there was any appreciable improve- 
ment in either the matter or the manner of his 
sermons. His early discourses gained him a 
reputation wherever he preached, and the an- 
nouncement of his name as the preacher of the 
day was enough to insure a full congregation. 
His talents were of no ordinary character, and 
fitted him to grace any pulpit. His style was 
chaste, easy, flowing, and often pathetic and 
beautiful; the effect winning, melting, subdu- 
ing. Everywhere the people wondered at the 
gracious words which he uttered, and hung 
with delight upon the message of the cross 
from his lips. About this time, being fond of 
the Muses, he frequented their mount, and 
coming thence redolent with the aroma of their 
groves, he gave numerous effusions to print 
which bore unmistakable evidences of poetic 
genius. But the sterner realities, with coming 
years of toil and care, called him from the cul- 
tivation of song to battle with the graver 
duties of matured manhood, and amid its se- 
verer conflicts imagination failed to plume its 
wings, and his visits to Parnassus were less 
frequent and inspiring. He continued in the 
active duties of the itinerant ministry until he 
thought himself compelled to locate and pro- 
vide for a growing family. Still, however, he 
retained his membership in the Conference, 
and, as opportunity afforded, filled the position 
and discharged the duties of the pastorate as 
best he could under the circumstances. All 
the while his heart yearned for entire conse- 
cration to the work, but his Conference could 


not give him employment that promised a 
support for his family. Amid all the toil and 
dust of secular engagements he kept his minis- 
terial robes unsoiled by censure or suspicion. 
Unlike some, he had not those sharply defined 
edges of positive character which too often cut 
and wound when friend is brought into severer 
contact with friend. The angularities of his 
nature, if he had them, were so rounded by 
the amiability of his disposition that he seldom 
offended, and hence no man complained against 
him. In truth, he preferred to suffer wrong 
rather than to vindicate his rights. Hence the 
jostling throng on life’s crowded way elbowed 
him as it pleased and heard no complaining 
word. He was amiable, if possible, to a fault — 
too kind to others to do justice to himself. A 
meekly patient pilgrim, not cast in the mold 
of this world’s spirit, he journeyed to the bet- 
ter land and entered the river in full view of 
the other shore. At the meeting of his Con- 
ference in Norfolk, Va., 1870, when the ques- 
tion of union between his own Conference and 
the Virginia Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, came up for final 
action, he voted in the affirmative; and at 
once, with others of his brethren, offered him- 
self to do the work of an effective itinerant, 
and was rejoiced at beholding an open door 
through which he might again enter upon a 
course of usefulness to others and happiness to 
himself. From the Conference in Lynchburg, 
last year, he was appointed to the charge of 
Hampton Circuit. Here, in the town of his birth, 
his youth, and manhood, where he was licensed 
to preach, and where he began his ministry, was 
he destined to close his labors. He repaired 
to his appointed post, welcomed by all, both in 
and out of the Church; but not one of that 
Quarterly Conference remained which twenty- 
five years before had granted him a license to 
preach. With his harness on, and at his work, 
he was called from labor and entered into rest 
Jan. 30, 1871. It seemed a strange providence 
that so soon called him hence after his recon- 
secration to the pastoral office; but God saw it 
well. His work was done. In many minds 
and hearts are treasured memories of this gentle 
servant of God, and often his name is spoken 
with a sad satisfaction by those who knew and 
loved him — ^loved him because they knew him. 
His name, his character, in many a household 
dwells in thought an ideal form ever welcome 
to the visions of the mind. Beyond many he 
had power over the pure affections of child- 
hood, and the little ones recognized in him a 
loving friend, and fearlessly sought his com- 
pany and indulged his caresses. Childlike 
himself, in pure affection and simple manner, 
no marvel that innocence intuitively sought 
his embrace. Thomas C. Jennings had his 
record on high, and while loved ones in the 
flesh mourn their loss, his eternal gain has re- 
associated him with loved ones on high, who 
doubtless hailed him a welcome partaker of 
their celestial joys. 

Humphrey Billups was bom of pious par- 
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exits in tlie county of Mathews, Va., Sept. 10, 
1786. His early years were spent when hut 
few educational advantages were possessed, 
and among a people where only the rudiments 
of a common English education could he ob- 
tained ; but, blessed with a good mind and 
much energy of purpose, he went forward to 
life’s battle determined to win. At the age of 
nineteen, the Spirit of God arrested him with 
the word of divine truth, preached by the Eev. 
John C. Ballew, and he made a public profes- 
sion of religion, and connected himself with 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. His earnest 
Christian life gave promise of good, and his 
brethren took note of him as a proper person 
for the work of the ministry; and his own con- 
victions pointing in the same direction, he ap- 
plied for a license to preach, which the Quar- 
terly Conference of Gloucester Circuit granted 
Sept. 3, 1812. With an open door into an ex- 
tensive field. Brother Billups entered with his 
Bible and Hymn-book, gathering information 
as he might from the few Methodist publica- 
tions then in circulation, and, fired with a 
warm heart and burning zeal, he told redemp- 
tion’s story. At this period of his history, 
Methodism was strong with youthful vigor, 
and such a laborer could do efiective service 
for the Church. The masses aroimd him heard 
the truth as he proclaimed it; and, hearing, 
believed and were saved. Thus he labored in 
the local ranks as a licentiate, till in due time 
he was graduated to the orders of deacon and 
elder, all the while increasing in knowledge 
and fitness for his work, till the year 1837, 
when he was admitted into the traveling con- 
nection of the Virginia Conference. He was 
now fifty-one years of age, and had a fund of 
experience accumulated through a ministerial 
exercise of twenty-five years. After entering 
the itinerancy, he traveled for some years on 
different circuits in Virginia and North Caro- 
lina, during which the Lord blessed his labors 
with signal success, hundreds of converts being 
reported in his charges. It would be gratify- 
ing here to enlarge, if possessed of the material 
facts necessary to a minute specification, but 
we are shut up to this general summary of his 
labors. It is known that the deceased was a 
good man and a successful worker in the vine- 
yard of the Master. He did not flash and flare 
in the pulpit, nor seek to dress his sermons in 
tinsel; his style was not ornate, but the truth 
as he preached it was effective. Age and in- 
firmity finally compelled him to desist from 
the active work of the Conference, and to ac- 
cept a superannuated relation, which he held 
for several years prior to his death. Brother 
Billups was a stranger to many members of 
the Conference, he had outlived many of the 
associates of his active ministry, and com- 
paratively few remembered the days of his 
strength. His last years were marked with 
ardent devotion to the Church, preaching as 
often as seemed practicable. His adherence to 
Methodist doctrine and polity was firm ; he 
remembered the olden time, and often referred 
to the past. His conversations frequently 


turned upon the approach of death, and his 
expressions were those of readiness for the 
change from earth to heaven. The aged pil- 
grim stood on the margin of the river, and was 
not startled when the dull, hoarse murmuring 
of the stream broke on his ear, but stepped 
down quietly into its waters, and passed over 
to the immortal shore. Thus died this man of 
God, on the 20th day of May, 1871, in the 
eighty-sixth year of his age.

George C. Bynum, son of Mark Bynum, 
was born in Chatham county, N. C., November 
15, 1847. He became conspicuously pious very 
early in life, and maintained the same character 
to its close. He was licensed to preach in the 
fall of 1866; was received on trial in the North 
Carolina Annual Conference, at Wilmington, 
December, 1867, and appointed to the Cumber- 
land Circuit. During the years 1868 and 1869, 
he was in charge of the Franklinsville Circuit. 
His last field of labor was the South Guilford 
Circuit, where he died, July 11, 1871. He was 
a successful and improving preacher, “full of 
faith and the Holy Ghost.” Wherever he went

of the shadow of death, I will fear no evil ; for 
thou art with me; thy rod and thy stafij they 
comfort me.”

J. W. Turner, eldest son of the late Eev. 
Allen Turner, of precious memory, was born 
July 8, 1827, and died in Senoia, Georgia, Alay 
27, 1871. He was converted and added to tlie 
Church in early life. He graduated at Emory 
College, was licensed to preach, and was mar- 
ried to Aliss Georgia A. Daniel, of Liberty 
county, during the year 1852. This Christian 
lady lived to bless him in his labors until 1858, 
when she was suddenly called up on high. 
Eleven years after this bereavement he was 
again blessed with a Christian wife — Alary J., 
daughter of Dr. Hunnicut, of Coweta county. 
She still survives, and, with the orphan children, 
well deserves the confidence of the Confer-

ence. He was received on trial in the Georgia 
Conference, at Lagrange, December, 1855, and 
ordained deacon by Bishop Andrew, in 1856, 
and elder by Bishop Pierce, 1858. The fol- 
lowing is a list of his appointments: 1856, 
Gainesville; 1857, Dahlonega; 1858, Palmetto; 
1859, Hinesville; 1860, Jacksonville; 1861, 
Dalton ; 1862, Hinesville ; 1863, Andrew 

Chapel, Savannah; 1864, Army Missionary; 
1865, Clinton; 1866, Jackson; 1867, Bruns- 
wick District; 1868, Jonesboro; 1869, Fayette- 
ville; 1870, Monroe. In all these appoint- 
ments he gave full proof of his ministry, 
except on Monroe Circuit, when rapidly de- 
clining health prevented his service; as, also, 
the Brunswick District, from which work the 
Bishop released him. As a minister, both ''in 
the pulpit and in the pastoral field, he had a 
heart for the work. His preaching was accord- 
ing to the New Testament pattern: “not with 
enticing words of man’s wisdom, hut in demon- 
stration of the Spirit and of power.” He was 
“in labors more abundant.” The prophetic 
words, belonging to our Saviour, might, in a 
subordinate sense, be applied to his servant: 
“The zeal of thine house hath eaten me up.” 
When his lungs were almost gone, this pale, 
feeble messenger of peace still persuaded men 
to be reconciled to God. The laborer still went 
forward in the harvest-field till he fainted amid 
the gathered sheaves, and was borne home to 
die. As a Christian he had lived so that he 
was ready to rest from his labors. When last 
spring was blooming into summer, our brother 
was clothed with immortality. Triumphant 
was his departure. We learn that he sent 
to this Conference the message: “With all my 
imperfections, I find my feet planted on the 
Eock.” His last whispers were: “Home!” — 
“Heaven!” — “No clouds!” 

Alfred G. Carpenter was bom in South 
Carolina, August 1, 1837. In 1842 his father, 
Thomas Carpenter, moved and settled in Stiles- 
boro, Cass county, Ga. Alfred professed re- 
ligion and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, when he was only fourteen 
years of age. Some time afterward he became 
careless on the subject of religion, and lost its 
enjoyment and power, and was not reclaimed 
until he was about eighteen years of age. He 
was then licensed to exhort, and served the 
Church in that relation, and as a Sunday-school 
superintendent, until he was twenty-five years 
of age. On December 13, 1860, he married 
Miss Mary Hubbard, of Polk county, Ga. In 
1862 he was licensed to preach the gospel by 
the Eev. Jno. W. Glenn, and served the Church 
as a local preacher for six years. He served 
the Dallas Circuit, as a supply, in 1868. He 
was admitted on trial in the North Georgia 
Conference, at Griffin, in the fall of 1868, and 
sent back to the Dallas- Circuit in 1869. He 
was ordained an elder at Griffin, Ga., and con- 
tinued on trial in the Conference at Kome. 
He was received into full connection at Au- 
gusta, in November, 1870. He served the 
Gumming Circuit in 1870, and was reappointed 


to the same work for 1871. Such is the brief 
record of the ministerial service of our young 
friend and brother. Carpenter, until disease and 
death came and released him from his labors 
in the Church below. Pulmonary consump- 
tion, that insidious disease so often eluding 
observation and baffling all skill, seized upon 
him, and so prostrated his powers that he was 
unable to do any work during the current year. 
At last he was confined to his bed, and after 
much suffering, characterized by many blessed 
spiritual fruits and graces, he died on the 31st 
of September last, in the parsonage at Gum- 
ming, in great peace and triumph. He was a 
noble type of a Christian gentleman, was 
greatly beloved by his charge, and died deeply 
lamented by all who knew him. He leaves a 
widow, who was a devoted wife and partici- 
pant in his various joys and sorrows, and also 
five little children, between the ages of two 
and ten years, dependent on the prayers and 
charities of the Church, and the professional 
aid and care of the Conference, and of that 
God whom the preacher, the husband, and the 
father served so well. Let us not forget him 
and his! 

Forget not the dead who have loved, who have left us, 
W1 lo bend o’er us now from their bright homes 
above. 

But believe — never doubt — that the God who bereft us, 
Permits them to mingle with friends they still love. 

Great faith, exemplary piety, and constant 
prayer, characterized the life of our deceased 
brother. He relinquished his work with great 
regret, but left it, it is said, in a healthier state 
than it had been previously for years. The 
mystery of God’s providence, and the recon- 
ciliation of the divine goodness with the divine 
administration in his own affiictions and dis- 
appointment, in the early surrender of his 
ministerial hopes of usefulness, was a problem 
which disturbed his mind sorely for weeks 
before his death; but at last faith triumphed 
over reason — ^he found peace and resignation 
to the divine will, and he said just before his 
departure, “ My sky has been all clouded, but 
now it is all clear;” and so he surrendered 
earth’s hopes, dear as life, for the better hopes 
set before him in Christ above, and the eternal 
inheritance at God’s right hand. Let us imi- 
tate his example, and so live in the earlier days 
that in the latter days we may say with Goethe, 
at the age of seventy-five, “ One must of course 
think frequently of death, but the thought 
never gives me the least uneasiness. I am so 
fully convinced that the soul is indestructible, 
and that its activity will continue through 
eternity; it is like the sun which, to our earthly 
eyes, seems set in night, but in reality has gone 
to diffuse its effulgence in other lands.” Let 
us so live that, when the sun of life goes down, 
we may say, with our brother, “My sky is all 
clear.” ^Vhy should we weep for him? for 
another has beautifully said, “Joy most of all 
loves to see death at her festive board — for he 
is himself a joy and the last rapture of earth. 
Only the vulgar can confound the heaven- 
ward flight of humanity into the far-off land 
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of eternal spring with the funereal phenomena 
of e^rth.” 

Not for him, but for us. should our tears now l»e shed, 
Moune-mourn for the living, hut not for the dead. 

Lt“t the dirge be unsung — awaken the psalm ; 

No cypress for him who lies crowned with the palm.

John M. Bonnell, John S. Ford. 2. 

John M. Bonnell was a native, of Bucks 
county, Pennsylvania, but reared principally 
in the city of Philadelphia. He graduated at 
Jefferson College, in his native State, at about 
the age of eighteen, and, before he attained 
majority, came to Georgia. Here, with the 
exception of three or four years’ absence from 
the State, he remained and labored as preacher 
of the gospel and teacher of youth, mainly as 
teacher of young ladies, till called from the 
toils of earth to the rest and rewards of heaven. 
He was reared religiously; trained up as a 
strict Presbyterian; yet “at one period of life 
he was perplexed with religious doubts, ap- 
proximating absolute unbelief.” But in 1842, 
among the Methodists at Greenville, Ga., “less 
by a process of theological reasoning” and in- 
vestigation than by an exhibition of the power 
of the grace of God, his doubts were dispelled,

uml si>on after thisi, under the influence of a 
happy religinus experience, ho became an ear- 
nest Christian worker. In 1846, ho was ad- 
mitted into the Georgia Conference, and for a 
short while traveled; hut his brethren were 
not h>n^ in recoj'nizinj; his jieculiar fltness for 
the vocation of a teacher, and to this field of 
labt>r he wius assigned, atid therein continued 
and labi>red with eminent success and useful- 
ness the remainder of his life. At the time 
of his death he was and had been for eleven 
vears the honored and eflicient President of 
NVesleyan Female College, Macon, Ga. Ho 
ditni Saturday night. Sept. 80, 1871, the last 
day but one of the summer vacation. Many 
of the young ladies had returned to the Col- 
lege, and gathered around their much-loved 
President. Some guests were with him, and, 
in more than usual Duoyancy of spirits, he had 
divided attention during the evening between 
his visitors and the young lady pupils. At 10 
o’clock he conducted his venerable and vene- 
rated friend, Dr. Lovick Pierce, who was on a 
visit to the College, to his room, bidding him 
a cheerful and affectionate good night, repaired 
to his own room to retire to rest from the toils 
of the day and w-eek, preparatory to the duties 
and privileges of the approaching Sabbath, 
when suddenly he was stricken down with dis- 
ease of the heart, and at half-past 11 o’clock his 
pure spirit passed away, and he was numbered 
with the dead. The Sabbath dawned upon 
his lifeless remains — ^the soul had gone to end- 
less rest. Dr. Bonnell possessed a clear intel- 
lect, highly cultivated. Broad and compre- 
hensive was the scope of his intelligence, yet 
minute and accurate in the details of his in- 
formation. He was of versatile talent, and 
might have become eminent in any department 
of science, art, or literature. He was one of 
the purest, gentlest, and best of men; deeply 
aflFectionate, eminently sweet-spirited, even- 
tempered, patient, affable, “ with a charity that 
neither thought nor spoke evil of any.” “As 
^•etiring from public notice as a woman, yet 
brave and most conscientious in uttering his 
convictions and discharging his duty. Of his 
personal religion he thought disparagingly, 
and spoke in abhorrence of his own innate sin- 
fulness. To him sin was an enormity, not so 
much on account of its future retributions, as 
because it despoils the soul of purity and of 
conformity to the divine image, which he be- 
lieved to be the privilege of every created in- 
telligence. With a deep and abiding sense of 
the weakness and depravity of fallen nature, 
and fearing there might be evil latent in him- 
self, only lacking temptation or opportunity 
to develop into wicked action, he clung with 
child-like simplicity to Christ and to his work, 
and in believing found strength, support, and 
comfort.” One of his most intimate and con- 
fidential friends, in writing a notice of his 
death, says of him: “Of ^1 men whom we 
have known amid the multiform trials of an 
active life, in which the care of many other 
persons devolved on him — a care naturally 
charged with many trials of his character— of 


all such j)er8onB, we know of none who could 
us easily attbrd to die, if we may say so, with- 
out an hour to devote to self-cxariiination and 
prayer, before he gathered up his feet into the 
bed, and yielded up the ghost, to be gathered 
to his pe(jple, as our departed brother, John 
Mitchell Bonnell.” 

John S. Ford was born in Chester District, 
South Carolina, Feb. 6, 1790, and died in Ma- 
con, Ga., Nov. 9, 1871. Of this father in Is- 
rael and venerable man of God, much could be 
said, but we must content ourselves with the 
statement of a few facts, which we gather from 
a sketch of his life, written by himself. While 
an infant, he was consecrated to God, in bap- 
tism, by his mother, who was not, at that time, 
a Church member; and he testifies that the 
knowledge of this fact had upon him, in after 
years, a most salutary influence. When about 
thirteen years of age, he was the subject of 
strong religious impressions. He was over- 
whelmed by conviction of his sinfulness and 
peril. He mistook the sense of guilt for an 
evidence of his being one of the reprobates, 
and came near yielding to despair; but, una- 
ble to bear the intolerable burden that was 
upon his conscience, he cried to God to have 
mercy upon him, for Christ’s sake, and God 
heard his cry, and the answer came in saving 
power, in converting grace, in peace past un- 
derstanding, and joy unspeakable. In 1805, 
Brother Ford joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, under the ministry of the Bev. Jesse 
Kichardson, who read the General Rules of the 
Church and announced that he would open the 
door of the Church that evening. Young 
Ford took the matter into serious considera- 
tion. His conscience indorsed the General 
Rules, his judgment indorsed the doctrines of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, and he de- 
termined to cast in his lot with the Methodists. 
In his eighteenth year, he felt called to the 
“office and work of the ministry.” For a long 
time he resisted this convictiom, on the ground 
that he had neither natural nor acquired qual- 
ifications for the work. He yielded at last, 
and determined to obey what he believed to be 
the voice of God. On Nov. 3, 1809, he was li- 
censed to preach, and recommended to the An- 
nual Conference; he was admitted on trial, 
and appointed junior preacher on the Apa- 
lachee Circuit. Here his mental trials were 
very great. Within the bounds of the Circuit 
lived Hope Hull, Benjamin Blanton, and Jo- 
siah Randal, who had been giants in the itin- 
erant ranks, and were still popular preachers. 
The circuit had been served by such men as 
Hilliard Judge, Russell, Tarpley, and Lovick 
Pierce. The boy-preacher felt utterly dis- 
couraged by a sense of inferiority, and deter- 
mined to retire from the work. With this 
purpose he went to the first Quarterly Con- 
ference. A sermon from Dr. Pierce, the Pre- 
siding Elder, on the work of the ministry, 
completely revolutionized Brother Ford’s pur- 
poses upon that subject, and he went from the 
Quarterly Conference to proclaim more dili- 
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gently and fairtifully the gospel of the grace 
of (/od. Jle was greatly blessed in his work; 
during the year, lie received into the Church 
over one hundred fiersons, one of whom after- 
ward became a prominent memljer of the South 
Carolina Conference. The next year he was 
appointed to a circuit in what was then the 
Mississippi Territory, nearly five hundred 
miles from home. In order to reach this cir- 
cuit, he had to travel upon horseback, and for 
three hundred miles through an unbroken 
wilderness, intiabited only by Indians. The 
journey was made safely. The circuit ex- 
terided from the Tombigl>ee River, in what is 
now Alabama, to the Chickasaw River, in the 
State of Mississippi. The distance l^tween 
the appointments was very great, the creeks 
and rivers without bridges, and, through the 
winter, very deep, and the roads only Indian 
trails through the forests. But the* Master 
was with his servant, and gloriously rewarded 
him for his toil. In October, 1812, Brother 
Ford was appointed to Ojielousas Mission. 
Here he had hard work. Popery prevailed, 
and the missionary had to endure much from 
the hatred of a population that despised his 
course. But a measure of success attended his 
labors, and a few precious souls were won to 
Christ. In 1813, he was appointed to the 
Pearl River Circuit, in Mississippi; in 1814, to 
the Tombigbee Circuit. In October, 1815, he 
was ordained deacon by Bishop Asbury, and 
appointed to a work in East Tennessee. In 
1816, he was transferred to the South Carolina 
Conference, and appointed to Union Circuit. 
In January, of this year, he was married to 
Miss Jane F. McLuer, who, for more than 
forty years, was to him a wife indeed. Seven 
yeai’S after her death, he writes : “ I have been 
a lonely wanderer ever since; she was the wife' 
of my youth and the mother of my children, 
and my faithful companion for forty years; 
and through all those years, where she was, 
was my home; when she was satisfied, I was 
happy; when she was distressed, I was wretch- 
ed. *My heart’s affections centered upon her; 
and when she was taken away, I was like a 
vessel loosed from its moorings, and tossed 
from wave to wave upon the ocean of life. 
Lord help me to be resigned, and patiently 
wait until my change come.” In 1818, Brother 
Ford was ordained elder by Bishop Roberts, 
and appointed to the Black Mountain Circuit, 
North Carolina. This was his last work in the 
itinerancy for many years. Fearing that he 
would not be able to support his family in the 
itinerancy, he located — a thing by no means un- 
common in those days — a step, however, which 
Brother Ford ever afterward deplored as a 
great mistake of his life. In his sixty-first year, 
Brother Ford applied for readmission into the 
Georgia Conference, and was received. He 
served several works faithfully, but the in- 
firmities of age were coming on, his hearing 
wa^ entirely gone, and, his brethren thinking 
it impossible for him to do efficient service, 
in 1837, gave him a superannuated relation to 
the Conference, which relation he sustained 
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until the day of his death. It is impossible 
for us to think of .John S. Ford without feel- 
ings of the highest esteem and most profound 
veneration. lie was a h^ro — a Chrisstian hero. 
His heroism was manifested alike in his ar- 
duous lalx^rs, particularly those of his early 
ministry, and in his deep and sore afflictions 
and sufferings. Whether we contemplate him 
in his aciixt or pasmte stages in life, he is alike 
grand. He dared to toil for his Master, know- 
ing of whom he had receivtid his “office and 
ministry;” he was courageous to suffer, know- 
ing that though “no affliction for the present 
seerrieth joyous, but grievous, afterward it 
yieldeth the peaceable fruit of righteousness 
to them who are exercised thereby.” In no 
one, perhaps, have the two elements of Chris- 
tian character, doing and suffering, been so 
(y^mpletely compounded as in our lamented 
father in Israel, Rev. John S. Ford. As a- 
preacher. Brother Ford was plain, practical, 
impressive, and often powerful. He delighted 
in the doctrines of his Church, but espiecially 
in the doctrine of “Christ crucified” — Chrxjst 
crucified gor all. This was his favorite theme. 
Many, very many, are the seals to his minis- 
try — some to glory gone, others following 
after. It was a source of deep regret to him 
in his latter years that he was unable to pro- 
claim the good news of salvation. Though 
unable to preach himself, he would encourage 
other of his brethren in the work by taking 
his seat in the sanctuary whenever opportunity 
offered and health allowed. He said, “I can- 
not hear, but I can make one more, and thus 
encourage my brethren.” He often rejoiced in 
the bouse of God, although he could not hear 
a word that was uttered. He employed much 
of his latter years in reading. He delighted 
to read about the Church — its past history, 
present operations, and prospects for the future; 
he read the Advocate.^ of the Church; he was 
specially interested, the last two or three years 
of his life, in reading Stevens’s “History of 
Methodism,” and “History of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church,” by the same author. In 
the latter he found some inaccuracies, which 
he took the liberty to correct, and turned the 
corrections over to a member of this Confer- 
ence. The old man was declining — the hero 
approached the last battle; his sufferings 
greatly increased; his last weeks were weeks 
of intense suffering, but he was cared for with 
all the tenderness and love that it was possible 
for his dearest earthly friends to command. 
It was impossible to hold any communication 
with him during his last days; but why wish 
for dying testimony from one, the testimony 
of whose long life of unremitting toil and pa- 
tient sufferings is so bright? He died as he 
had lived, veil. His life was a triumph, and 
so was his death. Thus it ever is; the Chris- 
tian hero’s life is the truthful forecast of the 
Christian hero’s death. Our hero has fallen, 
but he fell like his Master, for “he conquered 
when he fell.” May the memory of his pre- 
cious life of doing and suffering, his triumphs, 
death, and the hope of his eternal salvation. 
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encourage and strengthen the few of his coad- 
jutors in early labors who survive him, and 
stimulate all of his successors to noble deeds 
of Christian faith and love!

Andrew J. Woldridge was horn in Prank- 
lin, Tenn., June 3, 1836. In his youth he gave 
his heart to God, and became a member of the 
M. E. Church, South. In the spring of 1855 
he graduated as a physician at the University 
of Nashville. In October of the same year he 
was admitted on trial into the Tennessee Con- 
ference. In December^ 1860, having then re- 
ceived elder’s orders, he was transferred to the 
Florida Conference, of which he continued a 
faithful and influential member till called to 
his reward. He filled several of the most im- 
portant charges in this Conference with great 
usefulness, winning all hearts by the amiable 
gentleness of bis deportment, and, by tbe purity 
of his own life, commending the truth to every 
man’s conscience. He was an intelligent the- 
ologian, an effective preacher, a holy, spiritual 
man. In 1870 and 1871 he was Presiding Elder 
of the Tallahassee District. Early last year 
his health failed. His disease was pulmonary 
consumption. Slowly and painfully his life 
waned. In addition to his physical sufferings, 
the prospect of leaving his beloved wife and 
two little children in loneliness and poverty 
laid its heavy burden on his heart. But he 
had learned to suffer as well as to do the will 
of God. His patient cheerfulness never abated; 
his triumphant faith never wavered; and on 
October 3, 1871, full of unutterable peace and 
heavenly joy, he departed to his eternal rest. 

Thomas Taylor, a member of this Confer- 
ence, on the supernumerary list, departed this 
life in October last. We do not know the 
date of his birth; but his age, when he died, 
must have been more than three-score and 
ten years. He was a member on trial of the 
Florida Conference at its organization, and 
was afterward admitted into full connection, 
and received deacon’s and elder’s orders. He 
was a good man, loving God and the Church, 
and rendered valuable service to the cause of 
Christ. His end was peace.

John B. Poweks was born May 16, 1814, in 
Union District, South Carolina, and died near 
Monticello, Ala., March 30, 1871. In prepar- 
ing this memorial of him, we are largely 
indebted to the Rev. J. W. Rush, of Alabama 
Conference. Brother Powers removed to Ala- 
bama at the age of nineteen, and shortly after- 
ward was converted to God. Very soon after 
this he felt it to be his duty to preach the 
gospel, but hesitated on account of a native 
modesty and the want of education. He filled, 
however, the offices of steward, class-leader, 
and exhorter on the circuit, and in the dis- 
charge of these duties was slowly led into the 
clear conviction of his duty. He hesitated no 
longer, and in 1845 or 1846, while residing in 
Talladega county, received license to preach. 
After ^pme years’ labor as a local preacher, he 
was elected to orders, and ordained a deacon in 
1856. At this time he was admitted into the 
Alabama Conference on trial, and appointed to 
the Weewokaville Circuit. He filled success- 
ively the Harpersville and the Moscow Cir- 
cuits. In 1861 he entered the Confederate 
army in command of a company. His health 
failed, however, and he returned. In 1863-4- 
5, and 6, he was Presiding Elder of the Jasper 
District. His administration was successful. In 
1867 he served the Elyton Circuit; 1868 and 9, 
the Murfree’s Valley Circuit; 1870, the Jones- 
boro Circuit. In 1871 he was appointed to the 
Monticello Circuit, but died early in the spring. 
Brother Powers was a man of deep convic- 
tions. He was a practical man, an earnest 
man, an energetic man. He was a conscien- 
tious man, a pious man. He was a well-bal- 
anced man, he was a brave nmn. His admin- 
istration as Presiding Elder was -marked by 
promptness and great faithfulness in the dis- 
charge of all the duties pertaining to his office. 
His broad common sense, and acquaintance 
with men, gave him wisdom in council. As a 


preacher, he was sometimes moving in his 
appeals to the emotions. Being a man of warm 
sensibilities himself, he had influence over the 
sensibilities of others. Concerning his last 
hours, we quote from Brother Rush’s obituary 
notice: “His last siekness was protracted and 
painful, but he endured it with fortitude and 
resignation. He never once murmured, but 
was cheerful, and even humorous at times, 
though he felt it would prove his last illness. 
He met death with great calmness, saying to 
one who, but a few days before he died, was 
talking to him on the subject, ‘Sir, I am not 
dreading the future, nor thinking much about 
it; I attended to that long ago; I have lived 
for years with reference to death, and now 
have no dread of it whatever. If it was God’s 
will, I would like to live a few years longer, on 
account of my wdfe and little boys; but he 
knows best, and I leave it all with him.’ He 
had his friends to sing the songs of Zion to 
him, and talked with them much of heaven. 
He retained his reason clear to the last, and 
died triumphing over the enemy. When they 
saw he was going rapidly away from the 
shore. Rev. M. G. Foust asked him if the way 
was clear, to which he replied, ‘All right.’ 
These were his last words, intelligently, dis- 
tinctly, triumphantly spoken. In the same 
corner of the same room where he died, the 
spirit of the venerable patriarch. Rev. Jno. 
Foust, was a few years ago released from his 
burdens and cares, and went up to enter into 
the joy of his Lord. There our dear Brother 
Powers has gone to meet him.” 

E. Caples Odom was not with us long 
enough to win many personal friends, yet of 
those who did know him, and among those 
whom he served, he has some warm, admiring 
friends, who loved him in life, and delight now 
to do honor to his memory. Brother Odom 
was born July 29, 1834. Having lost his 
father early in life, his mother, with him and 
an elder daughter, removed to Autaugaville, 
Ala. His mother and sister were members 
of the Methodist Protestant Church, and in 
that Church he was reared. From a boy, under 
the influence of pious training and example, 
he gave his heart and life to Christ. As he 
began to develop into manhood, his thirst for 
knowledge, and often-expressed convictions of 
his duty to preach, induced his friends to send 
him to school in order to prepare hhn for j;he 
university. He was at school about one year. 
He was afterward licensed to preach in the 
Methodist Protestant Church, and served that 
Church with fidelity and great usefulness until 
Dec., 1869, when he withdrew from it and con- 
nected himself with the M. E. Church, South. 
He joined the Montgomery Conference at 
Union Springs, Ala., and was appointed to 
the Fayetteville Circuit. At the session of 
the North Alabama Conference in Gadsden, 
1870, he was reappointed to the Fayetteville 
Circuit, which he was serving when he died. 
Brother Odom was a spiritual man. His 
preaching w’as always characterized by thought 
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and deep religious experience. His life was 
consistent. In his contact with all men he 
was always the same prudent, thoughtful, 
gentle, earnest, Christian man. His last hours 
were often cheered by bright evidences of his 
acceptance with God, and his last expressions 
were of resignation to his will, and of great 
confidence in hope of future life. His Church 
was devoted to him, and the community at 
large manifested their grief at his death by a 
very large attendance on the occasion of his 
funeral. We commend his widow and three 
children to the mercy of God and care of the 
Church.

William G. McGaughey was born in Da- 
vidson county, Tennessee, Jan. 12, 1812. His 
parents were members of the Presbyterian 
Church, and doubtless he received his earliest 
religious impressions at the home of his child- 
hood. He was converted when twenty-one 
years of age, on the Randolph Camp-ground, 
in Tipton county. West Tennessee, and joined 
the Methodist Church before the close of the 
meeting. He married Miss Harriet Dill, March 
5, 1834. He was licensed to exhort at Holly 
Springs, Miss., about 1843, under Rev. William 
McMahon. The ensuing fall he received li- 
cense as a local preacher, and accomplished 
much good for the Church in this capacity. 
He was a Bible Agent for the American Bible 
Society several years before and after he ob- 
tained license to exhort and preach, and as 
such traveled over a large portion of North 
Mississippi. He was elected to deacon’s orders 
at Jackson, Tenn., by the Memphis Conference, 
and ordained by Bishop Soule, Nov. 28, 1847. 
He was elected to elder’s orders at Brownsville, 
Tenn., by the Memphis Conference, and or- 
dained by Bishop Andrew, Dec. 5, 1852. He 
came to Louisiana from Holly Springs, Miss., 
and was admitted on trial in Louisiana Con- 
ference at its session at Bastrop, December, 
1855, and was appointed to Swan Lake; the 
next year, to Swan Lake and Pecan Grove. 
He was appointed to Lake Providence in 1858. 
His work, in 1859 and 1860, was Carroll Cir- 
cuit. In 1861 and 1862, his field was Tensas 
and Elizabeth Chapel. In 1863, he was on the 
Tensas Mission. In 1864, he was appointed 


to Wesley, Tensas, and Jordan Chapel. In 
1865 and 1866, he was placed upon the Tensas 
District. In 1867, 1868, and 1869, he was sent 
to the Lake Providence District; in 1870, to 
Carroll Circuit; and, in 1871, he received his 
last appointment upon earth — that of Lake 
Providence — for death came and bore him 
hence to heaven, before he had even entered 
this field of labor. Brother McGaughey went 
to the last session of Conference, at New Or- 
leans, in most excellent health and spirits. 
His' home while there was with his old friend, 
Brother Henry Given, whom he highly es- 
teemed. He was deeply interested in the Con- 
ference session, and was present from its open- 
ing to its close, and appeared to be much grat- 
ified both at what he heard and saw of the 
happy progress of Southern Methodism in 
Louisiana. On the day following the final 
adjournment of the Conference, he complained 
of slight illness, and declined returning to 
Vicksburg, en route home, by the cars, but took 
the steamer R. E. Lee, which left that evening 
at 6 o’clock. He reached that city Friday 
evening, Jan. 13, and went up to the Prentiss 
House, through a heavy storm of cold wind 
and rain ; but this exposure did not injure his 
health, for on the next morning he, with other 
ministers, took the cars at Delta for Delhi 
promptly, and during the trip, which was very 
slow and tedious, though less than fifty miles, 
he was quite cheerful and happy. On the Sab- 
bath, Jan. 15, he reached his home, and was 
thrice blessed in meeting the loved ones of his 
heaft, safe and sound. And their joy was in- 
creased to see him return in such good health 
and buoyancy of spirits; for he usually came 
back from Conference more or less indisposed. 
On Tuesday night, Jan. 17, he was attacked 
with a chill, succeeded by fever; and, when he 
grew no better, first one and then two physi- 
cians were called in, who were unremitting in 
their attentions to the sufterer, both day and 
night; but all earthly efforts produced no 
change for the better. He seemed to indulge 
the idea, soon after the commencement of 
his sickness, that he should not live, and made 
an effort to arrange his business affairs. He 
conversed very sparingly during the whole of 
his sickness, perhaps from the peculiar nature 
of his disease, which was said to be pneumonia. 
He requested prayer, at several different times, 
and the reading of the Holy Scriptures in con- 
nection with it. The last lesson he ever heard 
read from the sacred volui'ne was the forty- 
second Psalm, selected by himself, and which 
commences thus: “As the hart panteth after 
the water-brooks, so panteth my soul after 
thee, O God. My soul thirsteth for God, even 
for the living God. When shall I come and 
appear before God?” While the inspired 
words of this Psalm were read, his whole soul 
seemed to tear itself away from the shadows 
of earth, and fix itself resignedly upon the re- 
alities of eternity. His eyes pierced as it were 
through the dark clouds that lower in the vale 
of death, hiding the eternal world from fleshly 
gaze, to the distant realms of unending rest 
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and love. Prayer and part of a favorite hymn 
followed this lesson. After this he gradually 
g'ew weaker, and his mind wandered increas- 
ingly, till Thursday, Jan. 26, at 6 o’clock p.m., 
when he calmly closed his eyes forever upon 
all earthly scenes. His remains were deposited 
near the top of a high mound, a short distance 
from Floyd, where they still rest. His death 
is universally regretted on the Lake Provi- 
dence District, not only by the Church, but 
also by the world, who esteemed him very 
highly. Brother McGaughey was looked upon 
as a man of remarkably line sense. He had 
marked traits of character in his pulpit eflbrts 
and social intercoui’se. He possessed a Vann, 
tender, loving heart, and a high sense of Chris- 
tian honor. He was an excellent preacher of 
the simple gospel of Christ, and his preaching 
did good, particularly in protracted efforts. 
He was a man of great faith in God, and un- 
sw’erving in the discharge of his ministerial 
duties, as the following incident will show: He 
w'as going to Delhi, just after the close of 
the war, when times were unusually hard and 
bread scarce. It was in the evening, and he 
met an old friend who excused himself for not 
inviting him to his home. AVhen he reached 
town, no person opened a door to receive him 
for the night. He deliberately turned his 
horse loose in the street to shift for himself, 
and went up to the tavern with his saddle-bags 
in his hand, where he got his supper and bed 
for the night. Next morning, when he went 
to pay his bill, he was politely informed that 
it had been settled. He then set out to look 
for his horse, and, after a long search, found 
him, not in the street nor on the common, but 
in a good stable, standing behind a trough well 
filled with corn. Other facts from his useful 
life might be given here; but the above is suf- 
ficient to exhibit to us his unshaken reliance in 
the gracious promises of Christ, his untiring 
love for the Church, and his zeal for the souls 
of men. 

Thomas Samford closed his earthly pil- 
grimage in the city of Jefferson, Texas, July 
28, 1871, it being the eighty-third anniversary 
of his birth. He was ordained a deacon by 
Bishop George, in July, 1821; and by the same 
Bishop he was set apart to the oflBce of elder 
in 1824. In the days of his strength he was a 
preacher of great power and influence in the 
Church. He lived in Jefferson the last three 
years. His pastor reports him as a meek, pa- 
tient servant of God, waiting for his release from 
suffering, and for the reward of fldelity meri- 
toriously concentering in the Redeemer of 
sinners. His death was more the result of the 
cessation of the life-power than of disease. 
The weary wheels of life showed signs of a loss 
of momentum on Wednesday afternoon; a 
profound coma ensued, and the respiration was 
disturbed, but without consciousness of pain. 
On Thursday he uttered a few words indicative 
of triumph, and on Friday evening the wheels 
stopped their sluggish motion. The silver 
cord was loosed, the golden bowl broken, and 


all that was spiritual and immortal of this re- 
nowned father mounted on high, and gravi 
tated to the center of all good. He was a su- 
perannuated member of the Louisiana Confer- 
ence for more than tw^enty years. The Con- 
ference has ever had the highest appreciation 
of his character, and now have “ hope in his 
death.”

John Blacklidge, late of Jones county. 
Miss,, died at the residence of his son, J. G. 


Blacklidge, in the early portion of last autumn. 
He died in the full hope of a blissful immor- 
tality. Our beloved brother was born and 
brought up in South Carolina, and emigrated 
to Mississippi when he was quite a young man. 
Soon after he came to Mississippi he embraced 
religion, and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. In about a year after his connection 
with the Church began, he was appointed class- 
leader. After serving the Church in that 
capacity a short time, he was licensed to exhort, 
and then to preach. He served the Church in 
the capacity of a local preacher for perhaps 
twenty-five years, more or less. In 1853 he 
joined the Methodist Protestant Church, and 
still continued to work in the capacity of a 
local preacher till 1867. ^ In that year he was 
received as a traveling preacher into the Mis- 
sissippi Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Protestant Church. He traveled a small cir- 
cuit two years, when his health declined, and 
he was compelled to give up the work. Brother 
Blacklidge was a warm advocate for the union 
of the Methodist Protestant Church and the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. He lived 
and rejoiced to see the two Mississippi Confer- 
ences unite. By the union he was restored to 
the Church of his early love and choice. His 
life was characterized by consistent piety, fer- 
vent zeal, and faithful labor. In his last sick- 
ness and death he was sustained by the calm 
philosophy of the religion he had so long pro- 
fessed. His heart was warm and his friendship 
true. He leaves quite a number of children 
and grandchildren, and a large circle of rela- 
tions and friends to mourn for him.

C. B. Harris, A. J. See, J. I. E. Byrd. 3. 

Charles B. Harris was horn in Tennessee, 
March 26, 1800, and died in Marshall county. 
Miss., December 9, 1870. In early life he 
made a profession of religion and united with 
the Methodist Church, whose doctrine and 
discipline he prized most highly. He was a 
preacher for forty -six years, twenty -six of 
which were spent in the itinerancy, in the 
Tennessee and Memphis Conferences. He was 
at the time of his death a member of the 
North Mississippi Conference, and was in at- 
tendance during its first session, when he wnis 
attacked with the disease that terminated his 
earthly career. Since the war he has sustained 
a superannuated relation, but he had regular 
appointments for preaching, and rendered effi- 
cient aid to the circuit preacher during revival 
seasons. His ministry -was characterized by 
strict fidelity to the duties of his high calling, 
for he was a “faithful dispenser” of the word, 
and was successful in winning souls to Christ. 
Many will rise up in the last day and “call 
him blessed.” As a man and as administer he 
was above reproach, and was universally loved, 
and he died as he had lived. When it became 
evident that his end was near, he was ques- 
tioned with reference to his future prospects. 


He calmly replied: “Why ask such a ques- 
tion? That matter was settled long ago.” 
Calling his family to his bedside, he conversed 
with them, making frequent allusions to his 
past life; he gave them his dying advice and 
blessing, after which he sunk rapidly, and 
talked but little. He talked inc(jherently 
about Conference, where he imagined himself 
to be, and sometimes conversed with the breth- 
ren upon subjects connected with the interests 
of the Church. The last words which trem- 
bled on his dying lips were, “I am almost 
there; blessed Jesus,” and in a short time 
passed from earth to heaven. A large family 
is left to finish life’s journey without their 
loved one. The Rev. J. B. Harris, of the Illi- 
nois Conference of the M. E. Church, South, 
is a son of the deceased. 

Andrew J. See was born December 6, 1832, 
He was converted and joined the 31. E. Church, 
South, at the age of fifteen or sixteen, and 
was licensed to preach in 1854, in the fall of 
which year he was admitted on trial in the 
3Iemphis Conference. He filled the following 
appointments — viz., Fulton Circuit, 1854-55; 
Pontotoc Circuit, 1855-56; Pontotoc Station, 
1856-57; Trenton Station, 1857-58; Jackson 
Circuit, 1858-59, 1859-60; Holly Springs Sta- 
tion, 1860-61, 1861-62; Pontotoc Circuit and 
Colored 3Iission, 1862-63; Aberdeen Station, 
1863-64; Sardis Station, 1865-66, 1866-67, 
1867-68, 1868-69; Hernando District, 1869- 
70; Sardis and Shiloh, 1870-71. Here his la- 
bors ended, his glorious reward began, and will 
never end. He was happily married to 3Iiss 
Leona J. Camp, *of Pontotoc county, 3Iiss., 
November 25, 1858. One dear child preceded 
him to heaven, and five little daughters, with 
his wife, survive to mourn their loss, but in 
hope of reunion. Truly may it be said of 
him, that a great and good man has fallen. 
His life was pure and blameless — he was kind 
and generous as a neighbor; benevolent and 
useful as a citizen; loving as a husband; ten- 
der and affectionate as a father; uniform and 
consistent as a Christian; earnest and zealous 
as a minister; he embodied all those qualities 
and virtues of head and heart which render 
him truly a paragon of human excellence. 
During his last illness he bore his sufferings 
with the patience and fortitude which the 
Christian alone can exercise. “ The Lord’s will 
be done,” he would often exclaim, and when suf- 
fering intensely he would repeat some passage 
of Scripture of this character; “For 1 reckon, 
that the sufferings of this present time are not 
worthy to be compared with the glory which 
shall be revealed in us.” A short time before 
his death, he called a brother minister to his 
bedside, and sent his message of love to the 
preachers, “Tell them,” he said, “farewell, 
God bless you, I love you much.” Brother 
See felt that his work was done, as he expressed 
it. The day he was taken sick, he remarked: 
‘‘3Iy constitution is wrecked; I cannot stand 
it much longer. I would rather live, if it is 
the Lord’s will that I regain my health. I 
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regret leaving my dear family, and I regret 
dying so young; but I am in His hands; I 
have tried to do iny duty; I have lived for this 
hour; I am not afraid to meet the king of 
terrors.” Friday and Saturday, the last days * 
he spent on earth, he seemed better; but late 
Saturday evening it was evident he was sinking 
very fast, which he continued to do till half- 
past eight o’clock, when his ])ure and ha[)py 
spirit “returned to God who gave it.” Thus 
ended a painful illness of twelve days, and a 
life full of honor, richly merited, too, for he 
zealously labored for the good of others, and 
his life was truly a sacrifice for the cause he 
loved so well; and he now sleeps in peace 
where loving friends have laid him. 

John Ira Ellis Byrd was born on Lynch’s 
Creek, in Sumter District, South Carolina, 
May 15, 1791, and died at the residence of his 
son, in Black Hawk, Carroll county. Miss., 
April 6, 1871, lacking only one month and 
nine days of being eighty years old. His 
father’s name was Keddcn Byrd, and his 
mother’s maiden name was Ann Huggins. 
His parents w'ere members of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church before he was born, and 
hence they conferred on him the name of Ira 
Ellis, one of the most noted Methodist minis- 
ters of their day, whose name will go down to 
posterity with the history of the Church. His 
father died when Ira was about ten years old, 
and left a request with his mother to place 
him, at a suitable age, under the guardianship 
of some good man who would agree to teach 
him some safe and profitable trade. She ac- 
cordingly put him in charge of Paul Sever- 
ance, bis uncle by marriage, who taught him 
the shoemaker’s trade. In his boj’hood he 
was often the subject of deep and lasting re- 
ligious impressions, but was not converted 
until July 7, 1810, when about nineteen years 
old. Soon after his accession to the household 
of faith, he began to take an active part in all 
the social meetings of the Church, and such 
was his fervency, zeal, and usefulness, that the 
impression soon became general among his 
classmates that he was designated by the Holy 
Ghost for the ministry. At the next session 
of the South Carolina Conference he was ad- 
mitted on trial, and early in 1811 he had 
commenced that laborious and successful ca- 
reer as a minister of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, which only terminated with his life at 
the end of sixty years. Brother Byrd under- 
stood the doctrine of entire sanctification as it 
is explained by W eslej’, Fletcher, Watson, and 
other standard writers among the fathers of 
the Church, and early in his ministerial life 
he sought and obtained the blessing of perfect 
love; and though after this he often felt deeply 
humiliated with a sense of his shortcomings, 
both in experience and practice, he never lost 
sight of the glorious vision of full salvation 
from all sin, and the all-pervading influence 
of love made perfect. His literai-y attain- 
ments were very limited at the start, but as 
soon as he entered upon the work of the minis- 


try he became a constant reader and close 
student, especially of the standard works of 
his own Church. He not only read by lamp 
and pine-knot light, but was constantly in the 
habit of reading on horseback — a practice, 
though common in those days, of very doubt- 
ful utility. This close application to books 
under all circumstances brought on, when he 
was about twenty-nine years old, a chronic 
inflammati(m of his eyes, which terminated 
in a life-long dimness of vision, so that he 
never could read afterward. He could see 
about as well in daylight as most people can 
by moonlight. This partial but permanent 
loss of sight was to him the great afiliction of 
his life. He. loved to converse with the intel- 
ligent; iie often had the members of his family 
and others to read for him, and be was a good 
listener when any one was preaching. If he 
heard a word or an idea that he thought could 
be turned to good account, he would imme- 
diately repeat it over and over in his mind 
until he memorized it. In traveling his cir- 
cuits, he was constantly in the habit, at all dif- 
ficult points, of noticing the shape of the 
ground, the position of stumps, logs, trees, etc., 
that he might not be misled on his nextYound, 
and such was his Recollection of his landmarks 
that he seldom missed his way. So far as we 
are able to judge, had it not been for the loss 
of his sight, which deprived him of the use of 
his books and pen, he wmuld have taken rank 
with the highest order of talent in the Church. 
Brother Byrd was married three times. On 
the 21st of January, 1816, he married Miss 
Margaret McBae, by which marriage he had 
seven children. His wife having died, he was 
again mai-ried in 1830, to Miss Ataline C. 
Terry, of Claibourne county, Miss. By his 
second marriage he had twelve children. Of 
these nineteen children, thirteen had preceded 
him to the home of the blessed. After the 
death of his second wife, he married Mrs. 
Rachel Marshall, a lady of suitable age, and 
every way qualified to make him an agreeable 
companion in the evening of life. Of the 
sixty-one years he spent in the gospel minis- 
try, the first two were spent in the South Car- 
olina Conference, and fifty-nine in what has 
since been the Mississippi Conference. Of these 
numerous years he was twenty-nine on the 
effective roll, local four, supernumerary one, 
without an appointment at his own request 
two, and superannuated twenty-five. Until 
within the last few years, his superannuation 
was not from any want of physical ability to 
preach the gospel, but was the result of long- 
continued domestic afflictions, and the dimness 
of his vision, with chronic inflammation of the 
eyes. Otherwise he was a remarkably stout 
man. In person he was not tall, but square- 
built, heavy, and unusually muscular. His 
head was large and well-balanced, his nose 
aquiline, and the contour of his face indicated 
great energy and perseverance, but withal his 
countenance was the reflected image of univer 
sal benevolence. Brother Byrd was truly an 
apostolic preacher. He was sound in doctrine; 
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systematic in the arrangement of his sermons^ 
his ideas presented themselves to the mind of 
the hearer like mountain scenery to the eye; 
his language was chaste and appropriate, his 
voice natural, hut full and stroi^; and, above 
all, his heart, filled with the love of God and 
the souls of men, and all alive to the vast in- 
terests of both time and eternity, made many 
of his sermons truly overwhelming. For sev- 
eral years past it was evident that he was 
gracefully and hopefully descending to the 
tomb. He became afflicted with asthma and 
dropsy of the chest. Within the last year he 
suffered immensely at times, especially from 
paroxysms of asthma. On one occasion last 
year, as he lay gasping for breath, and himself 
and all around thought him dj'ing, it flashed 
on his mind like a flood of glory that here his 
long pilgrimage would end — that the final 
hour had come, and he would soon realize the 
hopes of more than sixty years. The thought 
was overpowering. He felt that his triumph 
in death was complete. He began to praise 
God aloud, when the excitement of the mo- 
ment and the exertion of loudly praising God 
for final victory, dissolved the deadly stricture 
on his lungs, and he was soon on his feet again. 
For the last five moirths he was mostly confined 
to his room, and needed constant attention. 
During this long and painful confinement he 
was often very happy, and had many seasons 
of hoh'^ joy and triumph. At his request, the 
Rev. K. A. Jones, the pastor of his church, 
with a 'few friends, kept up a weekly prayer- 
meeting in his room, at which the venerable 
patriarch and his aged wife were often filled 
with ecstatic joy. A few days before his death 
there was a dropsical deposit on the brain, 
which to some extent paralyzed his mental 
faculties, but whenever aroused he would ex- 
claim: “Come, Lord Jesus, and come quickly ! ” 
Often during his long and painful illness he 
expressed a fear that he might become too 
anxious to depart and be with Christ, to be 
consistent with perfect patience and resigna- 
tion to the will of God. But, notwithstanding 
these occasional fears, his patience seemed to 
have become perfect. It was a beautiful af- 
ternoon, when, in the presence of the Rev. 
"William P. Barton, his Presiding Elder, and 
another friend, he quietly breathed his last, and 
his spirit departed to be ever with the Lord. 
On the following day his funeral sermon was 
preached to weeping hundreds, who mourned 
as for a father dead, by Brother Barton, and 
his remains were deposited in the village cem- 
etery to await the resurrection of the just.

watched through long days and weary nights 
—now thinking him better, and then appre- 
hending the worst. The struggle was long 
and fearful, and finally the Christian soldier, 
who had conquered in many a battle, fell a 
victim, and lies before us as one of death’s 
trophies. But, thanks be to God, he shall live 
again! This mortal shall put on immortality, 
and this corruptible shall put on incorruption. 
Then shall be brought to pass the saying that 
is written, “ Death is swallowed up in victory.” 
Thanks be to God who giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. His last ser- 
mon on his regular work was from Rev. vii. 
13, 14. His last two sermons were funeral 
sermons — both from the same text— *2 Samuel 
xii. 23: “ But now he is dead, wherefore should 
I fast? can I bring him back again? I shall 
go to him, but he shall not return to me.” How 
appropriate! Death and heaven ! Brother T. 
B. Fisher, one of our young ministers, who is 
a relative of the family, and was an inmate of 
Brother Riggs’s house, says: “Brother Riggs 
was taken sick on Monday night, at the Con- 
ference which convened at Pulaski, Oct. 5, 1870. 
He suffered intensely; was delirious part of 
the time; recovered enough to return home on 
Saturday the 15th; was affected with stupor the 
following day or two. Tuesday night he be- 
came much worse. "Wednesday I called at his 
house, en route for my appointment. Trinity; 
found him quite low. When I entered his 
room be beckoned me to his bedside; said he 
was glad to see me; that he had made his will; 
had said all he wished to say; thought he might 
get well, but it was all right with him; that I 
must not leave him until he died or began to 
get well. He talked about death as a thing 
indifferent; seemed happy all the time. These 
were constant expressions: ‘Bless the Lord!’ 
‘Bless the Lord, O my soul, and all that is 
within me, bless his holy name! ’ His physician 
advised against conversation, which restraint 
he could not well bear. He said ‘ volumes were 
constantly passing through his mind, and he 
was not allowed to express them;’ ‘that he had 
visions and views of Jesus and glory, such as 
he had never expected on earth.’ He dwelt 
upon the fullness of the gospel of Christ; said 
to me: ‘ You need not be afraid to 

Preach him to all, and cry in death, 

Behold — behold the Lamb ! ’ 

Speaking of the preachers, he said: ‘If there 
is a body of men on earth I love, they are 
Methodist preachers; with them I could be 
chained to the stake — could endure any thing.’ 
He mentioned several by name — McPerrin, 
Green, Hanner, Summers, Hunter, and others 
— said: ‘Tell my brethren of the Tennessee 
Conference, there is not a man of them but I 
love; tell them that I passed away as clearly 
as I could under the circumstances, not being 
allowed to talk.’ Between four and five o’clock 
one morning during his sickness he thought 
himself dying; his family and friends were 
assembled around his bed, when he called for 
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Bishop McKendree’s farewell song, ‘All is 
well.’ No one knew it but his wife, who was 
weeping as though her heart would break. 
She told him she could not sing. "VVe sung a 
few stanzas of the hymn, ‘0 sing to me of 
heaven.’ He again asked us to sing, ‘All is 
well’ — said if we could not he would sing it 
himself. She commenced — her tremulous voice 
rose like the sound of a broken harp. In the 
second stanza he joined her; a smile of tri- 
umph illumined his face as they sung: 

There ’s not a cloud that doth arise 

To hide my Saviour from my eyes ; 

I soon shall mount the upper skies; 

and while she, utterly overcome by emotion, 
ceased to sing, he finished — ‘All is well!’ ‘All 
is well ! ’ It was the most moving scene I ever 
beheld — a wife singing the triumph of her 
dying husband! During the day he called his 
family to him, one by one, gave them his 
dying counsel and his last blessing; his lan- 
guage seemed to me as eloquent as heaven’s 
own dialect. I cannot forbear repeating some 
things that were spoken. To his wife he said: 
‘You have been to me all that a wife could Bfe 
to a husband; keep the children together; send 
them to school; train them for God.’ One sen- 
tence deserves a green and flowery immortality: 
‘You have never hindered me from going to 
an appointment.’ To his oldest daughter, an 
affectionate, fragile creature, whom he called 
the idol of his heart, he said: ‘Sue, you’ll be 
the last to leave me, I reckon, and the first to 
greet me on the other shore — live religious, 
and meet me in heaven.’ Thus he talked to 
each one of them, and when he came to Kelly, 
the youngest, a little girl of five brief sum- 
mers, he said: ‘Now bring my babe, and lay 
her in my bosom.’ "When brought, he folded 
her in his arms, saying: ‘Kelly, to me you are 
the sweetest gift God ever gave; be a good girl, 
mind your ma, love your brothers and sisters, 
and may the blessings of God, the Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghost, be yours forever! Now kiss 
me again, again, again, again, again.’ To his 
son-in-law he said: ‘John, I gave you the idol 
of my heart. I make this request: I want you 
to join the Church with her, live a Christian, 
and meet ‘me in heaven.’ He then called his 
neighbors who were present, and spoke to 
each one of them, encouraging those who were 
Christians to live religious, and exhorting 
those who were not to become so. He then 
said to me: ‘0 that I could, like Samson, slay 
more at my death than in my life.’ ” He still 
lingered on the shore for several days, although 
he said he had entered the cold waters of 
death. Dr. McFerrin says: “I reached his 
home on Thursday night. He was sinking, 
but perfectly rational. He kneW me. He 
reached out his hand, grasped mine with eager- 
ness, and in a whisper said, ‘I am almost gone, 
but all is right!’ From time to time he 
assured me that all was right, all clear. Sev- 
eral times with a loud whisper he praised the 
Lord. I said to him, ‘ Brother Riggs, St. Paul 
said, “For to me to live is Christ, and to die is 
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gain;” it is tetter to be absent from the body 
and present with the Lord; nevertheless, for 
the sake of the Church her was willing to 
remain. You are willing yet to live and labor, 
if the will of God be so.’ He said, ‘Yes.’ 
‘But if God call you, are you willing to die?’ 
‘Yes,’ he responded. ‘Glorious death!’ He 
continued in this frame of mind till eleven 
o’clock Saturday night, Oct. 29, when he quietly 
fell on sleep.” His funeral took place in Shel- 
by ville on Monday, October 31. All business 
houses were closed, and a solemn stillness, 
broken only by the knell which sounded forth 
from the steeples of all the churches, attested 
the profound grief of the entire community. 
A special train was sent by the superintendent 
of the railroad to take a large company from 
Nashville who wished to show their respect for 
their former pastor and friend. The remains, 
by particular request, were conveyed to the 
Presbyterian Church — the largest in Shelby- 
ville — the cortege being the most imposing ever 
seen in that city. The church was crowded to 
its utmost capacity. Many ministers of difter- 
ent denominations were in attendance; the 
Bev. Mr. Bryson, pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church, the Rev. Drs. Young and Kelley, and 
Felix R. Hill, assisted in the service. Solemn 
dirges were sung by the choir, and a dis- 
course was delivered by the devoted friend of 
the deceased, the Rev. Dr. McFerrin, upon 
Psalm xxxvii. 37: the discourse was highly ap- 
propriate, and produced a powerful effect on 
the vast audience. After its delivery, the 
remains were conveyed to the cemetery, and 
deposited by the side of those of his first Pre- 
siding Elder, the Rev. Samuel S. Moody — one 
of the noblest men that ev&r lived and died. 
There they lie, sleeping together sw’^eetlj' until 
the voice of the archangel and the trump of 
God shall wake them from their long repose. 
What a greeting when they shall rise together 
at the resurrection of the just! The solemni- 
ties at the grave were performed by the Masons, 
of whose fraternity he was a worthy member.

W. H. Parker, Peter Taylor. 2. 

William H. Parker was born in Virginia, 
in 1799. His parents, who were Presbyterians, 
removed to Ohio while he was still a boy. In 
that new and stirring population he developed 
into an active and industrious man. Many of 
his neighbors sent their produce, every autumn, 
to New Orleans in flat-boats. The love of ex- 
citement and a curiosity to see that semi- 
tropical region, and the hope of bettering his 
fortune, ind^uced him to make repeated voyages 
to that distant city. Indeed, so often were 
these journeys repeated, that when the steam- 
boats were introduced he found ready employ- 
ment as a pilot; but as he thought of settling 
down for life he learned the trade of a cooper, 
and for many years, both in Ohio and Ken- 
tucky, carried on the business. The date of 
his flrst marriage and the maiden name of his 
first wife are unknown to us. They lived in 
the town of Dover, Mason county, Ky., for 
many years, where some of his children still 
reside. Brother Parker was fully grown to 
maturity before he embraced religion. His 
soul abhorred the views of the plan of salva- 
tion as presented by Calvinism. But when he 


heard the gospel from the lips of Methodist 
preachers, he realized the grace of God in of- 
fering salvation to sinners, and loathed him- 
self for having so persistently rejected salva- 
tion. His thirsty soul panted for the waters 
of life, and through faith in the blood of Jesus 
was satisfled. So assiduous was he to know 
the length, and breadth, and height, and depth 
of the plan of salvation, that even while en- 
gaged at his trade he always kept such books 
as Wesley’s Notes and Clarke’s Commentaries 
on his bench, that he might glean some grains 
of knowledge while for a moment at any time 
he stopped to rest his body. Thus he soon be- 
came class-leader and steward in his society. 
The Church thought proper to license him as a 
local preacher; as such he was ordained deacon 
at Maysville in 1854, and in 1859 recommend- 
ed to the Kentucky Conference. He was 
admitted, and, having filled his probation, was 
admitted into full connection in Paris, in 1861. 
As a preacher he was studious, faithful, and 
full of zeal; as a pastor he was diligent. At 
Florence, in 1867, the wife of his youth died. 
Still he was in labors abundant. While on the 
Orangeburg work, in 1869, he married Miss 
Nancy Rash, whose life has vindicated the 
wisdom of the choice. At the last session of 
this Conference he was appointed to the New 
Columbus Circuit, where he labored assidu- 
ously, both in the pulpit and from house to 
house, till stricken down. During his sickness 
he was patient in suffering, but grieved that 
he could not be at work. Though he suffered 
much in body, his soul seemed filled with the 
love of God. He died May 28, 1871, and is 
buried at Florence, Ky., by the side of his first 
wife. 

Peter Taylor was born in Billings, Lan- 
cashire, England, Feb. 28, 1809; was baptized 
in infancy by the Rev. Mr. Carr, minister of 
the Church of England; came to America in 
1817; joined the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in the spring of 1830, and was appointed class- 
leader the following fall; after serving a time, 
he was licensed to exhort, and then to preach. 
He was admitted in the Kentucky Conference 
in 1834; ordained deacon by Bishop Soule in 
1836, and elder by Bishop Morris in 1838. 
Brother Taylor was a strong preacher of the 
old Methodist type, and wherever he went was 
acceptable and greatly beloved, always leaving 
a hallowed influence behind him. He was an 
earnest practical preacher, seldom failing to 
reach the hearts of his audience; therefore his 
labors were eminently successful, and hundreds 
of souls can point to him as the instrument in 
God’s hands of their conversion. During his 
itinerancy, he filled many of the most impor- 
tant circuits and stations in the Kentucky 
Conference to the entire satisfaction of all con- 
cerned; but God saw fit to arrest his labors and 
lead him through deep waters of affliction. 
The wife of his youth, the partner of his early 
days, and her children, one by one, until none 
was left, and three children by his present 
wife, all dying in glorious hope of everlasting 


life, have preceded him to the better world; 
and he too for nearly twenty years had been 
greatly afflicted in body, hut though set aside 
from the active work, yet he was not idle; 
whenever opportunity presented itself, he went 
forth in the discharge of his ministerial duties, 
declaring the glad tidings of salvation to the 
sinner, comforting the saint, and administering 
the halm of consolation to the distressed from 
the pulpit and in the social circle. He sweetly 
fell asleep, in the arms of Jesus, at his resi- 
dence in Lewis county, Ky., August 22, 1871.

AA' M. E. Evans died at the residence of his 
father, in Logan county, Ky., Oct. 20, 1870, in 
the thirty- third year of his age. Brother 
Evans was brought up under the influence of 
regular family worship, tlie Sunday-school, the 
class-meeting, and the preaching of the word 
of God. In early life he professed faith in 
Christ, and united with the AI. E. Church, 
Soutli, at Red Oak Grove, in the Logan Cii'- 
cuit. For several years he lived a consistent 
Christian. AVhen the fires of revolution swept 
over our land, he entered the Confederate 
ranks as a soldier, and, like thousands of others 
deprived of the influence of regular worship 
and religious society, lost his religious enjoy- 
ment. At the end of the war, he returned 
home, repented of his backsliding, was restored 
to the favor of God and the Church, began 
and continued regular family prayer, and was 
finally licensed to preach; and, in 1869, was 
admitted on trial in the Louisville Conference, 
and appointed to Brownsville Alission, and in 
1870 to the Bowling-green Alission. In both 
these fields. Brother JEvans labored faithfully 
and successfully, was greatly blessed in win- 
ning souls to Christ. He labored to organize 
and sustain Sunday-schools, and to circulate 
religious books and periodicals, to induce par- 
ents to erect the family altar, and to dedicate 
their children to God in Christian baptism. 
He was an earnest, faithful, and useful man, 
and greatly beloved. In 1870, his health en- 
tirely failed, and he was compelled to retire 
from the field, hoping that rest and medicine 
would restore him. He greatly desired to live 
to preach among men the unsearchable riches 


of Christ, but he continued to decline in liealth. 
His disease was jieculiar and painful, aftect- 
iiig both body and mind. Sometimes he was 
rapturously happy, at others greatly depressed; 
but always looked to Jesus as the only hope, 
and lost no opportunity of urging all that 
visited him to seek and serve the Lord. His 
end was gloriously triumphant.

George H. Clinton. 1. 

George H. Clinton was the eldest son of 
the Rev. Thomas Clinton, of the Mississippi 
Conference, M. E. Church, South, and was 
born in St. Helena parish. La., January 7, 
1835. He was baptized in infancy by the Rev. 
Willijim Winans, D.D. In his fourteenth year 
he was converted at the family altar. He was 
graduated with honor at the Centenary College, 
under the presidency of the Rev. Dr. R. H. 
Rivers, in July, 1863. He was early impressed 
with a conviction of a call to the ministry. In 
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the fall, after his graduation, he was licensed to 
preach, and received on trial in the Mississippi 
Conference. His first appointment was Cole’s 
Creek Circuit, and he served various charges 
of that Conference without interruption till 
his transfer in 1868 to the St. Louis Conference 
and appointment to the First Church in the 
city of St. Louis, to which he was reappointed 
in 1869. At the close of the second year his 
health had failed, and he was granted a super- 
numerary relation, and repaired to his father’s 
house at Darlington, La., where he died on 
Thursday, December 29, 1870, at 9.30 A.M. 
His last words were, “O, I am so happy!” 
The Preachers’ Association of the city of St. 
Louis, and the Conference of official members, 
adopted affectionate tributes of respect, and 
ordered a public memorial-service to take place 
in the First Church, his late charge, which 
was attended by an immense concourse, among 
them the Protestant clergy of the city. The 
following biographical s&tch has been fur- 
nished by Bishop Paine: “It deeply grieves 
the writer to make the announcement of the 
decease of Brother Clinton, and it will be read 
with sorrow by many admiring and loving 
friends of the deceased. His history refutes 
the oft-repeated slander that ‘preachers’ chil- 
dren are worse than their neighbors,’ and vin- 
dicates the divine word. Carefully trained by 
his parents ‘in the way he should go,’ he be- 
came pious in early life, and never departed 
from the way. As he grew up he seems to 
have felt a strong impression that he was called 
to the duties of the holy ministry, and, upon 
completing his collegiate course, he at once 
entered the Mississippi Conference, in 1853, as 
an itinerant preacher. Henceforth to the day 
of his death, he wholly devoted himself to 
‘this one thing, and drew all his cares and 
studies this way.’ He was an itinerant preacher 
in spirit and in fact, filling with great effec- 
tiveness and popularity, during the fifteen 
years he remained in Mississippi, every appoint- 
ment he received, from a colored mission to 
the most important stations and districts in 
the Conference. In 1868 he was transferred 
to the St. Louis Conference, and for two years 
has been the pastor of the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, in the city of St. 
Louis. With what success he has labored in 
that large and important charge, his devoted 
and generous-hearted people have testified by 
their sympathy and love. His name will ever 
be remember^ by them with respect, and 
the fruits of his labors will be seen, when 
he shall come ‘with rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him.’ In stature he was small, 
well-proportioned, and apparently of a delicate 
frame. But he was lithe, active, and of such 
an indomitable zeal that, notwithstanding he 
was predisposed to an affliction of his throat, 
he endured an amount of ministerial labor 
which few could sustain without exhaustion. 
Repeatedly warned of his danger, and sensible 
of it, he could not resist the demands for his 
services, and preferred to wear out to rusting 
out. He was happily married, and was almost 


idolized in his own family. Socially he was 
genial and companionable. Candid and kind, 
without guile or ostentation, his brethren in 
the laity and ministry trusted him and dearly 
loved him. A more unselfish man cannot be 
found. His whole life was given for others. 
He was popular everywhere; but this excited 
no jealousy, for he was no one’s rival. His 
manner of presenting his thoughts was unique 
— investing ordinary topics with novelty, and 
rendering them impressive and attractive to 
his hearers. They were charmed and moved 
by his eloquence and holy pathos. Of course 
he was successful. He honored his Master, 
and his Master owned and honored his servant. 
Many stars will glitter in his crown. His 
mental faculties operated rapidly and logically. 
He had fancy and taste. Always deeply in 
earnest in preaching, no hearer doubted ' his 
sincerity or his singleness of purpose. In 
private he was a praying and consecrated 
Christian, and his life, as a whole, was as beau- . 
tifully consistent as his death was a sublime 
demonstration of the truth and potency of 
religion. During last fall his devoted charge 
became painfully apprehensive that his labors 
were dangerously impairing his health, and 
urged him to respite himself. With this 
view he returned to his father’s in the South, 
where, in the society of his early friends and 
loving kindred, it was hoped his health would 
be restored. But, alas! it was too late. It 
soon became evident that his vital energies 
had been overtaxed and subverted. The result 
was inevitable. Slowly but surely he de- 
clined — gently and safely he sank into the 
grave. In the letter from his father, "which 
gave the first news of his death, he says: 

‘ George reached my house on October 26th, in 
very feeble health, and continued to decline to 
helplessness. He continued to the last in his 
loved employment of attending love-feasts and 
other social meetings, and, when unable to 
whisper, or even to swallow a little water 
without pain, yet he labored for the salvation 
of a dear old friend but two days before he 
exchanged a world of tears for, we trust through 
grace, a world of eternal joy. He sleeps now 
near one of his dear little ones. Three others 
sleep in different places; but they have met to 
part no more. In June, 1855, he was married 
to Miss Sallie Bridgers, of Port Gibson, Miss., 
whom he has left, with two daughters, father, 
mother, brothers, and sisters, to follow him, we 
trust, to the same blessed home.’ Thus has 
passed from earth one of its purest and love- 
liest spirits. Let his aged parents thank God 
for having lent them such a son! Let his 
friends pray that God may have his widow and 
children in his holy keeping, and let the whole 
Church pray to the Lord of the harvest to 
send out more such laborers! George H. Clin- 
ton and William Winans Drake — sons of my 
old fellow-laborers — ^now rest together. They 
are safe.”

Stephen A. Blakey gave himself to the 
itinerant work by uniting with this Confer- 
ence at its session at Independence, September, 
1859. Since then he has labored wherever 
assigned by the authorities of the Church. 
Brother Blakey was a good man. His meek 
deportment is remembered by us who call to 
mind his appearance among us at Conference 
sessions, and who knew him on his fields of 
laborl He passed through the service of the 
army with unsullied Christian character. It 
was on an errand of mercy, March, 1871, that 
he met the exposure that resulted in his death. 
His last work was the Osceola Circuit. At 
his post, in discharge of duty, he fell, March 
29, 1871. He died in the house of a brother 
minister, Eev. Harvey Smith, of the Baptist 
Church, whose kind attentions call for the 
gratitude of the brethren of our deceased fel- 
low-laborer. Congestion having lighted upon 
his system, his mind was not lucid in his last 
sickness, and we are deprived of any expres- 
sion of faith or triumph from this servant of 
God. Brother Blakey leaves a widow, desti- 
tute, to the care of the Church he served while 
living. Brother Blakey was the son of a 
Methodist preacher — a worthy son of a worthy 
sire — and was in his thirty-ninth year when 
fie departed this life.

Manoah Richardson, William Perkins. 2. 

Manoah Richardson finished his course in 
Bloomington, Macon county. Mo., April 18, 
1871. He was bom in Lincoln county, Ten- 
nessee, June 21, 1814. He came to Missouri 
in early life w’ith his father, settled in Chari- 
ton county, where, through the preaching of 
the cross, he w'as brought to see himself a sin- 
ner, and sought and obtained the pardoning 
mercy of God, and joined the Church in 1831. 
He felt it his duty to preach Jesus and the 
resurrection; was licensed to preach January 16, 
1841; entered the itinerancy October 16, 1841, 
at Palmyra, Mo.; ordained deacon October 1, 
1843, at Lexington, Mo., by Bishop Andrew; 
ordained elder October 7, 1845, at Columbia, 
Mo., by Bishop Soule. He itinerated six years. 
His health failing, he was superannuated. 
This relation continued for one year, when he 
located. In this sphere he labored for twenty 
years industriously and eflSciently. He was 
in labors most abundant. Perhaps no local 
preacher ever excelled him in fidelity and zeal 
to promote the interest of the Church. He 
lives in the affections of the people among 
whom he labored. In the autumn of 1868, 
his way opened to the itinerant ranks. He 
applied to the Conference, was received, and 
appointed to Bloomington Circuit. In 1869 
he was appointed to the Bucklin work, to 
which he was returned in 1870. During this 
Conference year his health was vacillating — 
generally poor. Often he was unable to go to 
his appointment, but still he went. Pour weeks 
prior to his death he was confined to his bed, 
and Dught, perhaps, to have remained there, 
but the interests of his work, together with 
a sense of duty, induced him to leave for an 
appointment. In three days he returned and 
resumed his place in bed to rise no more. The 
disease with which he was attacked was of an 
intermitting character, of which he was re- 
lieved; it then assumed a typhoid form, which 
terminated his life. We design no eulogy of 
the departed. He needs none. He was a 
ood man and a faithful preacher on the car- 
inal principles of salvation. His declarations 
were clear and his testimony emphatic. Per- 
haps there was too much sameness in his ser- 
mons to maintain an interest in an audience 
accustcaned to hear him. However this may 
have been, his word was owned and blessed of 
God. Souls were saved and God honored 
through his instrumentality. Two nights be- 
fore his decease, when he was in the jaws of 
death, he was asked by a friend if he was 
aware of his condition. He said he was, and 
that all was clear; there was not a cloud. He 
was asked if he had any message to send to 
his brethren in the ministry. He said, “ Tell 
them I die in the faith — that the gospel is all- 
sufScient.” He then called his wife, referred 
to the past, the present, and the future, told 
her the parting time had come, and hoped to 
meet her where parting is unknown. He called 


his eldest son, Henry, and committed to him 
the care of the family, expressing his gratifica- 
tion that he had embraced the Saviour, and 
exhorted him to faithfulness. Hp addressed 
his second son, Richard, who, during a revi- 
val, had been deeply penitent, and assured 
him of the mercy of God and his willingness 
to forgive. In the order of their ages he ap- 
propriately addressed each one of his children. 
Subsequently to the occurrence of this solemn 
scene, he seemed to rally, and hope was enter- 
tained of his possible recovery. But this hope 
was short-lived. To the careful observer he 
was gradually sinking. Just before he crossed 
the river, he said if his friends knew how anx- 
ious he was to go they would not weep, and 
without a struggle or a groan he fell asleep. 

Wm. Perkins was born in Goochland coun- 
ty, Va., August 2, 1800, and, in his own words, 
was “born again” August 30, 1826. In 1824 
he was happily married to Martha H. Pon- 
taine, who to-day mourns a brief separation 
from her loved husband. He was licensed to 
preach in 1828, serving the Church in a local 
relation with great acceptability for twenty- 
five years. He was ordained deacon, March 
3, 1833, at Petersburg, y a., by Bishop Hed- 
ding; ordained elder October 6, 1839, at Pay- 
ette, Mo., by Bishop Morris. At the session 
of 1853 he entered the itinerancy, and contin- 
ued in this connection until he ceased at once 
to work and live. He filled various appoint- 
ments on districts, stations, and circuits until 
last fall, when he was superannuated; even 
since then he has been attentive to his loved 
work of preaching Jesus and the resurrection. 
His disease was chronic and inveterate. 
Though a sufferer for years, it did not assume 
a malignant form until within a few weeks 
before his death, which occurred January 31, 
1871, in the bosom of his loved and loving 
family. O how was the bliss of dying aug- 
mented by the presence of those dear ones 
who hung around bis bed anticipating his 
every want, solacing and blessing his lingering 
moments on earth! His domestic relations 
were very happy, indeed. To his now stricken 
wife he ever exWbited those delicate attentions 
characteristic of the dignified Christian hus- 
band; to his children and grandchildren, 
gentleness, ready and wise counsel, and intense 
solicitude for their happiness, were marked 
developments of his character. Brother Per- 
kins, as a preacher, was too well known to 
require panegyric. He was able and faithful 
■ — a man of culture and extensive research, 
which, however, he never obtruded in his pul- 
pit ministrations. There he was the simple, 
earnest “messenger of God,” whose trumpet 
gave no uncertain sound. He was a gifted 
and useful minister of the New Testament, 
delighting and glorying in the cross of Christ. 
He loved the word of God above all books, 
and has (as his memoranda show) read that 
precious volume through about every six 
months since 1865. All the time during his 
last illness he was in a very happy frame of 
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mind, exhorting all his friends to increased 
faithfulness in the service of God. It would 
occupy too much space to detail all the utter- 
ances of this dying saint. On the 23d, his 
pastor, Kev. William Warren, visited and 
found him “quite on the verge of heaven.” 
He desired to partake of the Lord’s-supper with 
Iiis loved family once more before his depar- 
ture, which was accordingly administered hy 
Brother Warren amidst sobs and praises. Jesus 
entered into the charmed circle, as the follow- 
ing words of the dying veteran will attest: “I 
want you, my dear wife, to continue to live the 
life of the righteous.” “ 0 how my soul yearns 
for Wayne (his grandson)! Brother Warren, 
tell ‘all the preachers to read the Bible more, 
pray more, and preach more faithfully.” “ Tell 
all the members of the Conference how much 
I love them, and though I will not he with 
them in the body at the next session, I have 
no doubt hut I will in spirit. I shall hear 
their reports, and O how anxiously shall I 
listen for the report from Linneus. Brother 
Warren, farewell! my brother, farewell! and 
may God bless and be with you until we meet 
again! And now, children, when it becomes 
evident that I am dying, you must all gather 
around my bed and sing:

This sad trust was 
faithfully discharged February 3d, at the 
church, in the presence of a large congrega- 
tion of weeping auditors. When his calm 
face was uncovered for the last view, the great 
congregation was moved with emotion as each 
filed hy and looked upon one of the serenest 
and most life-like of faces ever seen in the 
dead.

Richard P. Davies was torn in Shrews- 
bury, England, March 12, 1833. He removed, 
when twelve years old, to Canada with his 
parents, who were English Primitive Meth- 
odists, among whom his father was a local 
• preacher, but became a Wesleyan in Canada; 
and his mother was devoutly pious. Brother 
Davies was converted among the Wesleyans 
in 1852, joined the Church, and regularly 
attended class. He removed to Louisiana in 
1853, but, after a few months, returned to 
Canada and married. In 1855 he removed 
again to Louisiana, where he united with the 

M. E. Church, South. He was licensed to 
preach in 1858, and in 1860 settled in Louis- 
ville, Ark. He labored industriously and prof- 
itably as a local preacher. In 1863 he was 
received on trial in the Little Rock Confer- 
ence. He was afterward ordained a deacon, 
and then elder. He was ever useful and 
acceptable in the various fields of labor as- 
signed him by the Conference, and was beloved 
by his brethren. He was a man of fine per- 
sonal appearance, and always pleasant and 
agreeable in social life. He was gifted, and 
bid fair to be one of our most useful and best 
men. But, alas! amidst years and usefulness, 
in the prime of life and vigor of manhood, he 
was called suddenly away. He fell by the 
hand of cruel enmity — shot by one Boyd, of 
Lafayette county, who, under the pretense of 
friendship, sought opportunity to take his life. 
This sad event occurred on February 24, 1871, 
at two o’clock P.M., but he linger^ till two 
o’clock at night. During this interval he 
spoke kindly to those about him; said he for- 
gave the wrong, tried to comfort his discon- 
solate wife, gave her every assurance of Ghjd’s 
favor, and bade her put her trust in him. 
He sent messages of love to his brethren of 
the Conference, and peacefully and quietly 
fell asleep in the arms of Jesus. 

W. R. J. Husbands was born in Lincoln 
county, Tenn., December 29, 1821. He was

the son of Mansfield and Sophia Husbands,* 
who were both righteous, “walking in all the 
ordinances of God blameless.” They both died 
when their son was only six years of age. He, 
however, was converted in early manhood. He 
gave his heart to God, August 16, 1840; was 
licensed to exhort in the early part of 1842. 
In October the same year he was licensed to 
preach, and recommended to the Tennessee 
Conference for admission into the traveling 
connection. He was received, and appointed 
to Bellforte Mission, North Alabama. He 
continued to travel in that Conference until 
the autumn of 1860, when he was transferred 
by Bishop Pierce to the Wachita — now the 
Little Rock Conference. He has filled the 
following appointments: Tulip Circuit, Arka- 
delphia District, Pine Bluff District, and, 
lastly, Clarke Circuit; here ended his labors, 
and here God signally blessed his efforts, and 
crowned them with success. Souls were con- 
verted and added to the Church. Brother 
Husbands was a plain, practical, useful man, 
devoted to our Church; true to all her inter- 
ests, firm in administering discipline. But he 
is gone, and we mourn his loss. His death 
was triumphant, his exit glorious! His last 
words were, “All is bright.” May we be faith- 
ful, and meet him in heaven ! 

Leonard Miles Chandler was born in 
Mississippi, July 9, 1841, married to Miss 
Fletcher Willis, of Hamburg, Ark., Sep. 13, 
1865, and died of swamp fever, at Eudora, 
Chicot county. Ark., Oct. 11, 1871. He was 
converted, and joined the M. E. Church, South, 
in the summer of 1868. Soon afterward he 
was licensed to preach, and in the autumn of 
the same year was admitted on trial in the 
Little Rock Conference. His first appoint- 
ment was Murfreesboro Circuit. Failing of 
encouragement there, he returned home, and 
shared labor with Brother Pryor on the Ham- 
burg Circuit. In 1869 he was appointed in 
charge of Line Circuit, and in 1870 was moved 
to Eudora Circuit, and regularly appointed 
there in the fall of the same year. Could the 
people of that country have had their wishes 
gratified, he would have been their pastor for 
a third and fourth term. We suppose no 
preacher has evinced greater devotion to the 
Church and to Christ, and none died more 
lamented by his charge. His religious con- 
victions were of the most sanguine and decided 
caste. He never doubted his conversion nor 
his call to preach. God made manifest his 
designations to duty. Scores were converted 
imder his ministry, and many will rise up to 
call him blessed. He died as he lived, full 
of faith and of the Holy Ghost.

James T. P. Irvine, Milton Maupin. 2. 

James T. P. Irvine, we believe, was born 
in Tennessee. He came to Texas when a 
small boy. When the war broke out between 
Texas and Mexico, he volunteered as a private 
soldier in the Army of Texas. He was at the 
battle of San Jacinto, and assisted in capturing 
Santa Anna. Having passed through the 
struggles of the trying times of the infant re- 
public of Texas, he was converted to God. 
Soon afterward, he felt himself called to preach 
the gospel. He was licensed to preach by the 
sainted Littleton Fowler, and immediately 
entered the Texas Mission Conference about 
the year 1842. From that time until the day 
of his death, which occurred March 29, 1871, he 
was a faithful, zealous, able, and useful preacher 
in all the various relations he sustained to the 
Church of his choice, whether on a circuit, in 
a station, or as Presiding Elder of a district. 
Among his brethren, he was kind, affable, and 
courteous. In his family he governed accord- 
ing to the Scriptures. In the Church he was 
indeed a pastor. In a word, he filled his place 
in all the relations of life with dignity and 
fidelity. He has served his generation, and 
fallen asleep in Jesus. His death was peaceful 
and triumphant. He died near Kaufman, 
Texas, at the residence of Rev. William K. 
Wilson. 

Milton Maupin, the son of Amos and Sal- 
lie Maupin, was born in Campbell county, 
Tenn., Dec. 24, 1829. He professed religion 
and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, when very young. He was educated 
at Emory and Henry College, Virginia, and 
was licensed to preach in our Church while 
attending college, when about twenty years 
of age. The call to the work of the ministry 
pressed so heavily upon his mind that he left 
college before he completed his literary course 
He was employed, the first year after leaving 
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school, as a supply on a circuit. After that 
he spent two or three years teaching school, 
and preaching in the local relation. In the 
spring of 18-52 he went to California, where, 
in the year 1853, he joined the Pacific Confer- 
ence. In 1855 he was ordained a deacon by 
Bishop James O. Andrew. In 1856 he re- 
turned to Tennessee. In 1857 he was married 
to Miss Malinda S. Kirkpatrick, by Kev. S. 
Roberts. The next two years following his 
marriage was spent on a farm, with the hope 
of making means to return with his family to 
California; but, devoting more time to preach- 
ing than to farming, he failed. Giving up 
his farming interest as a hopeless business for 
him, and feeling the necessity of devoting all 
his time and energies to the Master’s work, in 
the fall of 1859 he joined the Holston Confer- 
ence, and was appointed to Grayson Circuit, 
in Western Virginia. In the fall of 1860 he 
was ordained an elder by Bishop Paine, and 
appointed to Newport Circuit. In 1861 he 
traveled the Maynardsville Circuit. In 1862 
he was appointed by the Conference a mis- 
sionary chaplain to a regiment in the Confed- 
erate States Army. The regiment was dis- 
banded before the close of the year, and he 
returned home. Meanwhile, the troubles of 
the country were such that Southern Method- 
ist ministers were not permitted to travel and 
preach; and he remained at home without 
regular work during the years 1864 and 1865. 
In 1866 he was appointed to Knox and May- 
nardsville Circuit. Here he commenced 
his itinerant labors anew. He encountered 
the opposition of the political party in power, 
and often was threatened with violence of the 
mob — one time shot at, and narrowly escaped 
the martyr’s crown. Owing to the meagerness 
of pecuniary support and the vexations of the 
political strife everywhere rife in Tennessee, 
after obtaining permission from the Bishop, he 
left his work, and, in June, 1867, came to Texas. 
October 22, 1867, he was transferred by Bishop 
Wightman from the Holston to the Trinity 
Conference. During the year 1869, he traveled 
the Gainesville Circuit, with Rev. Samuel S. 
Cobb as his junior colleague. In the year 
1870, he was supernumerary on the Gainesville 
Circuit, with Rev. Wm. "L. Carleton as his 
senior colleague. Por the year 1871, he was 
appointed to Decatur Mission. Here he com- 
menced his labors with his usual zeal and 
energy*; but nature, already oppressed and 
harassed out with toil and care, gave way, 
and he went to rest the first day of April, 1871. 
When his wife became convinced that he had 
but a short time to live, she approached him 
upon the subject of death. He replied: “If I 
could think I am dying, I would shout!” He 
then recited the dying words of the great 
apostle: “I am now ready to be offered, and 
the time of my departure is at hand. I have 
fought a good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith; henceforth there 
is laid up for me a crown of righteousness, 
which the Lord, the righteous Judge, shall 
give me at that day.” He then added: “Tell 


all my friends to meet me in heaven; and es- 
pecially I want you to tell my brethren in the 
ministry that I died at my post, in the front, 
with my face to the enemy.” He was faithful 
in all things. He has left the aroma of a good 
name, and the assurance that he has gone to 
rest.

George W. Wood. 1. 

George Washingtok Wood was horn in 
Georgia, in November, 1809. Losing his par- 
ents at an early age, he was committed to the 
care of an aged grandmother, upon whom the 
responsibility of his early training devolved. 
She was a thorough Methodist of the old 
school, faithful to all the requirements of the 
Church. By her he was frequently led into 
the class-room, while yet a mere child. Im- 
pressions were here made that, under God, 
were sanctified to his salvation. He came to 
California at an early day, mingling with the 
excited throng who rushed here to seek for 
gold. But whatever infiuences were brought 
to bear upon him, he never lost his self-respect, 
nor descended from his position as a high- 
toned gentleman. His associates were always 
of the best class of any community in which 
his lot was cast. For many years he was 
skeptical, and he was never afraid to declare 
his want of religious faith. In May, 1860, he 
attended a camp-meeting in Pajora Valley, 
near W atsonville. One night, as he rode home 
from the camp -ground, the image of his 
sainted grandmother arose to his mind. He 
remembered her devotion to God, and the 
prayers she had offered for him, and the godly 
counsel- she had given him. In a moment the 
strong fortifications of infidelity in which he 
had intrenched himself were swept away, and 
he stood a helpless sinner exposed to the wrath 
of God. This was to him a night of untold 
agony; but weeping only endured for a night; 
joy unspeakable and full of glory came in the 
morning. With characteristic zeal he at once 
sought to ‘.‘preach the faith which once he de- 
stroyed.” He was licensed to preach by the 
Watsonville Circuit Quarterly Conference, in 
1861; and in 1862 he was employed as a local 
preacher on King’s Kiver Circuit. His name 
appears upon the Minutes of our Conference 
for the first time in 1863, as a supply upon the 
Dry Town and Michigan Bar Circuit. On 
September 4, 1864, he was ordained deacon. 
This year he labored on the Sonora Circuit. 
Again, in 1865, we find him employed on the 
Dry Town and Michigan Bar Circuit. He 
was admitted on trial in the Pacific Confer- 
ence in 1866, and appointed to French Camp 
Circuit, with instructions from the Bishop to 
spend most of his time and labor in rebuilding 
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the church in Stockton that had been partially 
destroyed by fire. In 1867 he was elected and 
ordained elder, and sent to Tuoluma City Cir- 
cuit; in 1868, to Liberty and Jackson Cir- 
cuit; in 1869, to Liberty Circuit; in 1870, 
to Liberty and Mokelumne Circuit; and in 
1871, to Plainsburg Mission, from which work 
he was called to the “rest that remaineth to 
the people of God.” Besides these regular 
appointments, he labored for some time on the 
Coulterville and Volcano Circuits. But few 
men were more zealous than he. He seemed 
to live only to labor for his Master. Great 
success attended his labors wherever he went. 
He was never satisfied if he did not have an 
increase of membership on his work. When 
admonished by his physician and friends that 
his labors were too great, and that he could 
not endure them, his reply was, “I want to die 
with the harness on.” God gave him the de- 
sire of his heart, and on the 14th of September, 
1871, on his way to his last appointment, when 
within two miles of Plainsburg, while seated 
in his buggy, angels swept adown the sky and 
caught his faithful spirit and bore it up on 
high to the palace of God, where doubtless the 
welcome was given, “Well done, good and 
faithful servant; enter thou into the joy of thy 
Lord!”

William Finley, William Y. Gray. 2. 

William Finley was bom in Warren 
county, Ky., November 30, 1800. His father 
was a Presbyterian. His mother died when 
he was an infant, and his aunt, Mary Taylor, 
cared for him until about ten years old, when 
again his father took him under his charge. 
When he was about twelve years old he was 
interested in the subject of religion, but not 
satisfied at that time. In early life he was 
married to Miss Elizabeth Hutchings, and re- 
moved to Bond county. 111., where he lived for 
many years. When going to prayer-meeting, 
on the evening of March 6, 1825, he was 
enabled to give up all, and trust in the merits 
of Christ for salvation, and his soul was filled 
unutterably full of the love of Gc^. At once 
he set up his family altar, and went to work 
publicly, and became a very useful minister in 
the Cumberland Presbyterian Church, in which 
he labored for years. But having been con- 
nected with some of the religious bodies which 
made the E. M. Church, he was with us at 
our organization, and was appointed to the 
Marion Circuit in 1867, also in 1868, 1869, and 
in 1870 obtained a supernumerary relation to 
the Conference. He died at his home, in Wil- 
liamson county. 111., November 9, 1870. His 
death was a great triumph in the sight of a 
better land. A few days before his death he 
said that he never knew his mother on earth, 
but soon his Father would introduce him to 
her. 0, what an introduction ! Brother Fin- 
ley was a very pious and faithful minister, and 
was a deep reasoner on the doctrines of the 
Bible. 

William Y. Gray, son of Rev. James D. 
and Maria E. Gray, was born in Marion county, 
111., December 29, 1843. He professed religion 
in 1866; soon after, he began to exhort, and in 
1868 was duly licensed to preach, and recom- 
mended to the Annual Conference for admission 
on trial ; but failing to reach the Conference, 
he was employed as junior preacher on the 
Rome Circuit. He remained there a few 
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months, when an urgent call came from the 
northern part of the State for a young man. 
Ho consented to go, upon due release from the 
Romo work, and traveled the remaining part 
of the year on the Cuba Circuit. He returned 
home broken down in health, hut came to Con- 
ference, was received on trial, and appointed 
junior preacher on Loudon City Circuit. His 
health, however, did not permit him to go to 
his work. He returned home to his father’s 
house, where he suffered long and patiently 
until March 26, 1871, when he died in great 
triumph and peace.

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MEMOm OF BISHOP ANDKEW. 


James Osgood Andrew was born in Wilkes 
county, Ga., May 3, 1794. His father was the 
Rev. John Andrew, formerly an itinerant and 
afterward a local preacher in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and teacher of a country 
school. His mother’s maiden name was Cosby. 
She was a woman of strong intellect, fine taste, 
and deep piety. Her son derived many of his 
sterling elements of character from this excel- 
lent woman. He was fond of reading when a 
child, and read nearly all the books in his 
father’s library. His father taught him irreg- 
ularly for three or four years, and he went to 
two other teachers, under whom he studied for 
a short period. He was admitted to the com- 
munion of the Church, when he was thirteen 
years of age, by the Rev. Gabriel Christian. 
He filled the office of assistant class-leader at 
Asbury Chapel, Broad River Circuit, in Elbert 
county, Ga. He was licensed to preach when 
he was eighteen years of age. His first at- 
tempts to preach were among the negroes, and 
his labors were not without success. In his 
fii-st attempt to preach before his neighbors and 
friends he was much embarrassed. His uncle. 
Dr. Moses Andrew, gave him the text: “We 
have forsaken all, and followed thee; what 
shall we have therefore? ” He was much mor- 
tified with what he considered a failure — and 
so were some of his friends. One of the most 
infiuential members, James Marks, said to him, 
“Well, Jeemes, I voted the other day for you 
to be a preacher, but if I had heard that ser- 
mon first I never would have done it.” He 
was so discouraged that he concluded never to 
try to preach again ; but he soon overcame that 
temptation. Dr. Moses Andrew — his father’s 
cousin — was the preacher in charge, and Dr. 
Lovick Pierce was Presiding Elder, in the 
Quarterly Conference by which he was licensed. 
Dr. Pierce carried his recommendation to the 
South Carolina Conference, which met in 
Charleston, S. C., Dec. 12, 1812, where he was 
received into the itinerant connection. He 
was appointed to the Saltketcher Circuit, as 
assistant preacher — William M. Kennedy was 
his Presiding Elder. The next year he was 
sent as preacher in charge to Bladen Circuit. 
At the next Conference he was ordained dea- 
con by Bishop McKendree, and sent to War- 
ren Circuit; The next year he was stationed 
in Charleston. At the next Conference he was 
ordained elder, and sent to Wilmington, N. C., 
where he remained two years, and was very 
successful in his ministry. Shortly before his 
death he received a check for $1,000 from a 


gentleman in New Jersey, the son of one who 
was converted under his ministry when sta- 
tioned in Wilmington. He was stationed in 
1820, 1821, in Augusta, and in 1822, 1823, in 
Savannah, where he passed through the yellow 
fever. In 1824, he was Presiding Elder on the 
Edisto District; 1825, 1826, on the Charleston 
District. In 1827, 1828, he was stationed in 
Charleston; 1829, Athens and Greensboro, Ga.; 
1830, Athens and Madison, Ga. The next 
year the Georgia Conference was set off, and 
he was stationed in Augusta. In 1832, he was 
elected and ordained Bishop, and continued in 
the faithful discharge of his high and responsi- 
ble duties till the General Conference which 
met in New York in 1844. He entered upon 
his work as a Bishop with great reluctance, 
fear, and trembling. He frequently said that 
he was greatly encouraged by a remark of 
Bishop McKendree after his election, when he 
said to that apostolic man, “The Conference 
has laid on me a work for which I am not pre- 
pared, and for which I have no experience 
whatever. Please give me some advice.” The 
venerable Bishop replied: “James, I have not 
much to say; but I will say, never shrink from 
responsibility; for remember that by this you 
assume the most fearful of all responsibilities.” 
He never forgot this opportune and judicious 
advice. Bishop Andrew was thrice married. 
He was united to his second wife — an excellent 
Christian lady of Georgia — a little while before 
the session of the General Conference of 1844, 
Mrs. Andrew was the owner of slaves, and 
though the Bishop had no pecuniary interest 
in them, and could not have liberated them 
had he wished to do so, yet the Northern ma- 
jority in the General Conference virtually de- 
posed him from his office as Bishop, against the 
earnest protestation of the Southern delegates, 
the Southern Church, and many in the North. 
He would gladly have resigned his office to 
preserve the union and peace of the Church; 
but as such a step would have been fatal to 
Methodism in the South, and would have sanc- 
tioned a false, fanatical, and an unconstitutional 
principle, he maintained his position with dig- 
nity, humility, and patience; though the trial 
through which he passed was exceedingly se- 
vere. A Plan of Separation was agreed upon 
between the Northern and Southern sections 
of the Church; a Convention was held at Lou- 
isville, Ky., at which Bishops Soule and An- 
drew presided, when the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, was organized; and at the first 
General Conference, held in Petersburg, Ya., 
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Mfiy, 1846, they were recognized as Bishops in 
the Southern Church, and William Capers and 
Robert Paine were added to them by election 
and consecration at that session. Bishop An- 
drew continued to exercise the functions of his 
office, with great ability and success, till the 
session of the General Conference at New Or- 
leans, in 1866, when, at his request, he was 
granted a superannuated relation. He contin- 
ued, however, to visit the Churches, preaching 
and counseling, warning and encouraging the 
brethren, until the weary wheels of life at last 
stood still. The last Annual Conference which 
he attended was the Alabama, at its session in 
Montgomery, December, 1870. He had a pe- 
culiar affection for that Conference, as he had 
redded within its bounds (at Summerfield) 
after his marriage with his third wife in 1854. 
He took an affectionate leave of the Confer- 
ence, predicting truly that he would never at- 
tend another session. He visited the brethren 
in New Orleans in Pebruary, 1871. His last 
sermon was preached in the Felicity-street 
Church the Sunday se’nnight before his death, 
after addressing the Sunday-school. He 
preached with much of his former power, but 
it was too much for his little remaining 
strength; and on Tuesday morning at 4 o’clock 
he received the warning stroke. It assumed 
the form of hemiplegia, affecting the left side. 
He received all possible attentions from Dr. 
Moss, at whose house he was staying; but hu- 
man science, and love, and care, could not stay 
the bolt of death. He was taken to Mobile, 
where, at the house of his daughter and son- 
in-law, the Rev. John W. Rush, his latest hours 
were soothed with the kindest care. He lay, 
quiet and serene, a few days on the margin of 
the river, showing his numerous sympathizing 
friends with what ease a Christian can die. 
He had “the gay remembrance of a life well 
spent” — “the peace of God which passeth all 
understanding” — and a good hope through 
grace of soon entering into the joy of his Lord 
— and of obtaining an abundant entrance too! 
He spoke words of cheer to his sorrowing wife, 
and children, and friends — talked much about 
the Church, which he loved as his own soul, 
and of his colleagues in the Episcopacy, to 
whom he was devotedly attached. He sent 
them as his dying message, through Bishop 
McTyeire, these words: “Tell them that I 
would like to meet them in May, but cannot; 
for I am fully persuaded my time to go is near 
at hand — ^that in them all I have the fullest 
confidence, and die rejoicing that God has put 
the Church in their care and superintendency; 


and that they must always live in peace and 
harmony I ” In this frame he continued till he 
passed tlxrough the gates into the city. Among 
his last words were these to his children and 
grandchildren, and the preachers present: 
“God bless you all!” “Victory! victory!” 
He died March 2, 1871 — the month and day 
on which the immortal "Wesley, eighty years 
before, ascended to the skies. A-ppropriate 
obsequies were performed at the Franklin- 
street Church by Bishop Keener, Dr. Andrews, 
and the Rev. J. A. Spence. His remains were 
then taken to Oxford, Ga., where he had so 
long resided, and laid with kindred dead. He 
left word that Bishop Pierce should preach his 
funeral sermon; and when asked what hymn 
should be sung, he said he had especial fond- 
ness for that beginning, “God of my life, 
whose gracious power” — which is very much 
in the vein of the Bishop’s experience. In the 
meridian of life Bishop Andrew was a noble- 
looking man. He was somewhat under six 
feet in height — well proportioned, sallow of 
countenance — the prevailing type of his region ; 
his features w^ere chiseled with marked out- 
lines, expressive (especially the eyes), if not 
particularly handsome. His voice was one of 
great compass and power, and it was heard 
pleasantly in song as well as in speech — for 
he was a dear lover of the songs of Zion. He 
was not fastidious in his dress and manner, nor 
was there any thing formal or frigid in his in- 
tercourse with society. He was warm and de- 
voted in his friendships, liberal in his benefac 
tions, sympathizing in his spirit, playful with 
children — whom he dearly loved, and to whom 
he gave the kindest counsels and encourage- 
ments; and he was eminently condescending 
to men. of low estate, especially the colored 
people, by whom he was greatly revered. He 
prized highly the means of grace, public, so- 
cial, family, and private. He was fond of 
reading, and read to purpose. He wrote a 
great deal — principally communications to 
Church papers, addresses, journals, letters to 
friends, and the like. The last communica- 
tion which he wrote for the press was for 
the Christian Index, the organ of the Col- 
ored Methodist Episcopal Church in Amer- 
ica — the ruling passion being strong in death; 
for the Bishop was ever a lover of the colored 
people, pleaded powerfully for their interests, 
and labored long and faithfully for their good. 
He published a valuable work on Family Gov- 
ernment, and a volume of Miscellanies, both 
of which have had a wide circulation, and are 
entitled to a wider.
